family of the Isle of Wight, England, two brothers and a sister, 
yielded to the lure of the new world. In 1819 John Pittis char- 
tered the ship Resolution and with his wife, Mary Dore, and 
their eleven children, emigrated to America. John went back 
to England in 1821. In the same year he returned to the United 
States on the brig Nepos, which was chartered by George Hearn, 
father of Ellinor Hearn. On this ship also were his sister Sarah, 
her husband, James Abraham, and their five children. In 1831 
his brother Robert and wife, Jane Arnold, and their four chil- 
dren, made the journey. 


The Pittis families all settled in or near Deersville, Harrison 
County, Ohio, except Thomas, one of John’s eleven children. He 
married Ellinor Hearn and settled in New York City. Thomas, 
being separated from his relatives by distance and difficult travel, 
began to compile records of the Pittis family in England. After 
his death his son, Thomas Hearn Pittis of Plainfield, New Jersey, 
continued the work. In turn, after the latter’s death, his son 
Albert Pittis, M.D., carried on the research. Albert was assisted 
by his brothers Godfrey Pittis, M.D., Harold Pittis, M.D., and 
Bertram Pittis. After Albert’s death, Bertram continued his in- 
terest in the subject and made a chart of the records gathered by 
him and his brothers. Their coliection is included in this volume. 


Dr. Albert Pittis, desirous of procuring the history of the Pittis 
families in Ohio, wrote in 1896 to my sister Sarah Belle Pittis 


ihe Ly an, 
Early in the nineteenth century three members‘of the Pittis__ 


of Cleveland, native of Harrison County, and requested her to 


compile the data of the male lines. By persistent letter-writing 
and visits to Harrison County, Belle compiled a fairly complete 
record of the male lines of John and Robert to 1898 and made a 
typewritten manuscript of her compilation. She was assisted 
in the gathering of records by our mother, Jane K. Birney Pittis 
(Mrs. Albert), who drove with horse and buggy to many homes 
ir. Harrison County for Bible records, and to several graveyards 
where she copied names and dates from tombstones. A number 
of photographs were collected at that time, copied in miniature 
and assembled in one large group picture. 

Several years after the death of my sister Belle, I took up the 
work and have brought the records of the male lines up to date, 
compiled the records of the female lines of John and Robert, the 
line of Sarah Pittis Abraham, and through historical research, 
letters and personal contact, have added to records previously 
collected of the line in England. Naturally, many of the family 
records are lost forever. During three trips to Europe, in 1909,

1923, and 1937, I visited Pittis families, churches and grave- 
yards on the Isle of Wight, the mainland of Hampshire, Devon- 
shire and London, and obtained family records. 1 wrote a com- 
prehensive account of my trip in 1937, at the time of the coro- 
nation of King George VI and Queen Elizabeth, which appeared 
in several newspapers. The article narrated, among other inci- 
dents, many of my experiences in both my paternal and maternal 
ancestral quest. ie 


Unfortunately, those who worked’on the genealogy in years 
past did not compile the records to a specific date and put them 
into book form. My purpose in preparing this book is to pre- 
serve in print as a Pittis Family History the records that were 
gathered by others and my own collection. In order to bring the 
chronicle to the present time, I sent letters of request to all 
known living descendants in England, Canada and the United 
States. As is usual in genealogicai work, many responded 
promptly; some, not at all. All records that were furnished 
appear in this history. 


In England, certified records have been obtained from various 
sources, such as the British Museum, official records, vital statis- 
tics, parish registers, tombstones and family Bibles. County his- 

_tories have also been consulted. In Canada and the United 
‘States, records have been procured from similar sources. To give 
a complete bibliography of all materials from which information 

‘ has been culled, or the source of each bit or item, while desir- 
able for the professional student of history, has not been deemed 
necessary or advisable in this genealogy. Enough of the more 
important sources and publications are listed throughout the book 
to indicate in general the research that has been made, without 
crowding its pages with detailed reterences. The volume and 
page numbers generally have been omitted in the references that 
are given, as material may readily be found by indices. All 
members of the family who are truly interested in their ances- 
try will inform themselves about Hampshire and the Isle of 
Wight in England, Harrison County in Ohio, and early New. York 
City, in order to have an understanding of the times, conditions, 
customs and life in the days of our ancestors. 


There are variations in some facts in the histories consulted, 
and no doubt there are some mistakes in family records as pre- 
sented here, in spite of painstaking care. Errors in records given 
by families, illegible handwriting, and other causes of inaccura- 
cies, though deeply regretted, are wholly beyond the author’s 
control. 


This volume consists of a compilation of Pittis family records 
that have been collected intermittently during nearly a century 
by loyal members who have contributed time, labor, persever- 
ance and expense to the research. The genealogical records 
comprise a direct line of descent for sixteen generations and

cover a period of four hundred and sixty-four years from 1480 
to 1944. The earliest records reach back to the year 1384. The 
chronicle, of course, is not complete, but it does contain all fam- 
ily records that were found by historical research or furnished 
by families. Each family line is sufficiently complete, however, 
to enable present and future generations to trace their ancestry, 
to which they may add the records of their own immediate 
families. 


Grateful acknowledgment is hereby made to all persons in 
England, Canada and the United States wno have co-operated 
in making this volume possible. Grateful acknowledgment is 


made also to all authors whose writings have been consulted and ~ 


from which material has been used. 


It is my earnest hope and desire that present and future gen- 
erations will appreciate and value a knowledge of their own 
direct ancestry, and a knowledge of the past and present gen- 
erations of the Pittis Family.

The Isle of Wight was the seat of the Pittis family from early 
times, earlier than the year 1480, and continues to be the home 
of members of this “ancient and honourable family,” as it is 
spoken of there. 


This lovely Isle, which te Romans called Vectis or Isle of the 
Channel, the Ictis of the Britons, is separated from the mainland 
of Hampshire, or Hants, by a narrow strait called the Solent Sea, 
varying from one to seven miles in width. The Island is thought 
to have become separated from the mainland during the Bronze 
Period. Hampshire, of which the Isle is a part, is properly the 
County of Southampton. 


The Island, anciently the Isle of Wyghte, Queen of the British 
Islets, excels in beauty, variety of scenery and salubrity of cli- 
-mate all other islets that fringe the English coast and is one of 
the most valuable of the appendant isles. It is of irregular 
rhomboid shape, commonly compared to a bird with expanded 
wings. Its northern apex points almost directly to the mouth of 
Southampton Water. In length from east to west it is twenty- 
three miles; in breadth from north to south it is thirteen miles, 
with a circumference of about sixty miles. To the north the 
shores are low and shelving; to the east, south and southwest 
they tower in precipitous cliffs. A range of chalk hills or downs 
runs through the Island from east to west and ends in the 
Needles. From that chain there branches off, about half way 
along, another range which, running southward, terminates in 
the headlands of St. Catherine’s Point at the southern extremity; 
and here begins a third range which follows the coastline to 
the East End. Great convulsions of nature along the southern 
coast, landslides during the centuries, and the wash of the sea, 
have created many weird formations, including the famous 


Undercliff and Blackgang Chine. 


The Undercliff extends along the acu theasterd coast for about 
six miles and forms a series of irregular terraces from a quarter 
to a half mile in breadth, which gradually slope to the sea and 
are strangely riven with deep vertical fissures. Of the numerous 
chines or chasms which outline the southern coast, the great- 
est is the Blackgang Chine, into which, during a gale from the 
southwest, the waves often dash with great fury, the back- 
draught being powerful enough to sweep a person off his feet.

Geologically the chines, displaying the strata of various com- 
positions and color with fossil deposits, are of commanding inter- 
est. Celebrated as the Isle of Wight long has been for its scen- 
ery and climate, its geological fame is even more widely known 
and no less justly deserved. Many and varied formations are 
exhibited, under circumstances most favorable for their exami- 
nation. It is Nature’s geological model, illustrative of the phe- 
nomena of stratification. The fossilized animal remains are in 
an exceptional state of preservation. The famous sand of the 
cliffs along Alum Bay, at the western headland, presents vivid 
coloring in various shades of red, pink, yellow, brown — colors 
to be seen also, though less favorably exposed to view, at other 
places along the coast. 


The Isle of Wight, cut off by the sea, is a little world unto it- 
self. Few places of equal extent possess such great variety and 
beauty of scenery. Within the space of a few miles it presents 
sublime coast views, deep chasms, winding streams, wild heath, 
smooth pasturing downs, lush meadows and grainfields delight- 
fully intermixed with hedgerows, evergreens, groves and for- 
ests. The elegant country seats, attractive cottages and farm- 
‘houses, well-kept lawns and gardens, make the country replete 
with animated rural charm, while the proximity of town or vil- 
-lage gives to every scene the touch of busy lite. The climate is 
as mild and healthful as the landscape is beautiful. Its soft- 
ness and warmth are manifested by the luxuriant growth in the 
cpen of the myrtle, geranium, fuchsia, shrubs and trees which 
commonly flourish only in more southern latitudes, while the 
wild flowers make a variegated carpet of rich colors. The Isle 
has long been called ‘“‘The Garden of Englanc.” Of it Sir Walter 


Scott wrote, “The Fair Island, the miniature abstract of all that, 


is grand and lovely in England — that beautiful island which he 
who once sees never forgets, through whatever part of the world 
his future path may lead him.” 


The Medina, the principal river, flows from south to north and 
divides the Island into two nearly equal divisions, known as the 
East and West Medine. Its mouth, an estuary about a mile 
across, forms the Port of Cowes. The river is tidal and navi- 
gable for five miles to Newport, the capital. The Customs House 
for the Island is at Cowes, where much business is transacted. 
In the 17th and 18th centuries, the Port of Cowes had an exten- 
sive trade with the North American colonies. In the year 1677, 
over 4000 hogsheads of tobacco were imported from Virginia, in 
addition to other goods from the colonies. During the reign of 
George III until the outbreak of the War for American Indepen- 
dence, Cowes was a favorite. port of the Carolina rice-ships. 
From thirty to forty of these ships arrived here annually, where 
from 32,000 to 35,000 barrels of rice were screened, repacked 
and shipped to Holland and Germany. :

Cowes lies along both sides of the estuary of the Medina. Its 
streets are narrow and hilly, but the ridges and environs are 
adorned with villas. Situated here were three of the series of 
castles or blockhouses, built on the Island by Henry VIII dur- 
ing the years 1537-40 (from funds and sometimes from the 
materials of the dissolved abbeys) for the defense of the coast 
which hitherto had been unprotected. East Cowes Castle no 
longer exists. West Cowes Castle. once a prison for Channel 
pirates and later used as a state prison, is now the clubhouse and 
headquarters of the Royal Yacht Squadron. Norris Castle, built 
in 1790 for Lord Henry Seymour, was the occasional residence 
of Princess Victoria and her mother, the Duchess of Kent. 


Osborne Palace with its two towers, is a mile east of Cowes. 
It was built by Queen Victoria and for many years was her sea- 
side home. She died there in 1901, and on Coronation Day in 
1902 it was presented to the nation by Edward VII as a memorial 
to his mother. At his request, part of the house was made into a 
convalescent home for officers of the Fighting Forces and opened 
in 1904. The year previous a Royal Naval College was opened 
on the 5000-acre estate. 


Whippingham and its Church of St. Mildred where the royal 
family worshipped is nearby. Within the royal pew a fine mon- 
ument, with a medallion of Prince Albert, was placed by the 
queen to his memory. A reredos of beautiful design has been 
erected to the memory of the queen. 


The Isle was also the home of the poet laureate, Alfred Lord | 


Tennyson, whose 250-acre estate, Farringford, borders Fresh- 
water Bay. 


The importance of the county of Hampshire is indicated by the 
fact that the English kingdom began in Hampshire and it was 
the metropolitan county for three centuries. Winchester, its 
capital, was long the national capital and gave the name of The 
Book of Winchester to the great survey of lands and property 
of England, made by order of the Conqueror in 1087, commonly 
known as the Domesday Book. 


The Isle of Wight was within the diocese of Winchester until 
1927, but is now in that of Portsmouth. The Isle formerly was 
divided into thirty parishes but now has fifty. The parishes 
that are of special interest in connection with the Pittis family 
are as follows: 


NITON, so far as has been ascertained, was the earliest Island 


home of the family. In old writings it was written Nywetone, — 


Niewton, Nyghton, Nighton, Nyton, Niton Regis (it having been 
a royal manor from the time of the Confessor), and Crab Niton 
due to the quantity of crabs found on the coast nearby. It is 
less than a mile from the shore of St. Catherine’s Point, and has 
a population of about 870. It is eight miles from Newport and

is a somewhat straggling village of antiquity, with two inter- 
secting streets. In 1800 Niton had a population of about 300, 
with fifty-two houses built of the native stone of the adjoining 
cliff and skillfully roofed with thatch. Each house had a garden, 
some had an orchard; small allotments of fourteen to twenty 
acres of land was the original distribution of property there. It 
belongs to the Undercliff district, which is famed for its beauty, 
its sheltered position and miid air, and also for stormy winds 
and impetuous tides. Its scenery participates equally of the 
beautiful and the wild, the sublime and the appalling — full of 
novelty and repose, grandeur and simplicity. | 


Puckaster Cove, the fishermen’s harbor on the coast, now 
almost washed away, had its part in the smuggling of contraband 
goods from France. This illicit trade in silks, tea, liquor and 
tobacco attained its height between 1780 and 1840. Puckaster 
is mentioned historically as having been the landing place of 
Charles II in 1675 after encountering a storm at sea, the event 
being recorded in the Niton parish register. 


The lighthouse on St. Catherine’s Point, erected in 1840, is 
eighty-six feet in height. Its lantern, more than two hundred 
feet above the sea, is one of main importance and was one of the 
first to be equipped with electric light. Its light has been seen 
at a distance of twenty-seven miles. The southern coast has 
always been dangerous to mariners owing to the conformation 
of the coastline, the hidden reefs, the strong currents, the dense 
fog, and the gales which rage here with great violence. 


At Niton the White Lion and the Buddle are quaint old inns. 
There are several excellent houses of old and honorable families. 
In The Dairyman’s Daughter Legh Richmend* described Niton 
Manor as “a large and venerable mansion.” It is one of the fine 
Jacobean manor houses on the [sland that is still standing. 
Thomas Pittis (1555-1612) was copyholder of Niton Manor in 
1606. He also had by copyhoid dated 1595 a house known as 
Bull Ring, opposite the White Lion Hotel. Dr. Whitehead, in 
The Undercliff, says: 


At Niton a large field near Town’s End is named the Bull Ring. 
This field in 1595 had a house on it known as Bull Ring. Another 
holding of one acre was known as Bear Close, so it is possible that 
bear-baiting was also indulged in. 

In the Oglander Memoirs it is stated that on holidays bull-baiting 
was the recreation of the commonalty. No butcher at that time was 
allowed to kill a bull until it had been “lawfully baited” (tethered 
to a ring and tormented by dogs). On the feast day of the Mayor of 
Newport the governor of the island always gave £5 to purchase a 
bull, which after being baited was killed and its flesh given to the 
poor. The Mayor and Corporation, with mace-bearer and con- 
stables, attended the baiting. ‘The nrst dog let loose at the bull 
was decorated with ribbons and called the Mayor’s dog.

There are records of eight Pittis-Arnold marriages. Six of 
the marriages were in the Isle of Wight; four are recorded in 
the Niton register, two refer to the Arnolds of Brighstone and 
Shalfleet. Two occurred at Deersville, Ohio, one being Pittis- 
Arnold and one Abraham-Arnold. 


About a mile from Niton, on the Undercliff Road, is Mirables, 
the Arnold House, one of the largest in the Niton vicinity. The 
Arnolds of Niton antedate, however, the purchase of Mirables by 
George Arnold, Esq. Albin’s History (1795) states: 

The charming villa of Mirables, on the very brink of the sea, was 
recently purchased by George Arnold, Esq., a gentleman of Ashby 
Lodge, Northamptonshire, to whose exertions, in conjunction with 
Mr. Barwis, the very worthy rector of Niton, the public is greatly 
indebted for the fine roads from Newport to the back of the Island. 

In Niton Church there is a marble medallion monument to the 
memory of this George Arnold, one of the Gentlemen of the 
Privy Chamber to George III, Lt. Col., Commander of the S. E. 
Batt. of the 1799 Isle of Wight Volunteers, who died Oct. 24, 
1806, aged 52. A description of the Arnold coat-of-arms on the 
monument reads: | 

Gules a chevron ermine between three pheons or, surmounted 


by an inescutcheon of pretence azure a cinquefoil argent, impaling 
or on a cross sable five fleur-de-lys argent. 


Crest.— A demi-leopard reguardant ppr. bezantée holding a 
pheon or. 


Motto. — Ut vivas Vigila. (Watch that you may live.) 


Burke’s General Armory has several variations of the Arnold 
arms. 

(For further data regarding Arnold see the account of tithing 
which follows Niton Rectors, and Brighstone, later in this chap- 
ter, also 30, 32, 77, 97, Appendix.) 


The Niton Church, dedicated to St. John the Baptist, is of 
great antiquity, the original building being an 11th century 
structure. Alterations and repairs have taken place during each 
succeeding century, and in 1864 a general restoration was made. 
It now consists of a nave and chancel separated by a pointed 
arch, a south aisle separated from the nave by three obtuse 
Gothic arches, a south porch or vestibule entrance which has a 
barrel-roof with stone ribs, and a west tower with a short 
Jacobean stone spire. 
A large slab of dark marble inscribed to the memory of 
Thomas Pittis, D.D. (1636-1687), chaplain-in-ordinary to Charles 
II, rector of Gatcombe, I. W., and of St. Botolph Church in Lon- 
don, forms the chancel floor. A white marble slab to the mem- 
ory of John Pittis (1704-1788) of Wymering, and Ann, his wife, 
is in the floor of the south aisle. Rev. Richard Pittis, M.D. (1637- 
1670), vicar of Brading at the time of his death, brother of 
Thomas, directed in his wil! that his body should be buried in

Niton Church and provided for the erection of a tomb in the 

church with an inscription in brass for his -father, Captain 

Thorius Pittis (1599-1670), who preceded him in death by less 

than a month, and who was the owner of Buddle, Bottoms, 
-Kingates, Beauchamp, Kainescourt, King’s Farm, and other 

lands at Niton. This tomb and inscription in brass are not now 

to be found, nor is a memorial for Rev. Richard Pittis to be 
a found. It is probable that they were destroyed or plastered over - 
; during some of the various remodelings of the building. Dr. 
Whitehead, in The Undercliff. describes the alterations made in 
each of the centuries, during which walls were rebuilt, new win- 
dows were inserted, and the embattled tower was built. The 
stone spire was added still later, and in 1864 the building was 
“over-restored.” He states: 

In the 1864 restoration the impost of the old chancel arch was 
discovered about eighteen inches lower and further south than the 
present one, but was plastered over again. There was also brought 
to light the impost of a very low arch about three feet from the. 
‘floor level of the south aisle which had been cased over by .a but- 
tress of a later period. It may have been a recess for an altar or 
a tomb, which was concealed by the buttress. At this time the gun- 
house was removed, the buttress was done away with, and another 
bay was added to the north arcade by piercing the solid wall west 
of the second bay. 
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A number of Pittis burials were made in the churchyard, but 
no Pittis tombstones are extant, due partly to the natural crumb- 
ling with time. Regarding the absence of early memorials in 
churchyards Dr. Whitehead makes the following explanation: 


The absence is partly accounted for by the quite late introduc- 
tion of memorial stones in village churchyards. These were almost 
unknown until the 17th century, so that many generations have 
been laid to rest without external notice. Also, in times past, both 

- churches and churchyards were often very badly kept. The church- 
yards were not properly fenced in, and on the occasion of the vil- 
lage fairs or festivals the stalls for the wares were erected in and 
around the churchyard. In the 17th century this matter came to a 
crisis and it was enjoined: “That the church wardens or questmen 
shall suffer no plays, suppers, church-ales, drinkings, temporal 
courts, lay juries, or any other profane usage to be kept in the 
church, chapel or churchyard.” 


Niton and Whitwell were two noted centers in the smuggling 
traffic. The precincts of the sacred edifices were not held inviolate; 
“any port in time of storm” was the adage, and certain tombs are 
still pointed out as having been frequently used as a_ depository 
for stores of illicit goods. At Niton, casks and men ducked into 
brick tombs with stone tops to evade officers.. 

The livings of Niton, Whitwell and Godshill were so connected 
that it is difficult to separate the clergy of these parishes. The 
livings of Godshill and Whitwell were consolidated with Niton 
by the Bishop of Winchester in December, 1735, and until 1867 
the duties of the conjoined parishes were performed by the same 
curate. One of the village lanes traveled by the Niton rectors 

‘in their journeys to and from Godshill on muleback is still 
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known as Mule Lane. The earliest record of the rectors that 
has been traced extends from 1228 to the present time. The 
Niton rectors of Pittis interest are: 2a 
1578. John Horden, rectcr. Patron, the Queen Majtie. 
Student of Christ Church, Oxford, 1564; B.A. 1568; M.A. 1572; 


supplicated for license to preach, 1577. (Foster’s Al. Oxon.

John Horden, his son, and Joane Pyttis were married 1613. 


Edward Horden, another son, was vicar of Godshill-with-

1630. John Langhorne, instituted rector. 
Of Westmoreland, pleb. Queen’s College, matric. 1603, aged 19; 
B.A. 1608; M.A. 1611; B.D. 1619; rector of Niton 1630. (Ibid.., 
vol. ili, p. 878). The name of Mr. Langhorne is mentioned as 
incumbent in the return made by the jurors to the Commission 
of the Lord Protector (1653-8) from which the following ex- 
' tract is taken: “Mr. Garth, assistant supplying the cure, hath 
Thirty pounds by the Yere for his salary. Nighton Parsonage 
valued at One Hundred and Five Pounds by the Yere. The 
Parish lyeth neare togethor, within a mile distant from the 
church.” Langhorne served as rector for 28 years and died 
July 16, 1658. Rev. Richard Pittis, M.D., appears to have been 
his substitute at some time. Dr. Pittis, who was vicar of Brad- 
ing, stipulated in his will that his “body be buried in Niton 
Church as near as may be to the place where Mr. Langhorne 
was buried there.” No memorial is extant to Mr. Langhorne. 


No date. Richard Pittis, minister. 
Pleb. Magdalen Hall, matric. 1656; B.A. from Lincoln College 
1658; M.A. 1661; rector of Yaverland 1662. (Foster’s Al. 
Oxon. vol. i, p. 311.) His burial is recorded in the church 
register 1670. 


1658. Thomas Collinson, instituted rector. 


Son of Peter Collinson, of Staveley, Westmoreland; pleb. 
Queen’s College, Oxford, matric. 1647, aged 17, taberdar 1648; 
B.A. 1650; fellow 1651; M.A. 1653. (Ibid. vol. vi, p. 1477). 
He is said to have been deprived of his benefice, as a loyalist, 
* and much reduced in circumstances. At the Restoration he re- 
turned, and entertained Charles II for the two days following 
the king’s landing at Puckaster Cove. An old Isle of Wight 
ballad reads: 
And then, turning to old Collinson, 
He said, how he ‘full well knew’ 
That his deeds of faithful loyalty 
Had been neither small nor few. 


Of devoted service to his King 
Would he add one further proof? 

Would he receive him as a guest 
Under the rectory roof? 


On the fly-leaf of the parish register is the entry of the oft. 
quoted reference to the king’s landing: 

“In perpetuam Rei Memoriam — July the 1st, Anno Domini, 
1675 — Charles the Second, King of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, etc., came safely ashoar at Puckester, after he had 
endured a great and dangerous storm at sea. Ut regnet di.

et feliciter Vovit et Exoptat. Thomas Collinson, Rector .de 
Nighton.” (The rector prays and ardently desires that the 
king may reign long and happily.) 


On the 4th day of Feb. 1661, Thomas Pittis, D.D., and Eliza- 
beth Stephens were married in Gatcombe Church by Mr. 
Thomas Collinson, Rector of Nighton. Cum licentia (by license). 


Mr. Collinson held the living for the long period of 58 years, 
and dying in his 89th year, was interred in the chancel of the 
church. His memorial slab was moved to the south aisle dur- 
ing the 1864 restoration. 


1716. John Thomson, inst. rector, on the death of Mr. Collinson. 
Son of Mr. Thomson of Milkin Thorpe, Westmoreland; Queen’s 
College, matric. 1691, aged 17; B.A. 1695; M.A. 1698. (Foster’s 
Al Oxonsevol iyi p. 1477.) 


1890. William Sells, inst. rector. 
He was rector in 1896 when Dr. Albert Pittis was collecting 
family records and was most co-operative, and in 1910 when 
Dr. Whitehead was collecting records for his history of The 
Undercliff. He died in June, 1918. (M.B.P.) 


1919. John Hastings Lloyd, rector, formerly a Naval eneplaae 
Son of E. W. M. Lloyd, of Hartford House, Winchfield, Hants. 
He has been helpful to the author in supplying records from 
the parish register and suggesting books of reference. He is 
collecting material for a history of Niton Parish. He accepted 
the parish of Martley, Worcestershire, and left Niton in June, 
1944. (M.B.P.) 


In early times it was customary to allot the tenth part of the 
profits of land and stock as tithes for the clergy for their “living.” 
The agreement that existed in most parishes ran much as fol- 


lows: 

Of wool, the tenth fleece, or the tenth part in RS eishte the tenth 
cock out of the meadow grass, barley, oats, peas, and vetches; of 
calves, if the number be under seven, one halfpenny for each calf; 
if eight, one calf and the farmer receive one penny; if ten, the rec- 
tor shall receive the tenth calf; if any calf be sold, the rector shall 
receive the tenth penny of the price of every calf; if any calf be 
killed, the rector shall receive the right shoulder of every calf so 
slain. Of pigs, geese, swarms of bees and honey, the rule was 
similar. Of cows’ milk, every person keeping any milch cows shall 
pay to the rector one penny for every cow, if such cow hath a calf 
then one halfpenny, and likewise for every heifer of the first calf 
one halfpenny, and so on in full payment, satisfaction and dis- 
charge. 


During his incumbency Rev. John Thomson made among oth- 
ers the following interesting entries about the parish tithes: 


1716. I took all things as my predecessor had done. I demanded 
for the milk of cach cow, one shilling, and for the milk of each . 
heifer, sixpence, and the Tythe calf where one was due, and 
the tenth penny for every one sold or killed, where a whole 
calf was not due. All paid this except Matthew Arnold, who 
would have had his milk and calf too for one shilling as above, 
which I would not aliow off, and so I took his calf in kind, and 
nine meals of milk; and at the last time of milking I declared 
before his servants ‘and my own at the Cross before the Church 
where the cows were milked, that I took the nine meals only in 
part for that year, and the next year should take every tenth 
meal entire, while his cows produced any milk. 
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1718. I agreed with all except Matthew Arnold; whom for taking 
my milk without any agreement, and for refusing to make any 
manner of satisfaction for it, I cited into the Court of Winton. 

The remainder of the page is missing, so there is no clue as 
to the result. The court records were searched without finding 
any reference to the case. The question apparently was taken 
before the Winchester Court of Assizes and was not carried 
higher. The sheet is endorsed as follows: 


These few notes and memorandums are left by the Rev. Mr. Col- 
linson and the Rev. Mr. Thomson, formerly Rectors of the Parish 
of Niton, and they are preserv’d and inserted here for the Benefit 
and Inspection ot future rectors by the present curate of this Par- 
ish. J. Price. 

The above mentioned Matthew Arnold married in 1685, Mary, 
daughter of Captain Thomas Pittis (sister of Rev. Richard and 
Thomas Pittis, D.D.), and died in 1724. 


Of “the Cross before the Church where the cows were 
milked,” Oglander says in his Memoirs (1595): 


There is a crosse with steps to ascend to it; ye base and toppe 
thereof beinge of stone, very awntient. There was a fisch markett 
there kept every Wednesdaye and Fridaye. 


The square base of this ancient cross, in the churchyard in 
front of the south entrance to the church, is peculiarly placed, 
the angles and not the sides being opposite the cardinal points. 
The massive steps rise to a height of five feet. The ancient cross 
having disappeared years ago, a fine but inappropriate Celtic 
cross was erected on the ancient base soon after the 1864 resto- 
ration. 


The Niton parish registers consist of nine volumes, date back 
to 1559, and are among the earliest kept in the Island (the New- 
port registers beginning 1541 and the Brading registers 1547

The Celtic cross is seen beneath the tree-branch 
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being earlier). Records before 1538 were only such as the rec- 
tor chose to keep, but in September, 1538, Thomas Cromwell, 
Vicar-General, issued his injunction that, 
Every parson, vicar or curate within this Dioces shall for every 
church keep one book or register wherein ye shall write the day and 


year of every wedding, christening and burying made within your 
parish for your time. 


The entries in all cases were at first made in paper books. In 
1597 an injunction was passed that, 

In every Parish Church and Chape! within this Realm shall be 

provided one parchment bock, and at the charge of the parish, 


wherein shall be written the day and year of every marriage, chris- 
tening and burial. 


The earlier entries had to be transcribed upon parchment and 
certified, so that down to the year 1597 the Niton entries are all 
in the same handwriting and style. From 1599 the entries are 
made by persons of varied degrees of education and in hand- 
writing ranging from perfect clarity to illegibility. Consequently, 
the entries are often poorly written and badly spelled, with many 
irregularities. 


The first volume consists of twenty-two sheets of parchment 
and covers the period from 1559 to 1653; it contains the baptisms 
and burials from 1559 to 1653 and marriages from 1561 to 1641. 
The first burial recorded was that of William Pittis on January 
18, 1559; the first marriage entry was that of Annis Pittis and 
John Edwardes on November 29, 1561. Albin states that Pittis 
was one of the most frequently occurring surnames in the par- 
ish, that during the years 1559-1567 there were 13 Pittis mar- 
riages, 59 baptisms, 27 burials; to which were added in the per- 
iod endiug with 1793, 11 marriages, 58 baptisms, 30 burials. (The 
early Pittis records contained in this volume are those given in 
Woodward’s History of Hampshire and furnished from the par- 
ish register by Rectors Sells and Lioyd. Whether they tally 
with the numbers given py Albin has not been verified.) Niton 
Parish was the Pittis Family seat and, with the adjoining Whit- 
well Parish, was the home of the first eight generations of which 

there is knowledge. 


WHITWELL, or Whytewell as it was written in the year 1297, 
is a name which probably originated from the spring or well 
which Albin says ‘‘will produce a hundred hogshead of pure 
water in an hour.” The village, being off the beaten path, still 
remains a picturesque, secluded country place of green lanes 
and simple charm ‘“‘on which no improver has laid sacrilegious 
finger.” On either side of its one street are thatched cottages. 
A church-house, with stone mullioned windows, groups with the 
church and vicarage. 

Every parish had its church-house where the parishioners held 
their feasts. The church festivals, the patron saint’s days, and 
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the village merry-makings brought many holidays in their train. 
The local inns came later, so the villagers enjoyed their home- 
brewed ales at the church-house. The proceeds of these social 
occasions went into a common chest for the support of the 
church and the relief of the poor. It was the custom here, as 
elsewhere, to transact most of the public business in the church 
or church-house, presided over by the rector, and attended by the 
tenants of the farm holdings of the parish. The minutes were 
recorded by the overseer. The stocks for social offenders stood 
outside the wall of the churchyard. The pound was uséd not 
only for stray cattle, but also for animals belonging to persons 
in debt, where they were usually held until the debts were paid. 
The “punder,” elected annually, had charge of the fences and of 
straying animals. 


The church has a stone-ribbed south porch and a square em- 
battled tower with six bells. Its plan, so common in the Isle, con- 
sists of two almost equal bodies divided by an srcade. They 
originally constituted two separate contiguous chapels, each 
with an altar. The earlier and larger chapel was built in the 
12th century and endowed by De Estur, lord of Gatcombe in 
which Whitwell was originally included, for the use of the ten- 
ants on his manors at Whitwell and Witcombe, and dedicated to 
St. Radegund, nis patron saint. The smaller chapel, dedicated 
to the Virgin Mary, had the parochial! altar. It belonged to and 
was supported by the inhabitants of Whitwell, parishioners of 
Gedshill, who were to be buried at Godshill, whereas the parish- 
ioners of Gatcombe were to be buried at Gatcombe. Later, 
burials were made in the Whitwell churchyard. It is traditional 
that pilgrimages were made in mediaeval times to the shrine of 
Our wuady of Whitweill. The parish was held from 1735 until 
1867 with Godshill, and was a chapeiry to Niton, with parochial 
privileges, served by the rector of Niton. In 1867 the living 
was separated from Niton and Whitwell became an independeht 
parish. : 

The registers from 1599 to 1653 have been lost since 1831. 
Entries now extant date back to 1678, during the reign of 
Charles II. The entries to 1706 appear to have been copied from 
earlier records and are made in fine legible handwriting with ink | 
which still retains its color. The records made by the curates 
to 1764 are also in good condition. In April, 1764, David Jones, 
the parish clerk, took charge of entries. His poor penmanship 
and poor ink make the records almost illegible, while his spelling 
of names, “burialles, burid, marigs, marrid,” indicates plainly a 
source of the great variety of spellings of surnames and of 
inaccuracies in records. 

During the period that the rector of Niton also served Whit- 
well, the records were entered in both the Whitwell and Niton 
registers, and sometimes the Whitwell records were entered

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WHITWELL CHURCH — Ancient 
Before the restoration of 1867 


Saint Radegund, to whom a chapel of Whitwell Church was dedicated, was 
a princess of the Thuringians, a Saxon people in central Germany. A child of 
beauty and grace, she was taken captive at the age of eight by Clothaire I of 
France. He had her educated in the refined training of the rich Gallic women. 
She read the Scriptures, the lives of the saints and clder Latin poetry, and became 
a lover of books. She was forced to marry Clothaire, the barbarian king, who 
had many wives, and was estranged from him by her moral and intellectual qual- 
ities which he had caused to be cultivated. -In time, she formed a sisterhood at 
Pontiers, France. The study of literature occupied first rank in her Convent of 
St. Cross. She endowed the Convent and was its superior for thirty years. She 
died at the age of seventy, sincerely mourned. When sufficient time had elapsed 
after her death, she was canonized a saint.

mouth, where they later made their home. There were some 
Pittis burials at Whitwell but no Pittis tombstones are extant 
in the churchyard. 


ST. LAWRENCE, There is no village proper, the houses 
being scattered along the Undereliff road to Ventnor of which 
it is now practically a suburb. The parish joins that of Whit- 
well. The old church of St. Lawrence, built before 1200. 
famous as a diminutive shrine, was the smallest in the British 
Isles, it being 20 feet long, 12 feet wide, and to the eaves scarce- 
ly 6 feet. The addition later of a chancel added about ten feet 
to the length. It is now used only in summer, except for burials, 
a new church having been built in 1878. _- 


The records are fragmentary, having been in the custody of 
clergymen holding other curacies. The earliest register is a 
small parchment-bound book 4 by 8 inches and dates back to the 
vear 1740. On its first page appears, ‘““The Names of the Houses 
in the Parish as given in March, 1756” — eleven in number in- 
cluding the Poor House. Among the resident householders in 
this list are Widow Pittis, Harvey and Dyer. On Feb. 8, 1793, 
Thomas Pittis was witness to the marriage of Mary Harvey and 
John Downer. Of the burials, several entries refer to persons 
at sea whose bodies were cast up on the shore, one being G. 
Harvey, 1784. There are a number of entries for Harvey, Dyer 
and Newnham. The Lay Subsidies of 1642 furnish a list of local 
contributors, among whom were John Lavender, ““Widdow Har- 
vey” and Richard Dyer. 


Of the rectors of the “Olde Church,” the following two are 
‘mentioned here. ; 


A.D. 1650. Thomas Moseley, instituted rector. Patron, Sir John 
Paton. This incumbent was one of the eight Isle of Wight 
clergyman removed at the time and in consequence of the action 
reneu by Parliament, and was superseded by Thomas Newn- 

am. 


No date. Thomas Newnham, rector, ejected 1662. 
He was born at Gotten, I.W., in 1631, an ancient seat of the 
family. Having an inclination to be a minister, he was sent 


to Oxford and took his M. A. degree in 1658. He and Dr. 


Thomas Pittis returned from Oxford to the Island together and 
together were ordained by presbyters in Newport Church. Mr. 
Newnham was ejected from his living in 1662 for nonconform- 
ity. Some of his parishioners showed their loyalty by carry- 
ing in their grain before Bartholomew Day that he might have 
the tythe from it. He had much trouble because of his non- 
conformity. He was bound over and fined, but, although de- 
prived of his benefice, he was not silenced and continued to 
preach in various places in the southern part of the Isle. He 
died at Whitwell of smallpox and was interred in the Whit- 
well. church in 1689, in his 58th year. His father, Thomas. 
held estates at Whitwell and at Gotten. 
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Surnames of families with members married into the Pittis 
family occur in the records of Undercliff and other southern 
parishes and in the Lay Subsidy Rolls; among them are How, 
Lavender, Legg, Pedder, Harvey, Dyer, Newnham, Salter, 
Arnold, Abraham, Dore, and others. | 


At Niton, the surname How appears in the marriage register seven 
times 1585-1635 and again in 1799. On August 9, 1562, John Pedder 
married Annie Reynolds. Dyer has eleven marriages, and for Harvey 
1568-1805 there are thirty-five entries. There still are- Dyers at Niton, 
Whitwell and St. Lawrence. At Niton the name Harvey seems to have 
died out, though Harvey’s Farm and Harvey’s Homestead, a pretty 
thatched house, still exist. For Dore from 1604 to 1795 there are ten 
marriage entries. 


At Whitwell, the burial of “Jonn Abraham, a souldier,’ appears. 
There are twelve entries for Harvey 1754-1834. The Newnhams owned 
large and valuable properties at Whitwell. The Subsidy Roll of 1545 
lists among the resident parishioners: Richard Newnham, church war- 
den, Thomas Newnham and John Pedder. In the Subsidy Roll of 1548, 
John Pedder paid 8s. The Subsidy Roll of 1597 also lists John Pedder. 
Mary Dore and Phillyp Fallick were married April 14, 1706. To the 
right of the chancel in the church a slab in the floor bears inscriptions 
for Francis and David Dore. 


The Legges of Stenbury, a moated manor house of Whitweil Parish, 
and of Atherfield Manor in Shorwell Parish, are probably descendants 
of Thomas Legge, one of the jurors at the Inquisition taken at New- 
port in 1428, a family later represented by William Legge, an executor 
of the will, dated November, 1589, of John Worsley of Appuldurcombe 
Manor. Other members are found attesting deeds affecting property 
in the district throughout the 17th century. Mr. and Mrs. Legge are 
at present living at Myrtle Cottage in Whitwell. 


In 1732, Flizabeth Legg (widow) and William Legg had dealings 
regarding the Atherfield Manor in Shorwell Parish, and in 1750 Ber- 
thia Legg was concerned in a conveyance of ownership. She appar- 
ently married Richard Willis and had transactions pertaining to the 
Manor together with her husband in 1769. 


The Niton register has the following entries: 
Edward Legg, baptized January 12, 1781. 
John Legg, married Agnes Pittis, daughter Thomas and Dorothie. 
William Legg, married Jane Harvey, February 5, 1666. 
Ann. Legg, married James Lilly, June 22, 1780.

Sir William Oglander, high sheriff of Hampshire, presented to 
James I “A Noate of the Freeholders of the Isle of Wight, 3 Februarii, 
Anno 1606,” which included Thomas Legge, Andrew Legge jure uxoris, 
William Howe, John Salter, Richard Arnold of Shalfleet, Thomas Dore 
of Wellow Manor at Shalfleet, Jchn Dore of Freshwater. On October 
19, 1640, an Assembly was held in Newtown at which twenty burgesses 
were present, one of whom was Richard Dore. In 1794-5 James Legg 
of Idlecombe was a guardian of the House of Industry at Newport. On 
April 18, 1790, at Newport, Rev. William Pedder and Sophia Newland 
were married by license (not by banns). At Brading the register has 
entries of five Pedder marriages 1664-1684. 


Lege were witnesses, June 8, 1670, to the 
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GATCOMBE. The village, three miles from Newport, is sit- 
uated at the opening of the valley, through which a small river 
winds. It is a sequestered village, much the same as it was a 
century ago. The church, dedicated to the Norse saint Olaf, or 
Olave, was built in the 13th century by the De Estur family as a 
memorial chapel. With the exception of the tower, it remains 
almost as it was originaily built. Its most imposing feature is 
the embattled and pinnacled tower of the 15th century seen 
above the grove in which it is nestled. 


- The registers date from 1650, one of which records the mar- 


riage of Rev. Thomas Pittis, D.D., and Elizabeth Stephens, on. 


February 4th, 1661; the baptism of three and the burial of one 
of their eight children. He became rector here before March, 
1660. The pulpit cloth bearing his initials, T. P., was still in 
use in 1845 but has since disappeared. In the churchyard are 
buried, besides the child of Dr. Pittis, Edward Pittis, some of 
whose descendants are in Canada, Mrs. John Letheren, daughter 


of George Pittis of Wymering, and Wilfred Roach Pittis of Great. 


Budbridge Manor. 


Above the church is the rectory house “wearing a charm of 
refined rusticity.”” Near it is Gatcombe House on the edge of 
the woods, and at varying distances from this picturesque group 
are farmhouses having all the signs of modest prosperity. Gat- 
combe is more fortunate than many small villages where the 
great house has fallen into disuse or has been converted into a 
farmhouse. Gatcombe House, with its pleasant gardens, continues 
as a country gentleman’s house and has never passed into that sad 
condition of decay which has overtaken so many of the ances- 


_ tral homes of the landed gentry of England. It was erected in 


1750 »y the second Sir Edward Worsley and is a fine example 
of the country house in the reign of George III built on the prin- 
ciple that “in providing the elegant and durable, the comfortable 
and commodious may be secured.” 


The Worsleys were for three centurics the leading family in the Isle. 


Several members sat in the House of Commons as representatives of 


Newport, Newtown, and Yarmouth, and held the positions of Captain 
or Governor of the Island. Of this distinguished family, the best 
known was the first Sir Edward Worsley (1621-1702), who was knighted 
by Charles II as one of the principal participants in both attempted 
escapes of Charles I from Carisbrooke Castle. A watch presented to 
him by Charles I is still in the possession of his descendants. A stone 
slab to his memcry is in the chance! floor of the church. Another slab 
marks the grave of the second Sir Edward Worsley, Knt. (1716-1762), 
and the Worsley vault is underneath the chancel. There is also a stone 
slab to the memory of Rev. Henry Worsley, D.D., rector of this parish 
for forty-three years, who died in 1844, aged 88 years, youngest son of 
the seccnd Sir Edward. The first Sir Edward and his father, John 
Worsley, were friends of and conferred favors upon Fev. Thomas 


_Pittis, DwD., details of which are given in the record of the latter. 
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BRADING (broad meadow)—anciently Berding, Brerdynge 
or Brardynge, and Bradynge—is an ancient town at the east end 
of the Island. It is described in the Memoirs (1595-1648) of Sir 
John Oglander, Knt., of Nunwell Manor, Deputy-Governor of 
Portsmouth and Deputy-Lieutenant of the Isle, in these quaint 
words: | 

Bradinge Towne, alias Brerdinge, is without exception ye awn- 

_ tientest towne in owre Island, and althoughe now poore, it wase 

formerlye ye rychest and of best repute. It was ye only towne for 

receipt of strangors that came by shippinge, St. Helen’s then beinge 
ye sole and only harbour. 


Bradinge in Queen Elizabeth’s tyme was a handsome towne, there 
weare in itt many good liviers that myght disperd £40 a yeare a 
peece, now not one, formerlye in my memory. 


Sir John Ogiander’s coache wase ye second that evor wase in ye 
Island. . ; 


Near the churchyard stands the o!d Town Hall, once the site 
of the weekly market, now the shelter of the old stocks and 
whipping-post, with the lockup and pound nearby. Also pre- 
served is the bullring for the cruel sport of bull-baiting. Brad- 
ing was a place of importance in Roman times. The ruin of the 
Roman villa contains some beautiful and well preserved spec- 
imens of tesselated pavements. The harbour afforded anchorage 
for the Roman fleet and there was a large amount of traffic in 
the town—‘“‘y® Kinge’s Towne of Bradynge.” The original 
charter was granted about 1280 by Edward I. The town books 
go back to 1555. 


Brading is the largest parish, and the parish Church of St. 
Mary, of which Rev. Richard Pittis, M.D., was vicar 1666-1670, 
is called the oldest church in the Island. Oglander says, “This 
church is the awntientest in owre Island, when and by whom it 
wase fownded it doth not apeare, or any certayne recordes y‘ 
evor I cowld find.” The first structure, built on a rock of white 
sandstone, seems to have been built as early as the year 704. 
The present edifice, a grey venerable building, was built in 1150, 
the Norman pillars in the nave being of that date. Several parts 
are in different styles of architecture. The tower, surmounted 
by a broached stone spire, was built on four piers, so that each 
wall is pierced by an archway —a rare architectural feature. 
The north chapel, now the organ chamber and vestry, is the 
De Aula Chapel, built.by the founders of Yaverland Manor. The 
south chapel is the proprietary chapel of the Oglander family, 
the most ancient family in the Island. Their ancestral seat of 
Nunwell is in a beautiful park nearby. The parish gun dated 
1549 is in this park and the old pulpit is also preserved at Nun- 
well. The chapel contains several interesting tombs of this fam- 
ily, the oldest bearing the date 1482, one being to the memory. 
of Sir John Oglander, Kni., historian of the Isle, who died in 
1655. Descendants of the family still live here, a remarkable 
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length of time for a family to remain in one locality. Objects 
of interest in the church are the roya! arms of William and Mary 
in the vestry, the church-wardens’ chest dated 1637 with a lock 
for each warden and another for the vicar, the bread-chest dated 
1634 in which bread for the poor was put every Sunday. The 
baptismal font bears the date 1631. There is a peal of eight 
bells in the tower, the oldest dated 1594. The church has had 
repairs and alterations during the centuries, with a general 
restoration in 1865. The parish registers date from the year 


1547. 


In the vestibule at the west door is a white marble tablet 
bearing the names of the rectors and vicars in gold letters. Be- 
ginning with 1247, the names of two rectors and twenty vicars 
precede the name of Rev. Richard Pittis, wno was vicar from 


1666 to 1670, the time of his death. 


YAVERLAND is a small village about a mile southeast of 
Brading. Rev. Richard Pittis became rector in 1662 of its little 
Church of St. John the Baptist. This small gray sanctuary was 
built by Sir William Russell, lord of Yaverland, for the conven- 
ience of his family and vassals who had found difficulty in 


,attending church at Brading because of frequent floods. The 


ancient building, of curious structure, is primarily all of one 
date, about 1150. The richness of the doorway and chancel sug- 
gests their removal here from some other building. Architec- 
turally it is the memorial chapel type. There is no graveyard, 
the burials being made at Brading, the mother church. The 
church, rectory and manor house form a pleasing group among 
the lofty elms. The present manor house, which contains some 


-remnants of the paneling and the staircase carved with gro- 


tesques from the old manor, was built replacing the one of the 
Russell family and is one of the most attractive in the East 
Medine. 


NEWPORT, capital of the Island, on the Medina River, is 
about five miles from the Port of Cowes. It was once the-new 
port of Carisbrooke, hence the name. It is the chief commercial 
town, although Ryde is larger. Situated near the center of the 
Island, almost all roads radiate from it. Surrounded by downs, 
it stands on a gentle slope from the river at a point where the 
Medina is joined by the Lugley or Carisbrooke stream, which 
then suddenly expands into a tidal estuary navigable to this 
point from Cowes. In St. James Square formerly stood the ring 
for bull-baiting and the implements for public punishment, 
where now stands the Island memorial! to Queen Victoria, erected 
in 1901. A large market is held in the Square on Saturdays 
and a cattle-market on alternate Wednesdays. There are num- 
erous old houses in the town, many of which have been refaced, 
and some of which were destroyed in the air-raids of World 
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War II. The rising ground on the south side, ascended by St. 
James Street, is noun as Node Hill, on which Pore Ly. there 
were some Pittis homes.- 


The district Church of St. John the Baptist, a broad, tower- 
less building on Node Hill, is a chapel at ease to Carisbrooke. It 
was built in 1837, at which date its registers begin. 


The imposing parish Church of St. Thomas replaces one 
founded in 1172 by Richard de Redvers, lord of the Island. The 
old church was a large Norman building with massive Norman 
piers and a high embattled tower. Fine drawings of its exterior 
and interior, in frames made of oak from the old church, hang 
in the Town Hall. Its richly carved oaken pulpit dated 1636 
and the reading-desk dated 1670 are still in use in the present 
church together with many other of its relics. The registers are 
valuable, dating from 1541. This oid church was the one tamil- 
iar to Thomas and Mary Clarke Pittis and their family.

THE FORMER CHURCH OF ST. THOMAS, NEWPORT 


The foundation stone of the modern building of white stone 
with fine 14th century details was laid on August 24, 1854, by 
Prince Albert, in the presence of the Queen, the Bishop of Win- 
chester, and the principal citizens of the Island. The church was 
consecrated on January 20, 1857. On the wall, between the side 
windows, is a medallion bust by Baron Marochetti to the mem- 
ory of Prince Albert, with an inscription stating that the Prince 
laid the foundation stone. The lofty tower is a prominent land-- 
mark and dominates the town. There are eight bells, the fourth, 
sixth, seventh and tenor were cast in 1675 by William. Eldridge. 
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THE PRESENT CHURCH OF ST. THOMAS, NEWPORT 


Princess Elizabeth, daughter of Charles I, died September 8, 1650, 
in her fifteenth year, while imprisoned in Cavisbrooke Castle, and was 
buried in the old church. Her forgotten vault was rediscovered in 
1793. Her name and memory have been enshrined in the exquisite 
monument by Marochetti, erected in the new church by Queen Victoria 
in 1856 as “fa token of respect for her virtues and sympathy for her 
misfortune.” It portrays the Princess in the position in which she 
died, lying with her cheek on the open Bible, the parting gift of her 
royal father. In addition to the monument there are three beautiful 
stained glass windows to her memory. One was the gift of Queen Vic- 
toria, the second was presented by Prince Albert, and the third one 
was given by the young ladies of the church. 


Prior to the Plague in 1582-4, when over two hundred people. 
one-sixth of Newport’s population, died, the dead were buried 
at Carisbrooke and an annua! rate was paid for repairs of the 
mother church. Owing to the distance in time of distress and 
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the fast-filling graveyard at Carisbrooke, a cemetery was opened 
at Newport in 1583, which was the first step towards throwing 
off the supremacy of Carisbrooke. It is not connected with any 
church. In 1858 a new cemetery was provided. Many Pittis 
burials have been made in these cemeteries. 


The Grammar School for Boys, Newport’s most ancient build- 
ing, in St. James Street on Hunny Hill, was founded in 1614 
by Lord Chief Justice Fleming by subscription; built in 1619, 


and endowed as follows: Sir Thomas Fleming (deed 1617), Sir 


Richard Worsley (deed 1617), John Serle (deed 1620), and 
John Pittis (deed 1625), son of Thomas and Dorothie Lavender 
Pittis, “houses and land of the annual rental of £150 or there- 
abouts.” The stone building with its gabled front contains apart- 
ments for the master. ; 


This building is famcus as having been the residence of Charles I at 
the end of his imprisonment in Carisbrcoke Castle and was where he 
signed the Treaty of Newport in the presence of the Commissioners of 
Parliament. The schoolroom which served as presence-chamber, where 
the Treaty was signed, is fifty feet long and is still the schoolroom of 
the institution. The king remained here for sixty-one days and dated 
his correspondence “From our Court at Newport.” He was seized in his 
bedroom in this house at daybreak on November 30, 1648, taken to 
Hurst Castle, and beheaded on January 3i, 1649, at Whitehall, London. 
The headmaster was Mr. William Hopkins, a loyalist, who tried to pro- 
tect King Charles. On the morning that he left the king said: “Mr. 
Hopkins, we must part and I have nothing that I can give you to re- 
member me by, but I am still King of England, kneel down,” and the 
king drew his sword and knighted him saying, “Arise, Sir William 
Hopkins.” 


The Blue School Foundation, formerly the Girls’ Charity 


School, founded in 1761, is a Church of England institution, sup- . 


ported by endowment, legacies and contributions. 


Among the acting guardians appointed July 1, 1794-5, for the House 
of Industry or Poor House were: William Clarke, Esq., of Newport, 
James Legg of Idleccmbe, Henry Roach of Redway. The parish regis- 
ter has entries for eleven Legg marriages 1630-1811 and sixteen Dore 
marriages 1599-1833. In the Newport Museum, in a collection of trad- 
ers’ tokens, there are: 

Farthing, obverse side: Richard Dore — R. D. 
reverse side: Of Newport — 1684. 

Farthing, obverse side: Arthur Legg, 1656 — Arms. 
reverse side: Of Newport, *L*A*I. 


Arthur Legg was mayor of Newport in 1664. 


Thomas Pittis (1749-1810), formerly of Wymering, and Mary 
Clarke, his wife, had their hcme at Newport. The register of 
St. Thomas Church records the baptisms of their fourteen chil- 
dren, several of whom continued to live there after their mar- 
riages. Their eldest son, John (1774-1855), and Mary Dore were 
married at Carisbrooke and may have resided there for a time. 
However, the baptisms of thirteen of their children are recorded 
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in the St. Thomas Church register. Their fourteenth child was 
born in the United States. Sir Francis FPittis (1812-1899), 
_ grandson of Thomas and Mary, resided at Newport and was | 
eight times its chief magistrate. His son, Francis (1837-1922), 
was four times its mayor. Richard Roach Pittis (1852-1913), 
great-grandson of Thomas and Mary, was its town clerk. 


CARISBROOKE is a quaint village a mile from Newport. 
The castle and the church on opposite elevations combine in 
forming an impressive landscape. In his Memoirs (1595-1648), 
Sir John Oglander wrote: 

Caresbroke wase ye greatest prisch in owre island and in greatest 
reputation when ye Pryor wase in his ecclesiastical awthoritie. The 
towne was far greator and bettor bwyit than now itt is, at what 
time Nuport was butt a poor fischinge towne. Ye markett with all 
priviledges and jurisdictioris belonged to Caresbroke, then ye metrop- 
olis of owre island. Afterwards, when through yé benefite of ye 

“haven, Nuport grewe greate, and Caresbroke through that and ve 

sale of ye island to ye Crowne, whereby ye Castell wase uninhabited, 
Caresbroke diminished. They sowlde theyre right to ye: markett 
and other priviledges to Nuport, for which the towne wase to pay 
to ye Pryor of Caresbroke £1 6s. 8d. annually, which he still pays 
to his Majtie. 


The “metropolis of the island,” instead of sustaining loss from 
the growth of the new capital, gained by sharing in the prosper- 
ity of Newport and the advantages of being near a thriving town. 
It still has green-lanes from which the original charm has not 
departed, and traces of its former greatness still remain in 
Roman villa, castle and church. 


The Church of St. Mary is one of the oldest, largest and hand- 
somest of the Island churches. Its large square tower of admir- 
able proportions and excellent workmanship was built by the 
monks of Sheen. It bears the date 1470 on its western face and 
hes a sweet-toned peal of eight bells. The parish registers date 
from 1572, and 1658 is the date on the pulpit. The monuments 
are numerous and some are quite curious. On the north wall 
of the interesting interior there is a mural marble tablet bearing 
the epitaph of Sir William Stephens, Knt., for some years Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Island, who died September 26, 1697, 
aged 56 years. He was a brother of Elizabeth Stephens, wife 
of Rev. Thomas Pittis, D.D. 


John and Mary Dore Pittis were married at Carisbrooke in 
1795. It has been said that his business was here and that they 
were living here in 1819 when they left for the United States, 
but records indicate that they resided at Newport and that their 
children were baptized there. 
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CARISBROOKE CASTLE (fort above the brook), a beauti- 
ful ivy-clad ruin on a steep eminence, was the stronghold of the 
lord of the Island and the center of defense. Keats wrote of it, 
“I do not think I shall ever see a ruin to surpass Carisbrooke 
Castle.” The castle was the residence of the lord, lady or gov- 
ernor of the Island, some of whom maintained great state and 
dignity. Its Chapel of St. Nicholas, formerly a roofless ivy- 
covered ruin, has been beautifully restored as a memorial to the 
Island’s fallen heroes of World War I. 


In the gatehouse there is a small museum, with relics of 
Charles I and other antiquities. 


The historic interest in the castle is in the famous imprisonment 
1647-8 of Charles I. The barred windows of the royal presence- 
chamber remain in a good state of preservation. The king’s chamber 
window from which he attempted twice to escape may still be seen. 
In these attempts Edward Worsley of Gateombe, who was knighted by 
Charles II for his loyal service, had a leading role. A board nailed up 
in the room where the Princess was a lonely prisoner briefly states, 


“In this room Princess Elizabeth died.” The young Prince Henry, 


Duke of Gloucester, also a prisoner, was later released and died at the 
age of twenty years. 
Mr. William Legg was keeper of the wardrobe from 1620 to 
1655. He was a personal attendant to Charles I at Oxford and 
during his first thrée months at the castle; when the number of his 
attendants was reduced, Mr. Legg was among those dismissed. 
Legg was rated as one of the faithful servants of the crown, a 
man of sagacity and social position. 


Another, Colonel William Legge (1609-1670), aided in the escape 
of Charles I from Hampton Court on the eve of November 11, 1647, 
and accompanied him during his flight to the Isle of Wight, remain- 
ing with him until December 29, 1647. Col. Legge stayed in 
Hampshire endeavoring with others to effect the king’s escape but 
on May 19, 1648, was apprehended and confined in Arundel Castle. 
The House of Lords refused him leave to attend the king during 
the Newport Treaty. He was groom of the bedchamber, master of 
the armories, and lieutenant of the ordinance. 


BRIGHSTONE is the present name, Brixton the older form, 
from “a bridge across a little stream.” The village, about seven 
miles southwest of Newport, has one long street of scatterea 
thatched houses. Here, as at Niton and all along the southern 
portion, the fuchsia, geranium, myrtle and veronica grow freely 
in the open. Wayte’s Court, the manor house south of the 
church, a picturesque stone building with mullioned windows 
and thatched roof, was owned by the Arnold family before 1721. 
In 1633 Alexander Wayte sold it to Sir John Oglander for the 
son of his sister Mary, wife of Thomas Kempe. In his Memoirs 
Oglander says: | 

Wayght of Wayghtes Coorte hath beene a very awntient gentle- 


man in owre island. I bought itt of him for my nephewe Kempe 
for £2500, so Wayght is now extinct. 
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A VILLAGE STREET — Shanklin 
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The Church of St. Mary was “restored” in 1852, which has 
been the sad fate of many of the Island churches. It has a 
chapel that was founded by the Wayte family of Wayte’s Court. 
In the churchyard there are a number of Arnold tombs, there 
being ten Arnold graves in one row. There are records of 
Arncld births; marriages and deaths at Shalfleet and Freshwater 
back to 1590. At Freshwater in the same row among the Arnold 
graves there is a tombstone to Ann Pittis, buried August 4, 1724, 
aged 17 years, daughter of Richard and Margaret Arnold Pittis. 
(See 20 in the Lineage.) | 


As is stated in the inscription on the tombstone in the Brigh- 
stone churchyard to the memory of Edward Pittis and Elizabeth 
Arnold, his wife, Richard Arnold of Wayte’s Court was the 
father of Elizabeth. He was also the father of Jane Arnold, wife 
of Robert Pittis— Edward and Robert being sons of Thomas 
and Mary Clarke Pittis of Newport. The marriage-of Jane and 
Robert in 1815 is recorded in the Shalfleet parish register, which 
states that she is of Shalfleet and he of Arreton Manor. Arnolds 
lived also at Shalfleet Manor. (For further Arnold records see

SHALFLEET. The name was probably derived from shaw, 


a woodly glen, and fleet, a running stream. In the village are 
the manors of Shalfleet, Ningwocd and Wellow. Shalfleet Manor 
was owned by and was the home of Arnold families. _Ningwood 
is the residence of the vicar. 

Wellcw Manor passed to the crown in 1478. In 1540 it was leased 
for twenty-one years to Thomas Dore for a yearly rent. The lease was 
received in favor of John Dore (probably a son of Thomas) about 1557 
and again in 1581. John Dore died-before 1612, in which year his sons, 
Thomas and Jchn, were the tenants of Wellow. The second John Dore 
was still living at Wellow in 1629. 

Shalfleet Church was built before Domesday Book (1087). 
Its registers date from 1604. Architecturally the church is 
unique as a combination of church and castle with a large square 
Norman tower and walls five feet thick. The aisle windows are 
of peculiar design and with those of the chancel are of interest 
in the history of window tracery. There are several Arnold 
tombstones in the churchyard. | 


Robert Pittis and Jane Arnold were married at Shalfleet in 
1815. Their marriage is recorded in the parish register. 


ARRETON, three miles southeast of Newport, is.an interest- 
ing village in a fertile vailey through which the Yar River 
winds. There are three railway stations in the parish, Horring- 
ford, Merstone and Blackwater. The parish Church of St. George 
was built by the Saxons before the Norman Conquest. Altera- 
tions and additions have been made in each succeeding century. 
Special features in this ancient church are the Saxon windows,

Jacobean altar, oak chest dated 1679 with three locks, one for 
each warden and one for the vicar. There are several monu- 
ments to the Worsley family. The registers date from 1653. 


Seymour Pittis of Hale Manor has for many years been a lead- 
ing member of this church. On the inner wall is a beautiful 
brass tablet to the memory of his eldest son, Captain Charles 
Seymour Pittis, M. C. In the churchyard is a monument to his 


_youngest son, George Eric Pittis. 


— 


Arreton Manor is in close proximity to the ingen and is a 
good example of the Jacobean manor houses. It has some espe- 
cially fine carving and a shield of arms. The porch, a later 
addition, is dated 1639. The marriage record of Robert Pittis at 
Shalfleet in 1815 states that he was “of Arreton Manor” at the 
time of his marriage. 


Hale Manor. Hale forms the southeastern portion of Arreton 
Parish and comprises the high ground south of the Yar. The 
stone manor house, a mile from Horringford. has been altered 
by the substitution of sash windows but the stone mullions and 
labels remain in the west front. There are traces of ancient 
work in the offices in the rear and there are places that show 
where windows were filled in to avoid the old window-tax. The 
spacious grounds around the house contain some majestic old 
trees. Across the road from the house is the customary pond. 
One owner is known to have died in 1453, but the house was 
built before the time of the Domesday Book (1087). It was in 
the hands of the Ce as family during the 17th and 18th cen- 


turies. 


Hale was acquired By Richard Roach Pittis, solicitor of New- 
pert. He left it to his brother, Seymour, who still resides there. 


Seymour continued to be the active overseer of the estate until 


the age of eighty-three years, when he retired. 


Great Budbridge comprises the southern part of Arreton Par- 
ish and is watered by the Eastern Yar. Mention of Budbridge 
eccurs in Testa de Nevill, tne Book of Fees printed by command 
of George III. The manor house is a picturesque Jacobean 
stone structure near Merstone. Over its door is the date 1608 
and a projecting porch is dated 1668. Though modernized it 
retains its stone mullioned windows and many of its early fea- 
tures. The usual pond is across the road from the house. 
Bombs made deep craters near the barn in the air-raids of 
World War II. | 

Great Budbridge was owned by Lieut. Wilfred Roach Pittis, 
son of Seymour of Hale. Wilfred died in 1942; his widow and 
two daughters continue to occupy the estate. 


The author, in May, 1937, had the pleasure of being a guest at 
Hale and Great Budbridge and of being motored to places of family 
interest on the Island. 
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WYMERING CHURCH — Modern 
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WYMERING MANOR HOUSE

ON THE MAINLAND OF HAMPSHIRE 


The parishes of family association on the mainland of Hamp- 
shire are as follows: | 


WYMERING, four miles north of Portsmouth and a half mile 
west of Cosham, until recently was a very small village, but now 
is growing rapidly. The Church of St. Peter and St. Paul con- 
sists of a chancel, nave and aisles, and south porch. A small 
embattled tower was replaced in 1860 by a bell turret and two 
bells. The restoration of 1860 was drastic and much of the his- 
_tory of the church disappeared at that time. The old graveyard 
is in the churchyard and the later graveyard is across the road 


from the church. The parish formerly was about three miles 


square and included the villages of Wymering and Cosham. In 
1894 it and the parish of Widley were united and formed the 
- present parish of Cosham. The registers of both Wymering and 
Widley are kept at Wymering and date from 1655. 

The church, vicarage and manor house are on the north side 
of the road. The large and elaborate manor house, in which 
Queen Mary was entertained, has a paneled entrance hall in the 
center containing beams which witness to its antiquity. A charm- 
ing walled garden is at the back of the house. This manor does 
not have the usual pond in front of the house. The manor was 
sold in 1821 to Thomas Thistlethwayte, in whose family it still 


remains. In the manor house in May, 1937, Mr. Parr, the elderly | 


occupant, reminiscing to the author, said that George Pittis, the 


Thistlethwaytes and the Curtisses used to be good friends and 


had lively times together. 


EAST WYMERING MANOR, the Pittis estate, was on the 
south side of the road east of the church toward and near 
*Cosham. Its house was a substantial red brick building with a 
large pond at the front side. The estate consisted of lands 
known as the Upper and Lower Farms. 


John Pittis (1704-1788), Ann, his wife, and their five children, 
of Niton and Whitwell parishes on the Isle of Wight, came from 
Whitwell Parish to East Wymeving Manor about 1750. This 
- date is indicated by the baptism of Edward, their sixth child, 
which is recorded in the Wymering register September 13, 1750. 
John bequeathed this estate and other lands to his son Richard 
(1741-1813). He in turn bequeathed it to his son Richard (1772- 
1837), at whose death it was sold to Thomas Thistlethwayte. 
The second Richard’s son George occupied the farms until his 
death in 1886, which Mr. Parr said were then known as the 
Great and Small Farms. In 1930 the house was razed and the 
Home for Aged Blind of Portsmouth was built on its site.

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EAST WY MERING MANOR HOUSE 


WIDLEY was a smail parish about two miles long and a mile 
wide. Widley village is now a secluded hamlet with a few cot- 
tages, the little Church of St. Mary Magdalen and a farmhouse 
close by called the Mill Farm. The church was entirely rebuilt 
in 1849. Nothing of the old building has been preserved except 


a small font on which is inscribed, “I.S. 1690.” The earliest men- ‘ 


tion of the Church of Widley is in the year 1291. The Manor of 
Widley was closely connected with Wymering and Cosham. In 
1823 it was purchased by Thomas Thistlethwayte. 

John Pittis (1771-1805), son of the first Richard (1741-1813), 
married Elizabeth Andrews and resided in Widley Parish, where 
his estate was situated and his six children were born. 

(See 25 in the Lineage.) 


COSHAM is a village of considerable size. Situated on the 
main road to Portsmouth, a large amount of traffic passes 
through the place. It has an unusual number of inns and res- 
taurants — the Swan, the King and Queen. Red Lion, Pure 
Drop, Uncle Tom’s Cabin, the Ship, and many others. “The 
Ship Alehouse” was bequeathed by the first Richard to his 
grandson James Pittis. 

The Cosham Almshouse was erected and endowed by Mistress 
Honor Wayte in 1600 as “a dwellinghouse for four poor, honest 
women of Cosham.” She granted to trustees for 5000 years her 
interest in property in Cosham for this purpose, and a yearly rent 
to be paid out of her Denmead Manor and other property for the 
repair and support of such house, with £6 to be divided annually 
among the four occupants. This charity has been continued by 
later benefactions. George Pittis (1807-1886) was one of the trus- 
tees of Mrs. Honor Wayte’s Almshouse Charity. 


So far as is known, there are no Pittis descendants residing in 
the parishes of Wymering and Widley or at Cosham.

MILITARY DEFENSE OF THE ISLE. The Isle of Wight. 
which lies opposite the coast of France, was always in danger of 
raids by the French. Prior to the erection of several castles of 
defense by Henry VIII, the inhabitants lived in constant fear of 
foreign invasion. In 1377 the French burned Yarmouth and 
Frenchville, now Newtown, and so completely devastated New- 
port that it was uninhabited for two years. When the De Red- 
vers were lords of the Island, Henry II enacted that every free- 
man, according to the value of his estate or movables, should 
hold himself constantly furnished with suitable arms and equip- | 
ment. During the period that Isabella de Fortibus was Lady 
of the Wight, these provisions were by the “statute of Win- 
chester” enforced and extended. Every man between the ages 
of sixteen and sixty was assessed and sworn to keep armour 
according to the value of his lands and goods. 


In the 17th century, the military defense was under the com- 
mand of the captain and his deputies. The Island was divided 
into ten districts, called Centones, or Hundreds, each commanded 
by a Centoneer, who was always a resident landowner. He had 
under his command a lieutenant, from 150 to 200 men, with a 
number of “hobblers” or watchmen mounted on “hobbies” or 
ssmall horses and constantly on the alert to give warning of the 
approach of the enemy. At the time of the alarm of the Spanish 
Armada in 1588 the local militia numbered nearly 2000, and 3000 
men in addition could be supplied from the mainland. In 1625, 
“A trewe noate of the strength of the Island” delivered to the 
Council from Sir John Oglander, shows that the local levies 
were divided into eleven “bands,’”’ each commanded by a knight 
or gentleman as its captain, exclusive of the Newport band of 
304 men, the total amounting to over 2000 men, of whom more 
than half were musketeers and the rest pikemen. The “trained 
bands,” next to the castles, were the strength of the Isiand. 
Camden comments that, ‘‘the Island is not so well fortified by its 
rocks and castles as by its inhabitants, who are naturally war- 
like and courageous, for they shoot at a mark admirably, keep 
their ranks, and march orderly; in short, they are masters of 
whatever is requisite in a good soldier.” 

Mr. Long, in his introduction to the Oglander Memoirs, quotes 
from the Landsdowne MSS. 213, this eulogistic description of the 
efficiency of the Island militia given in a survey made by a lieu- 
tenant of the Military Company of Norwich who visited the 
Island in 1635: 

This fertile and pleasant Island, for her martial discipline I 
found her most bravely and prudently guided by the government of 
two generous knights lieutenants and fourteen gentle and expert 
captains, most of them all worthy knights and gentlemen having 
pleasant situations in this Isle, and having under their command 
2000 foot soldiers of well disciplined trained men. Every captain 


hath his proper field piece, which marches and guards him into 
the field, where they all often meet together and pitch an equal 
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battle of 1000 in each side, with an equal distribution of the cap- 
tains, with two lieutenants who are also captains, the East against 
the West Mede, on St. George’s Down, by the river that runs down 
to Cowes Castle. A brave show there is, and brave service per- 
formed. They have besides in this Island arms for 2000 more 
men if need should require. 


Captain Thomas Pittis (1599-1670), Niton gentleman, was a 
captain of the trained bands of Militia, as was also his son Cap- 
tain James Pittis. Captain Harvey is listed under date of Sep- 
_tember 20, 1638, as “captain of a bande.” 

In the concluding years of Queen Elizabeth’s reign, after the 
defeat of the Spanish Armada in 1588, and on the accession of 
James I, there was a great improvement in the condition of the 
inhabitants of the Island and a feeling of security from enemies. 
The custom which had prevailed among the gentry of sending 
their families to the mainland for safety during alarms of inva- 
sion was abandoned. Confidence inspired by peace and security 
resulted in prosperity. The number of manor houses built’ in 
the first half of the 17th century attests to the growing impor- 
tance and wealth of the squirearchy and yeomanry. The houses 
were generally built of native stone. The farms, other than 
those on the estates of the knights and gentry, were small and 
were owned by the farmers themselves. Sheep roamed the downs 
and commons belonging to the manors. People who had the 
rights of pasturage were called “commoners.” The Island was 
noted for the excellence of its sheep and wool, its chief export. 


The Isle of Wight has a rich history full of deep and varied 
interest. Its valiant soldiers have had a conspicuous part in 
all the wars of England. Its sons have attained distinction in 
the government, in the professions, in literature and science, and 
have been prominent in all phases of national life. To survey 
this lovely isle, this panorama of nature in all its grandeur and 
luxury, is to feel that the Creator from out of chaos summoned 
it forth and with strong men peopled it and bade it fulfill a great 
mission through the ages.

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THE PITTIS FAMILY IN ENGLAND 


The origin of the Pittis Family is unknown. It has been the 
claim of some earlier members who were versed in the family 
history that the first Pittis in England was Robert Pittis, who 
came from Normandy, France, with William the Conqueror in 
1066 as a chaplain, and that after the Conquest he settled with 
his wife and two sons on the Isle of Wight. The name Pittis, in 
any of its variations, does not appear on the Battle Abbey Roll, 
a catalogue of about 630 men of the Norman gentry who came 
with the Conqueror as his Companions-in-Arms. This Roll is 
not extant in the original. The names vary with each of its ten 
translations and changes have been made by the monks for fees 
from people ambitious to claim descent from men on the Roll, 
so that it is far from accurate. It also has keen claimed that a 
Pittis was one of the guards who held their swords unsheathed 
at the time the barons forced King John to sign the Magna 
Charta on June 15, 1215. Niton Parish on the Isle of Wight 
was the first known home of the family and, with the adjoining 
Whitwell Parish, was the home of the first eight of the sixteen 
generations from 1480 to 1944 recorded in this volume. 

The name Pittis in old English records is found in various 
spellings. These variations were due to the early use of y instead 
of 1, to an undotted i being mistaken for an e, to the carelessness 
and ignorance of persons making entries in parish registers and 
public records, and to the general tendency of the public to use 
Pettis instead of Pittis. These facts are shown in instances of 
various spellings in official records for the same person and in 
records in parish registers of baptisms, marriages and burials of 
members of the same family. | 

On the oldest known Pittis tombstones, inemorial tablets and 
slabs in churches, where the spelling was dictated by the family, 
the name invariably appears as Pittis. The name of Rev. Thomas 
Pittis, D.D., (1636-1687), on the front of the balcony in the list 
of rectors of St. Botolph Church, London, and on his memorial 
slab in Niton Church, is plainly Pittis; as also is the name on the 
tablet for his son Thomas (1664-1665) in Whippingham Church. 
Likewise, the name of his brother Rev. Richard Pittis, M.D., 
(1637-1670), in the list of vicars on a marble tablet in Brading 
Church, is Pittis. 

Among the various spellings found in old records in England 
are, Pyts, Pytis, Pyttys, Pyttis, Pittys, Pits, Pites, Pitis, Pittes, 
Pittis. These variations are found chiefly in records during and 
prior to the 1500s. Pyttys, Pyttis and Pittys were the latest of 
the old forms using y instead of i. For the past three and a half 
centuries the name in England, and consequently in America, 
has been Pittis. t |

The earliest records in the variations of the surname Pittis 
that have been collected and presented in this family history 
begin with the year 1384 and continue with Miscellaneous or 
Unclassified Records, with-the source indicated. For the lineage, 
the chief sources are histories of Hampshire and the Isle of 
Wight, publications of the Harleian Society, including Allega- 
tions for Marriage Licenses in Hampshire in the Registry of 
the Bishop of Winchester, parish registers, family Bibles and 
tombstones. For coats-of-arms. and crests Burke’s General 
Armory, Berry’s Dictionary of Heraldry, and Fairbairn’s Book 
of Crests have been consulted. (See Heraldry in the Appendix.) 


For ready reference in tracing the lineage through the gen- 
erations to the point where the branches become numerous, fol- 
lowing the Miscellaneous Records an outline is presented show- 
ing the direct line of descent of the first nine generations. The 
number which precedes each name indicates the number of the 
generation beginning with William, the earliest known ancestor. 
This outline is followed by the direct line of descent from 1480 
to 1944 — sixteen generations in England, five generations in 
Canada, and from the ninth to the sixteenth generation in the 
United States.

In the ninth year of Henry IV (1408), Robert Olymaker, who was 
seized in fee of Hale Manor, in Corby Hundred, Northamptonshire, con- 
veyed it to John Pyttes, Maud his wife, and Richard Pyttes their son. 
But this probably was the moiety only, purchased by John Giffard in 
the reign of Edward III (1327-1377) from Robert de Hale. Richard 
Pyttes had issue one daughter, who in Henry IV’s time (1399-1413) 
married an ancestor of Simon Burton and brought him this manor 
and several assarts in Brigstock. 


In the second year of Henry VI (1424) Richard Pyttes, alias Burton, 
and others in remainder, confirmed the said lands of Armston Manor,

Waltham Hundred in Hampshire. Hardley. In the 16th century the 
estate assumed the title of a manor in the hands of William Buckett, 
who held it from at least 1531 to 1579; after this it changed hands 
rapidly until finally conveyed to Richard Pittis, attorney of the King’s 
Bench, in 1628. There is no further trace of Hardley as a separate 
manor.

A parchment tied to the ivory head gives the following account: 


This ivory head inlaid with silver, the top of which unscrews and 
forms a scent box, formerly attached to the cane (now lost), was given 
by King Charles I, when a prisoner in Carisbrooke Castle, to an ances- 
tor of mine who was then, as it appears from an old book in my pos- 
session containing a pedigree of my family, master gunner of that cas- 
tle and of the Isle of Wight. That the officer treated his royal captive 
kindly may be inferred nct only from the presents made to him by the 
King, but from the following anecdote, related to me by my father, who 
heard it from his father. The gunner had a little son who was a great 
favorite with Charles and often amused his solitary hours. One day, 
seeing the boy with a child’s sword by his side, the King asked him 
what he meant to do with it? “Please your Majesty, to defend your 
Majesty against your Majesty’s enemies.” was the gallant little hero’s 
reply, with which, as it may be supposed, the Monarch was much grat- 
ified, and then probably presented the cane abcve described.

THE WALLACE RING. I am indebted to the Rev. Allen Wal- 
lace of the Boys’ Grammar School in Newport for the following 
interesting anecdote: 


I am descended through my mcther from How, the Master Gun- 
ner of Carisbrooke Castle, who was a secret loyalist. 


When Charles I had been ordered to Newport to attend the 
Treaty, he knew they would never let him return to the Castle and 
wished to reward How. 


The King was walking one day just before the Treaty in the 
Bowling Green and found the gunner’s little boy marching up and 
down with a wooden sword, as boys will. The King said to him, 
“What are you going to do with that terrible weapon?” The boy 
answered that, Please his Majesty, he was going to defend him 
with it from all his enemies. The King patted him on the head and 
gave him his blessing and said, ‘“‘Well, my little friend, I am just 
going away from here and I do not expect to return,” and the King 
put up his hand and unfastened a gold ring adorned with a large 
ruby which held his neck-kerchief in front, and added, “and I 
should like to give you something in order that you may always 
remember me,” and he then gave him this ornament. Upon old 
How’s death his son kept it until his own death and left it to his 
wife, and she was my direct ancestress. 


It was ordered by will that this relic “should descend from age 
to age in the hands of the eldest female of the family,’ from 
mother to daughter, and so on. My oldest sister, Miss Wallace, 
now holds it. The ruby is of large size and the ring of solid gold 
and in itself of very considerable value, but this is nothing to the 
historic value it possesses. 

In the Gentleman’s Magazine for January, 1846, is some account 
and a sketch of the head of King Charles’s cane given to this little 
boy about the same time and now in the possession of the Cooke 
family.

Niton Manor. In the time of Fdward the Confessor, Niton was a 
royal manor and was held from the king by two freemen allodially. ‘As 
an alod” was the highest in the scale of free holdings. After the Bat- 
tle of Hastings the estate passed, with the grant of the “Lordship of 
the Island,” to Wm. Fitz Osbern. Payment of tythes to the Abbey of 
Lyra was made during his brief tenure of lordship. 

The manor of Niton remained vested in the crown until the regrant 
of the lordship of the Island by Henry I to his devoted friend and fol- 
lower, Richard de Redvers. For over two centuries this estate re- 
mained part of the private demesne of the lords of the Island until the 
sale of the Island to the crown in 1293 by Isabella de Fortibus, last of 
the De Redvers line. . 

After the purchase of the Island, the king reserved the manor as 
crown property, as the name ‘“‘Niton Regis” suggests. To this day one 
of the holdings on the estate is called the “King’s Farm.” On the 
northern boundary of the parish another small holding is known as 
“King-gates,” a name later corrupted into “Kinggetts,” ““Kingetts,” and 
“Kingats.”

In a survey taken in 1799, Buddle is described as a farm on the 
seafront in the Undercliff in the immediate vicinity of Puckaster (Port 
Castor, which was important in connection with the ancient tin traffic 
but is now nearly effaced by the Channel waves). Buddle, the name 
given the farm where the tin mart was located, is suggestive, meaning 
in mining phraseology “a large square frame of boards used in w ashing 
metalliferous ore.” Mr. KE. Kell, Island historian and antiquary, states, 
“The tin mart itself was situated in a most sheltered spot in a part 
of the Niton fields near to Puckaster where the merchants might draw 
up their carts and arrange their sales with the foreigner purchasers.” 


Buddle Homestead still stands in the Undercliff and is over 350 
years old. 

“The Buddle” was an inn at Niton in the days of the nefarious 
smuggling traffic, and still exists. 


King’s Farm lies just south of Niton Manor and southwest of the 
churchyard. It has a thatched house of two stories and evidently has 
been of some importance, possibly the home of the bailiff when Niton 
was a royal manor. 

Kingates Farm is towards the northern boundary of the parish. 
In 1859 the house is described as “shrouded in luxuriant ivy up to the 
very roof-tree.” 

Beauchamp, which in 1669 contained 283 acres, was a farm-holding 
forming part cf Niton Manor. This estate passed into the king’s hands 
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THE FAMILY IN ENGLAND 49 


before 1300. In 1316 it passed to Hugh de Beauchamp. In 1668 it 
passed to Sir Edward Worsley, of Gatcombe, on whose death the manors 
of Beauchamp and Caine’s Court, then held together, were divided and 
sold to different purchasers. Caine’s Court then became attached to 
the Manor of Niton and was sold with that manor. 

Beauchamp, in the Undercliff, in 1859 is described as “a fine resi- 
dence, possessing the air of taste and refinement, nearly excluded from 
public view by a thick plantation of various trees.” It is also men- 
tioned as “the pretty square cottage with its hydrangeas, jand in the 
spring months a wealth of primroses beyond all imagining.” Again it 
is spoken of as “a small villa, the seat of Sir W. Gordon, Bart., 1853, 
on the Undercliff Road.” 


Cayne’s, Caine’s, Keyney’s Court took its name from a family of 
Caines who held a messuage and forty acres of land in the Manor of 
Niton in the beginning of the 14th century. The last member of the 
Caines family who owned it died in 1508. It followed the descent of 
Beauchamp’s Court with which it had become partly merged, as in 1630 
it is called “The Manor of Kaynescourt alias sexy Gipmntie ” In 1669 
Cainescourt included some 280 acres. 

Cainescourt House has now disappeared and the large field in which 
it stood is known as Kainescourt.

He was bapt. June 28, 1636, Niton, d. Dec. 28, 1687, 
while rector of St. Botolph Church, London, bur. Jan. 4, 
1688, beneath the chancel floor of Nitom Church; m. Feb. 
4, 1661, in Gatcombe Church, Elizabeth Stephens, dau. of 
William Stephens, Esq., cf Newport, sister of Sir William 
Stephens (1641-1697) knt., cof Barton, I.W., Lieut. Gov- 
ernor of the Isle of Wight, whose epitaph is on a mural 
tablet in Carisbrooke Church. 


Thomas Pittis became a commoner of Trinity Coll., Ox- 
ford, the latter part of 1652, matric. Apr. 29, 1653, B.A. 
June 5, 1656; removed to Lincoin Coll., M.A., June 29, 
1658, and was made one of the terrae filii; B.D. June 10, 
1665; D.D. June 25, 1670. Incorporated at Cambridge 
1676. Admitted to Gray’s Inn as student Nov. 20, 1655. 
Before March, 1660, he was presented by John Wors- 
ley,** of Gatcombe, to the rectory of Gatcombe, where 
he was married in 1661 and where three of his eight chil- 
dren were born and two died. The pulpit cloth of Gat- 
combe bore his initials T.P. as late as 1845. By the favor 
of Dr. Morley, Bishop of Winchester, he was presented 
to the good living of Holy Rood in Southampton in 1666, 
-from which he resigned in 1675; here three children were 
born. After receiving his degree of Doctor of Divinity 
in 1670, he was appointed Chaplain-in-Ordinary to King 
Charles II and lecturer at Christ Church, Newgate Street, 
London. In 1677, he was also presented by Charles II to 
the rectory of Lutterworth, Leicestershire, which he ex- 
changed in 1678 with Mr. Robert Clarke for the rectory 
of St. Botolph, without Bishopsgate, London, into which 
he was inducted Nov. 1. 1678. This he held until his

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death in conjunction with Gatcombe, the lectureship of 
Christ Church, and the chaplainship until the death of 
the king in February, 1685. He was succeeded at St. 
Botolph by his son-in-law, Rev. Zacheus Isham, D.D., 
who.was inducted Jan. 29, 1688. His name is inscribed 
in gold letters on the front of the balcony with the names 
of the other rectors of St. Botolph. The register records 
twenty-five marriages performed by him, Hid the burial 
of two of his children in the chancel. He was buried be- 
neath the chancel floor of Niton Church, where a dark 
marble memorial slab was placed by his wife. This slab 
forms the floor of the chancel and bears the following 
inscription: 


Here lie deposited Till y Resurrection of y just the mortal 
Remains of Dr. Thomas Pittis, Late Rectour of St. Bctolph’s near 
Bishop’s Gate in London, who after a life of more than L: years 
spent chiefly in serving y Church of England and in praying for it 
(when he could no other-wise defend it), being consum’d with a 
long sicknesse and with zeal for the House of God he resigned his 
soul into y hands of his Saviour Dec. 28 MDCLXXXVII, Leaving 
to men an eminent exampie of piety, Learning & all vertue and to 

' God’s. protection two sons and two daughters, Thomas, William, 
Elizabeth and Catherine, which blessings he had by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Pittis, daughter of William Stephens, Esq., who hath consecrated 
this monument of her sorrow to the memory of her most beloved 
husband, supporting her own losse with the assurance of his bless- 
ednesse.

These two entries were made by Dr. Pittis, who wrote in the margin beside 

them, “God p’pare us all to follow.” 

1687, Jan. 2. Dr. Thomas Pittis, Rector of this Parish, died the 
28th day of last month and was carried this day to pene Isle 
of Wight to be buried by his relations. 

The building in which Dr. Pittis served as rector fell into decay and a new one 

was erected in 1725 on the old foundation. The old crypt still remains. There is 
no inscription in the present chancel indicating the burial of his two little daugh- 


ters. This church building narrowly escaped being bombed during the German 
blitzkrieg on London in 1941-42.

The 17th day of January, in the year of our Lord 1677, THOMAS 
PITTIS, D.D., S.T.P., was peacefully and lawfully inducted into the 
Church and Rectory of Lutterworth, in the county of Leicester, by 
Francis Meres clerk, rector of Misterton, in the county aforesaid. 


Among the names of Rectors of Lutterworth, with King Charles 
II as patron, is —Thomas Pittis, D.D., Jan. 17, 1677, resigned 1678.

Pittis, Thomas (1636-1687) a royalist clergyman, son of Thomas 
Pittis, a captain of militia in the Isle of Wight, by his wife Mary 
(Legg), was born at Niton where his family had lived for several 
generations. In 1652 he entered as commoner at Trinity College, 
Oxford, whence he matriculated on April 29, 1653, graduating B.A. 
1656. He migrated to Lincoln College, Oxford, and graduated M.A. 
1658, B.D., 1665, and D.D. 1670. He was esteemed by his contem- 
poraries a tolerable disputant, but the monarchial principles which 
he introduced into his speeches, and one speech in particular made 
in the character of a Terrae Filius, were held in disfavor by the 
University authorities, and in 1658 he was expelled from the Col- 
lege. After the Restoration he was amply compensated for his 
losses. He was presented before March, 1660, by John Worsley of 
Gatcombe to the rectory of Gatcombe. In 1666 Dr. Morley, Bishop 
of Winchester, gave him the good living of Holy Rood in Southamp- 
ton. King Charles II made him a Chaplain-in-Ordinary, and gave 
him the rectory of Lutterworth in Leicestershire and the lecture- 
ship of Christ Church, Newgate, London. At Southampton his 
strong royalist sympathies brought him into conflict with the mayor 
and corporation, which led to his writing and publishing, ““A Private

Under Charles II, after the Restoration, Holy Rood still re- 

’ mained the favourite church in Southampton. Hither the mayor 
came in state to listen to coronation sermons, as at the accession of 
Charles Ii, and to discourses on various public occasions. It ap- 
pears, however, by a decree of Sir Mountford Bramston, Chancel- 
lor of the diocese, given in September, 1670, that some unpleasant- 
ness had arisen between Dr. Pittis, then vicar, and the mayor, John 
Winder, Esq., from which again we shall gather a picture of the 
times worth preserving. The Chancelior’s order was as follows: 
I. That the mayor for the time being shall be constantly prayed 
for in the parish church, when he shall usually resort to his for- 
malities on Sunday mornings, by the title of the Right Worshipful, 
as formerly it had been accustomed to be done, whether he be pres- 
ent or absent. II. That the morning prayers and sermons on Sun- 
days shall be constantly used, performed and observed in the 
parish church when the mayor for the time being shall resort to his 
formalities. III. That the election and session sermons be, accord- 
ing to the ancient custom, preached in the parish church of Holy 
Rood by such an orthodox, lawful, and licensed minister as the 
mayor for the time being shall make choice of. IV. That the min- 
ister of the parish church, when the mayor for the time being shall 
resort and come unto in his formalities, shall stay a continent time 
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after the end of the tolling of the bell before he begin prayers, 
whilst the mayor is coming to the church with his brethren. 


William Bernard was in the vicarage of Holy Rood in 1653, and so 
continued until his death in 1666. The registers begin in 1653. 


Thomas Pittis, instituted June 19, inducted June 20, 1666, vicar of 

Holy Rood, on death of Bernard, by presentation of Queen’s Col- 

lege; also rector of St. Lawrence and St. John. (Queen’s College, 

Oxford, became partron of Holy Rood in 1609.) 

John Lloyd, instituted May 20, inducted May 22, 1675, on resigna- 

tion of Thomas Pittis; aiso rector of St. Lawrence and St. John 
Rectors of St. Lawrence and St. John: 

Nathaniel Robinson, Presbyterian, intruded about 1648. 

Thomas Pittis, S.T.B., instituted June 10, 1666; vicar of Holy 

Rood. 

John Lloyd, instituted May 20, 1675; vicar of Holy Rood. 


In the marriage section of the register of the French Church, 
November, 1669, appears: 


The union of Jean Ralins, a deacon of the church, with Anne, the 


daughter of Joseph de la Motte, an elder, blessed at St. John’s 
Church in September, 1669, by Mr. Thomas Pittis, vicar of Holy 
Rood. 


Mr. Bernard was vicar of Holy Rood, within which parish God’s 
House is situate. We find a congregation of Walloon strangers 
settled in the chapel of God’s House before the close of 1567, at 
which period (December) the register of the French Church com- 
mences. The French settlers obtained, by leave of Queen’s College 
and license of the Bishop of Winchester, the use of God’s House 
Chapel, which is therefore usually called the French Church. 

The French Church was one of the seven Walloon churches in 
Southampton composed of settlers from the Low Countries. Owing 
to the plague, a great number of the townspeople had abandoned 


_ their houses, and Mr. Bernard, their minister, compelled by sick- 


ness, had sought a change of air in the country. In his absence, 
baptisms and marriages among the French were performed in 
English churches, including St. Lawrence and St. John. 


The two benefices, St. Lawrence and St. Jchn, were held together 
in 1614 and thereafter, and were frequently held with Holy “ood 
until 1708, when the church of St. John was pulled down and the 
parish merged with St. Lawrence. The entries for St. Lawrence 
were made in the register of Holy Rood from 1666 to 1750, but 
beginning in 1751 St. Lawrence had its own register. From items 
in the church warden’s accounts and the minute book it is gath- 
ered that the old parsonage of St. Lawrence adjoined the church. 
In 1646 it was rented to one James Mudge at £2 per annum and 
thereafter for twenty years. He paid rent to the parish for two 
years, then apparently to the rector until 1660, when he was directed 
to pay the rent to the church wardens. But in 1667, Mr. Pittis, 
the rector, who was also vicar of Holy Rood, received Mudge’s rent. 
It is presumed that after this the house was occupied by the rec- 
tors, since no further rent for it appears on the parish account.

Edward Worsley of Gatcombe was knighted by King Charles II 


for attempting to forward the escape of his father, Charles I, while a 
prisoner in Carisbrooke Castle. 
The following letter was written by Thomas Pittis, D.D., to Sir 
Edward Worsley, Knt.: 
Having formerly by your father been presented to the rectory of 
the parish of Gatcombe, in the bounds of which your mansion- 
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house is seated, and in which you live, having the right of advow- 
son undoubtedly in yourself; I cannot but present these papers to 
you as being the inheritor of your father’s estate, and virtues too, 
and of his great kindness to me in particular, which you yet on all 
occasions continue and increase by succeeding heaps of favours. 

I need not relate the loyalty of your family, it bearing date with 
its: antiquity, and has been so manifested to the present world that 
a memorial of mine would be to its disparagement and upbraid the 
memory of mankind. All know, whose brains are not sunk into 
oblivion, how you would have redeemed King Charles the First, 
that most pious Martyr of ever blessed memory, when he was a 
prisoner in Carisbrooke Castle, from the present insolence of the 
worst of men, to whom by violence he was enthralled, and the de- 
signed mischiefs that were likely to befall him from the persons 
that thirsted after Royal blood, who were most monstrous and irrec- 
oncilable enemies to mankind and Caesar. 

You had prudently laid your design, and were honestly ready, 
accoutred and prepared, and at your post at the appointed hour; 
but, alas! a]Jl miscarried, through the base treachery of other men, 
to your misfortune and much bigger grief. After this you were 
forced to wander and exile yourself; and, twas happy for us that 
survive your misfortune that you came off so, since the return of 
our present and most gracious Souvereign (with whom you were 
also expelled by the rage and malice of a pack of unreasonable and 
malicious men). Your great modesty and unalterable affection to 
the Island in which you made so considerable a figure (in which I 
have the privilege and honour of a native) has been the only cause 
of your not being removed into a larger sphere. But now your 
age and the greatness of your merits, together with your old Prot- 
estant Church of England principles, to which you are honestly 
and severely addicted, will hardly permit you to suffer an exchange 
in this world (though I always wished it) till you advance to the 
glory of the next. ANGLIE.

Pittis, William, pamphleteer, doctoris New Coll.; entered Winches- 
ter School in 1687; matric. at New Coll., Oxford, on Aug. 14, 1690, aged 
16; grad. 1694; Fellow of his College 1692-1695. He was afterwards a 
member of the Inner Temple. On Apr. 27, 1706, he was ordered by 
the Court of Queen’s Bench to stand in the pillory three times and to 
pay a fine of 100 marks for writing a pamphlet, a “Memorial of the 
Church of England,” which had been published in 1704, apparently not 
extant but examined and partly defended by Charles Leslie (q.v.) in 
“The Case of the Church of England’s Memorial fairly stated.” (In 
Collection of Tracts, 1730.) On Dec. 3, 1714, he was again in custody 
for writing another pamphlet, ‘Reasons for a War with France,” and 
was admitted to bail. He died at his chambers in the Inner Temple, 
over the crown office, in November, 1724. 


He was author of an epistolary poem, “To John Dryden on the 
death of Jaines, Earl of Abingdon,’ London, 1699. An elegy, “On the 
death of Sir Cloudesley Shovel,” 1708, is in manuscript, (Adict. MS. 
23904, f. 516.)

* John Radcliffe, M.D., M.P. (1650-1714). 
He was born at Wakefield, Yorkshire: admitted to University Coll., Oxford. 
at the age of 15; B.A. 1669; Fellow of Lincoln Coll.; M.A. 1672; M.D. 1675; 
practiced medicine in Oxford for two years and acquired fame; removed 
to London in 1684 where he soon became popular. In 1686 the Princess 
Ann of Denmark made him her physician and he attended William III after 
his succession. His bluntness of speech lost him the favor of Princess Ann 
and later of King William, though he continued to number among his 
patients many of the nobility and also Pope and Swift. He was made a 
Fellow of the College of Physicians in 1687, and served for many years as 
governor of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. In 1690 and 1713 he was elected 
to Farliament. He acquired wealth and by will left large bequests to Ox- 
ford for fellowships and the erection of various buildings, bequests for the 
enlargement of St. Bartholomew's Hospital and the erection of the College 
of Physicians in London, bequest to St. John’s Church at Wakefield, and 
_a large trust fund to be used at the discretion of the trustees.. -His por- 
traits and statues are in many of these buildings. He can hardly be called 
an author, yet his name was connected with several volumes, being chiefly: 
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1705, Oct. 20 (Sat.). Sr. Wm. Pittett is in Custody for Writing ye 
Pamphlett call’d The Bonfire, weh reflects on ye Burning of ye 
Memorial. 


1706, April 27 (Sat.) On ye 25th Instant Mr. Pettis was order’d in the 
Court of Queen’s Bench to stand in the Pillory three Times, and 
to pay 100 marks for Writing the Vindication of ye Memorial of ye 
Church of England. At ye same time Mr. Sawbridge ye Book- 
seller was fin’d 200 marks for printing the same, and order’d 
to be expos’d in Westm. Hali with a Paper affix’d to his Hat sig- 
nifying his Crime. 

1706, April 28 (Sun.). Mr. Pittis who is prosecuted for writing in Vin- 
dication of ye Memorial was Fellow of New College and has some 
poems in print.

A Political Novel, entitled The Castle Builders, by an anonymous 
author, published in 1759, gives the history of the rise and fall of the 
family of Stephens, who for three generations sat as Members of Par- 
liament for the Borough of Newport. The second chapter is devoted 
to “The Birth and Education of William Stephens, Esq., and with his 
conduct until the estate was spent,” also with his association with Wil- 
lam Pittis, his cousin, an excerpt from which follows: 

William Stephens was born at Bowcombe in the Isle of Wight, 
on January 28. 1671, O.S. The boy was sent by his father, Sir 
William Stephens, from Winchester School, Oxford, to King’s: Col- 
lege, Cambridge, ‘Not from any dislike to Oxford, but that he might 
not be too near William, the son of Dr. Pittis, his cousin and school- 
fellow, who was at New College, and of more wit and learning than 
discretion.’ This precaution, however prudent in Sir William, was 
sofar unnecessary, as we found Pittis regardless of the value or 
want of money, and that the geniuses of the two young men were 
totally dissimilar; for one set no bounds to his extravagance, whilst 
the other was so remarkable an economist as to keep a regular 
account, from the time of his being a schoolboy, of his receipts and 
disbursements, and if ever exceeded, some plausible reason was 
given for it. But his kinsman was often engaged in scrapes of 
some kind or other, and seems to have been as little scrupulous how 
he got into debt as he appears io have been unconcerned, when he 
could send in a vein of humour and pleasantry to his friend to 
come to see him in his handsome lodging’s and at the same time tell 
him that he is at a loss how to pay for them. What he wrote while 
in custody to a club, of which he was a member, will serve as a 
specimen of his humour. Nothing can be offered in excuse for this 
kind of behavior, though his vivacity was so great that it was with 
difficulty he could lay aside his gaicty, even upon grave subjects,

things sacred with levity, nor prostitute his pen, which was some- 
times employed against such as did so.

Rev. E. Boucher James made the following comment on William 
Pittis’s poems and explanation of the contention which called forth his 
poem “The Battle Royal between Dr. Sherlock and Dr. Burnet,” from 
which two stanzas are quoted: 


Two of these fugitive poems of Pittis’s are given in The Castle 
Builders. They have a good deal of sprightly fun and playful humour, 
and are much in the style often assumed by Dean Swift. One of these 
turns upon his own personal misadventure on being served with a writ 
and having in consequence to go with the bailiff to prison. The cther 
is a pasquinade upon Dr. Sherlock, Dean of St. Paul’s Cathedral, and 
Dr. Burnet, of the Charter House. .Lord Macauley, in his History of 
England, vol. iv, pp. 44-50, has given a brilliant sketch of the storm of 
public feeling which followed upen SHerlock’s retraction of the tenets of 
the non-jurors, and his acceptance of the oaths to the Government of 
William and Mary, followed by his being rewarded with the ecclesias- 
tical promotion. Sherlock had written a book upon the Trinity, in which 
there were expressions which appeared to his old allies to savour of 
Tritheism and laid him open to the denunciations of the Athanasian 
Creed upon those who divide the substance. 

The books in this controversy were many; the attacks of the wits 
about the town still more numerous. Pittis nad a hand in these latter. 
He feli foul not only on Sherlock but also on Thomas Burnet, a theo- 
logian, fearless, but somewhat rash, with more imagination than phil- 
csophy. He had published in 1694 his Theoria Telluris Sacra, which 
he afterwards translated into English. His theory was opposed by sev- 
eral, amongst others by Hooke, the son of the rector of Freshwater, Isle 
of Wight, who, with his usual sagacity, saw that the common theory 
of explaining marine fossils by the Mosaic deluge would not suffice, and 
perceived that, at some time or other, a part of the earth’s crust must 
have been elevated and another part depressed by some subterraneous 
agency. Pittis flippantly accused Burnet of asserting that, 


All the books of Moses And as for Father Adam, 
Were nothing but supposes, With Mistress Eve his Madam, 
And he deserved rebuke, Sir, And what the Serpent spoke, Sir, 
Who wrote the Pentateuch, Sir, Was nothing but a joke, Sir, 
’Twas nothing but a sham. And well-invented sham. 


Pittis’s frivolous comments on having to go to prison for his debts 

follow: 
Landlady, seeing nothing come, 
Takes out a Writ and sees a Bum, 
And to make good the pay for Quarters, 
Calls in the assistance of the Tartars, 
And at my chamber-door, confound her, 
Places a four and twenty Pounder. 
I, the meantime, poor fuddling sinner, 
Suspected no such treach’ry in her, 
But about nine in morning waking, 
With head from last night’s Claret aching, 
To chamber-door my Worship wagging, 
Thrust back the bolt and call’d for Haggin. 
But see what damn’d misfortunes follow 
My thus debasing noble Swallow! 
Descend to sin so low as small Beer! 
A curse for time to come on all Beer! ’ 
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For ’stead of honest Wench, call’d Christian, 

In steps a heathenish Philistian 

And cries, Your servant, Master Pittis, 

Against your Worship, Sir, this Writ is. 

Then you may judge I stood like Fool there, 

And wanted no small. Beer for cooler. 

However, 1 to make the best 

Of what is bad, cry’d, Whose Arrest? 

For that’s a question poor Defendant 

Makes to the Bailiff, his attendant.

amptonshire (d. 1676). He was the grandson of another Zacheus, who 
was the first cousin once removed to Sir John Isham of Lamport, 
Northants, first baronet (d. 1651). He matriculated at Christ Col- 
lege, Oxford, Feb. 20, 1666, aged 15, and was successively B.A. 1671, 
M.A. 1674, B.D. 1682, and D.D., 1689. After taking his degree in 
1671, he traveled in Itaiy and elsewhere for sometime as tutor 
with the young Thomas Isham, afterwards the third baronet. In 
1679 he was an interlocutor in the divinity school at Oxford, and 
was speaker of the Morrisian oration in honour of Sir Thomas Bod- 
ley in 1683. He was appointed chaplain to Dr. Compton (q.v.), 
bishop of London, about 1685; was canon of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
London, 1686, and rector of Laindon in Essex 1686; rector of St. 
Botolph Church, London, 1688; canon of Canterbury 1691; repre- 
sented the clergy of the diocese of London in the convocation of 
1696; in 1701 was appointed rector of Solihull, Warwickshire, where 
he died in 1705. He was buried in Solihull Church, where 
there is a monument to him in the chancel floor on which he is 
described as, Vir singulari eruditione et gravitate praeditus in con- 
cionando celeberime foecundus. (A man possessed of extraordinary 
learning, dignity and fluency of speech, facile in addressing large 
assemblies. ) 


Besides several sermons, including one on the death of Dr. John 


Scott (1694), which is incorporated in Wilford’s Memorials, Dr. Isham 
published:

The ancient Ishams of Isham is one of the oldest landed houses 
in Northamptonshire and the only one which takes the surname 
from lands in the county. The Parish of Isham, next to the Parish 
of Pytchley, gives the name. -A manorial family of Ishams were 
at Isham in 1261, who were descendants of still earlier Ishams. 
Ishams of Pytchley descend from a branch of the Ishams of Isham, 
and have held commissions from the Crown in various reigns. From 
Isham of Pytchley descend the ancient houses of Isham of Lamport, 
Barby, Willey and Barwell, Rev. Zacheus Isham, D.D., being of the 
house of Isham of Barby. 


Dr. Isham’s cousin, Dr. Edmund Borlase, bequeathed him in 1681 
his “father’s picture set in a silver case,” his father being Sir John 
Borlase (Susan Isham’s son) of whom Bysshe in his notes on Upton 
records that per maternam Ishamiorum in Northamptonia orig- 
inem sanguine annexuserat vertustissimae et nobilissimae familiae 
Oxoniensium. (By maternal descent the Ishams of Northampton 
were blood relatives of a very ancient and very famous family of 
Oxonians. )

- Great Oakley, Esq. He was bred to the law, was 
captain of horse in the Duke of Montagu’s regiment, 
and was Clerk of the Peace for Northamptonshire, 
bur, June 23, 1754, at Great Oakley.

The family of Brooke issued originally from the house of Latham, 
or Leighton, in Cheshire, from which, in the time of Stephen, three 
eminent branches sprang, viz.: the Brookes of Cheshire; the Brookes, 
Lords of Cobham; and the Brookes of Cakley. They were visited by the 
heralds in 1564, when they registered a pedigree headed by Sir Nicholas 
Brooke (or Broke), Knt., lord of the manor of Chester Waver, county 
Varwick (where he was buried in 1271). William Brooke, of Astwell 
Manor, in the county of Northampton, fourth in descent from Sir Nich- 
olas, exchanged the manor of Astwell and other lands with Thomas

' Lovett for the manors of Great Oakley and Rushton. William married 


the niece of Sir Thomas Billings, lord chief justice of Edward IV, and 
had a son and heir, John Broke. He married Margaret Lovett, and it 
was in consequence of this marriage that the exchange of estates took 
place. This John married 2nd, Isabel Wake, dau. of Thomas Wake, 
of Blisworth Manor, called the Great Wake, M.P. fur county Northamp- 
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ton, and by her had a son, Thomas Broke. He married the dau, of 
Giles Poulton, of the manor of Desborough, and was the father of 
Thomas Broke, whose son by his wife, Jane, dau. of Thomas Moore, 
of Bourton Manor, was Arthur Broke. He married Catherine, dau. 
of Sir Edward Watson, of Rockingham, and granddaughter of Sir 
Edward Montague, of Boughton, chief justice temp. Henry VIII. Arthur 
was succeeded by his elder son, Sir Thomas Broke, father of Arthur 
Broke who married Dorothy, eldest dau. of Sir Thomas Neville, Knt., 
of Holt, co. Leicester, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Thomas 
Broke, of Great Oakley, M.P. for co. Northampton temp. Charles I. He 
married Margaret, dau. of Sir John Walter, Knt., chief baron of the 
Exchecquer, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Thomas Broke, of 
Great Oakley, who dying unmarried was succeeded by his brother, 
Arthur Brooke, of Great Oakley. He married Dorothy, only child and 
co-heiress of William Wheelowes, of Gayton, Northampton, and had 
issue: Wheeler, his successor; Arthur, married Mary, dau. of Zacheus 
Isham, D.D.; Thomas, died unmarried. 

Wheeler Brooke was the last of the squires of Great Oakley. He 
_died in 1762 unmarried, having bequeathed his estates to the two 
daughters of his late brother, Arthur, whose wife was Mary Isham. 
The younger daughter, Dorothy, died without issue. The older daugh- 
ter, Mary, left one son, who succeeded to the estate of Great Oakley, 
Kettering, Northants.

In the name of Ged Amen the seaventh day of August Anno Dni 
1670 I Richard Pittis of Burarding in the Isle of Wight & County of 
Southt Clerke being sick of body but of perfect and sound mind and 
memory doe make this my last Will and Testament in manner and 
forme followinge. First I bequeath my body to the earth from 
whence itt came to be decently buried by my Executrix hereinafter 
named in the pish Church of Niton as neere as may be to the place 
where Mr. Langhorne was buried there. And my desire is that rings 
may be given at my funeral to my mother my wife and all my 
brothers and sisters. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my loving wife the sum of one 
hundred pounds and the farme at Niton called the Kings Farme 
during her lifetime, and after her death to my brother Thomas. 

Item. To my brother James and to my sister Mary joyntly the 
farme at Niton aforesaid called the Kings Farme after the decease 
of my brother Thomas. 

Item. To my brother Thomas all such divinity books in my study 
which he has not of his owne. 

Item. To my brother Edward all my Law books whatsoever. 

Item. To my Uncle John Legg Sir Walter Rawleigh’s History 

of the World togeather with Ross’s Continuation Thereof. 

Item. To my Mother Pittis the sume of Fourscore and seaven 
pounds within halfe a yeare next after my decease and the release 
to her of all mortgages whatsoever from my father to me.

Church with an inscription in brasse on the same for my father. 

Item. To my mother-in-law Mrs. Anne Caplin all the rest of my 
Goods and Chattells whatsoever, my debts and legacies & funerall 
expenses being paid, whome I make my sole Executrix.

Whether a tomb with inscription in brass was erected in 
Niton Church for his father, or a memoriai for Rev. Richard him- 
self, is not known. None is extant today. Richard was legatee 
under will of his father, Captain Thomas Pittis, to twenty shil- 
lings apiece to make himself and wife each a mourning ring, to 
King’s Farm at Niton (which still exists as such) and to leases 
on other lands.

VII. 8. Mary in Whitwell P.R., Nancy in Niton P.R., bapt. Apr. 
8, 1749. 
During the period that the rector of Niton served also the adjoining 
Parish of Whitwell, he entered the records of Whitwell in both the 
Whitwell and Niton registers. Hence, the foregoing records of the 
ehildren and grandchildren of Richard and Mary appear in the reg- 
ister of each parish. 


Each of the seven children of Richard and. Mary was 
legatee under his will to one-seventh of his estate, after the 
death or marriage of Mary, she being named executrix and 
legatee to the entire estate during her life or widowhood. 
She died without having proved as executrix. Thomas and 
John were appointed administrators. 


Extracts from the Will of Richard Pittis of Whitwell Parish. 
Recorded in the District Registry of the Probate Division of 
the High Court at Winchester. 


Will made January 19, 1771. Proved April 10, 1784. 


In the name of God Amen I Richard Pittis of the Parish of Whit- 
well in the Isle of Wight in the County of Southampton Yeoman 
being sick and weak in body but of good and perfect memory thanks 
be to Almighty God and calling to Remembrance the uncertain 
Estate of this Transitory Life and that all Fiesh must yield unto 
Death when it shall please God to call, do make and declare this 

+ my Last Will and Testament in manner and form following. First 
being penitent and sorry for all my Sins and most humbly desir- 
ing forgiveness for the same i commend my Soule unto Almighty 
God my Saviour and Redeemer in whom and by whose merits I 
trust and believe assuredly to be Saved and to inherit the Kingdom 
of Heaven and my Body I commit to the Earth to be decently buried 
at the discretion of my Executrix hereafter named. And for the 
settling of my Temporal Estate and such Goods Chattels and Debts 
as it hath pleased God to bestow upon me I do order and give and 
dispose of the same in manner and form following. I give and 
bequeath to my Beloved Wife Mary Pittis all my Ready Money 
Goods Chattels and personal Fistate whatsoever during her natural 
life if she so long remains a Widow, and immediately after her 
Marriage or Decease it shall be equally sheared amongst my Six 
Children and my daughter Elizabeth Byles deceased, her Children 
shall have an Equall share or a seventh part Equally Divided 
amongst them when they be of Age. And I appoint Thomas Hunt 
of Saint Lawrence Parish Yeoman to keep my Grandchildren’s 
shear of my Personal Estate until they come of Age. And I do 
nominate and appoint my beloved wife Mary Pittis to be my full 
and sole Executrix.

He was bapt. Aug. 12, 1704, Whitwell (entry in both 
Whitwell and Niton P. R.), d. May 24, 1788, Newport, bur. May 
28 Niton (entry in Niton P. R. reads, “John Pittis of Newport, 
aged 84”); m. 1737, Niton, Ann boebiis, bursOet, 8,.1771. 
Both are bur. in the south aisle of Niton Church, where a white 
marble slab in the floor bears their inscriptions. Record of the 
baptisms of five of their six children in the Whitwell and Niton 
registers indicates that they lived in Whitwell Parish until about 
1750; the baptism of Edward, their sixth child September 13, 
1750, was recorded in the Wymering register. At Wymering, 
East Wymering Manor was their home, the estate being known 





as the Upper and Lower Farms. Apparently, he retired and 


resided in Newport, sometime after the death of Ann. 


The manor estate was occupied by John’s descendants until 
1886. He was succeeded by his son Richard (1743-1813); he, 
by his son Richard (1772-1837); he, by his son George (1807- 
1886); George’s daughter, Mary Jane (Letheren), made the fifth 
Pittis generation at East Wymering Manor. The house was razed 
and in 1930 the City of Portsmouth built the Home for Aged 
Blind on its site. 


The oak paneled diningroom is valued as a fine specimen of 
the Tudor Period and the early 18th century. It was recon- 
structed as a room, with the original paneling and large door, in 
the Cumberland House Museum at Old Cumberland Fort, 
Southsea, near Portsmouth. An inscription over the entrance 
to the room reads: 


This door of the Tudor Period and the early 18th century 
paneling in the room it opens into were formerly in East Wymering 
Manor, Cosham. They were brought here in 1950. 


he paneling is of very dark oak, reaches high up on the 


walls and ends in plateboard. The large outer door has five up-_ 


right panels held together by two iron bars; wooden latch with 
wocden peg and leather latchstring with crosspiece to lift the 
latch, large latch-catch, and two large staples for lock and bolt. 


Excerpt from a letter written December 7, 1896, by 
Mrs. Mary Jane Pittis Letheren to Albert Pittis, M.D. 


East Wymering Manor House was a large square red brick coun- 
try house on a well-kept lewn with fine old trees, which gave it a 
very attractive appearance. The pond was at the side front. The 
house contained large, lofty rooms. There was a good deal of oak 
paneling and curious ccilings. One ceiling was decorated with a 
creature resembling a griffin except that it had a long tail — very 
handsome and curicus. The four front rooms were added by John, 
the part back of them being very old. The whole house had from 
time to time been rudely modernized, some large rocms partitioned 
into smaller cones, the oak painted and generally spoiled. 

There were many pieces of beautiful old oak furniture and other 
things which were tokens of superior position and refinement. There 
were two life-size paintings of a Mr. and Miss Legg, brother and

sister, in court dress of about 1660-1670, bearing no artist’s sig- 
nature. I have the family Bible of John with the names and dates 
of births and deaths. I have also a much older Bible of 1637; its 
front leaf has been removed but in the center is written in large 
writing —‘“‘W Peters, his Book, 1715. Mangr. Peters, his Book, 
1715.” In another part is written in faint writing, “January 9th, 
1667.” Then, “Thomas Legg and Rebecka Norman married by 
Mr. Heath in the Chorch at Calbourne, I. W., 1667.” I have a book 
printed in 1535, ‘The Golden Boke of Marcus Aurelios,’” which is 
in excellent preservation and which belonged to some member of 
the family. There is a name written on the first leaf but the 
writing is so curious I cannot read it. It is “Sir Caron ” and 
I cannot read the other name. At the end in plain writing is “John 
Baxter Green, 2 Dec. 1718.” 


IT have a faint little sketch of my grandfather, Richard, as a 
child, and a small painting of a clergyman on the back of which is 
written, “H. P.— Delin. 1774,” being Rev. Henry Pittis. I have 
writings which mostly relate to business and sports. One paper 
has written on it, “Memorandum of the Farms between my Brother 
& Self at Nighton, 1760.” This of course refers to John and his 
only brother, Richard. I have an old book with various entries 
written in and in one place it says —“I, John Pittis, lord of the 
Manor of Wymering & Widley.” He was my grandfather’s brother. 
He died young; his neck was broken from the fali of his horse over 
a gate while hunting with his hounds. He kept a pack of harriers 
at one of his farms — where the kennels are still standing. There 
were a number of wills and writings which were destroyed when 
my mother and I left, and considerable furniture remained as we 
took only such furniture as was suited to the much smaller house to 





which we were moving; therefore, I have only odds and ends of: 


family relics. 
I have the seal rings that were always worn by my father, George, 


and by his father, Richard, and by his father, Richard, Sr. I have 


‘two small drawings, one of the crest and coat-armour, the other of 
the crest only. I am sending a copy of the arms to you. 
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I have the stirrup-irons that were used by my grandfather. My 
father was a fine horseman and a good shot and was Master of the 
Harriers at various times in his early life. I rode to the hounds 
up to the time of my father’s death, when I was twenty-five years 
of age, and in his words, “am a chip off the old block.” The whole 

_ family was devoted to field sports. I have writings to prove that 
they hunted deer with their own hounds before the Forest of Bere 
was enclosed, as far back as 1770. 


Ann, my grandfather’s sister, born 1775, married William Dore 
of Whippingham in 1796. They each died young and left two 
daughters, Mary Ann and Julia Dore, whom my grandfather 
brought up with his family at Wymering. They had considerable 
property and beth married. 

My grandfather (Richard, Jr.) died in 1837. He inherited ex- 
tensive property from his father, but his sons Richard and John 
were gay men of the world; they and the daughters Ann and Mary 
had so much in his lifetime that when he died his estate was com- 
paratively reduced. He left his remaining property to his four 
younger children — Eliza, George, Jane and Charles. Most of the 
land remaining in his possession was mortgaged and the greater 
part was scld to pay the mortgages. My father (George) then 
rented the home farm and remained in the old home until his death. 
He had always lived with his father and managed that part of the 
land and was the most businesslike and energetic of the family. 
Several little properties in the parish of Wymering, and the Island 
of Great Horsey between the mainland and Portsea, have been sold 
in my time. Now there is nothing left, thougn at one time a large 
part of the parishes of Wymering and Widley belonged to the 
family. 

My father was the last of the family to live at Wymering, and 
he outlived the whole of his generation there. There is no male 
representative of the branch living. My father’s brothers Richard, 
John and Charles each had a son, each of whom died leaving no 
son. There are several female representatives of my generation 
still living who have grandchildren. I am much younger than they 
because my father did not marry until in his fifties. It was a great 
trial to leave old Wymering, the home of my people for so many 
years. 


John’s Bible and all family relics that were in Mrs. Letheren’s 
possession are now held by Mrs. Wilfred R. Pittis of Great Bud- 
bridge. 

About five and a half years before his death John inscribed 
in his Bible his name, date and residence, as follows: 


John Pittis, his book. 
23rd December, 1782. 
Wimering. 


In this Bible were recorded births with the day and hour of 
birth, baptisms and deaths. The births of his sons John, Richard 
and James are recorded; but the births of Jane, Thomas and 
Edward are not recorded. In another handwriting are the births 
of the three children of Richard, and the births of his son 
Richard’s ten children. These records were copied from this old 
Bible by the author. The Wymering register records the bap- 
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tisms of the children of both Richards, and the children of each 
Richard’s son John. 
John and Ann were the parents of six children. 


8. John Pittis was born y® 9th day of December, 1739, at 
3 o'clock in the morning. Baptised y® 27th day of 
December at Niton. Died 11 December, 1766, aged 
27 years. 


23. 8. Richard Pittis was born y® 23rd day of February, 1741, 
at 2 o'clock in the morning.

Will made July 29, 1778. Proved May 29, 1788. 


This is the last Will and Testament cf me John Pittis of Wym- 
mering in the County of Southampton Yeoman made whilst in 
indifferent Health but of sound and disposing Mind and Memory 
and understanding in manner following. 


To my son Richard I give the Lease of the farm called Wym- 
mering Farm granted to me by Lovelace Bigg, Esquire, and also the 
Lease of the farm called Dormers granted to me by Charles Dormer, 
Esquire, for the residue of the respective Terms that shall be to 
come in the same respectively at.the time of my decease. Also I 
give all my Household Goods and Furniture of my House, Plate 
Linen and China, and also all my Cattle, Corn growing and cut, 
Stock Implements and Utensils in Husbandry which shall be on the 
said Farm Lands and Premises at the time of my Decease. 


To my son Thomas of Newport in the Isle of Wight Grocer the 
sum of Twenty Pounds in lieu of the share intended him of my 
Plate and Linen which I order and direct to be paid him within 
three months next after my Decease. I give to my son Thomas no 
more of my Fortune because I have already amply provided for him. 


To my Grandchildren John, Richard and Ann Pittis, Children of 
my said son Richard, and to John, Thomas and Richard, Children 
of my said son Thomas, and to all other Grandchildren which shall 
be born and living at my death, the sum of Twenty Pounds apiece 
to be paid them respectively when and as they shall severely attain 
the Age of twenty-one years or be married which ever shall first 
happen. 


To my said two sons Richard and Thomas I give all my other 
Leasehold Messuages Lands and Tenements whatsoever situate 
equally between them share and share alike to take as Tenants in 
common and not as joint Tenants, and all the rest residue and 
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remainder of my goods Chattels ready money debts and securities 
for mcney and all other my personal Estate whatsoever not here- 
inbefore by me given. 

And I do constitute and appoint my said two sons Richard and 
Thomas Executors of this my last Will and Testament.

A white marble slab in the floor of the south Hisle of Niton 
Church bears the following inscriptions: 


In Memory of 
Ann, wife of John Pittis, 
who departed this life 
The 6 day of Oct', 1771 
Aged 55 Years 
Alsc of 
John Pittis 
who died 
24th May, 1788, 
Aged 84 Years. 


The records of the foregoing cight generations show that they 
were born and baptized in the Niton and Whitwell parishes, Isle 
of Wight. The records show also that John and Ann and their 
children moved to Wymering Parish on the mainland near Ports- 
mouth and that all succeeding generations of record descended 
from their sons Richard and Thomas. In the Richard line there 
are no surviving males who hear the Pittis name. His only liv- 
ing descendants are descendants of Mary How Pittis, who mar- 
ried Lt. Harry Cutfield Martin. (See under 27.) All other liv- 
ing descendants descend from Themas, who married Mary 
Clarke. Thomas and Mary lived in Newport, which returned 
the family to the Isle of Wight, but the name on the Isle is almost 
extinct. 

The following records are chiefly from the Bible of John Pittis, 
Sr., the Wymering register, the Richard Pittis vault and tomb- 
stones in the Wymering graveyard, and the Hampshire Allega- 
tions for Marriage Licenses.

Three children, legatees to £20 each under will of their grand- 
father John, and legatees under will of their father.

Ann died before July 2, 1812, date of Richard’s will, and 
William Dore died before Feb. 8, 1813, date of Richard’s death, 
leaving these two young daughters. They lived until their mar- 
riages with Ann’s brother Richard and wife, Anne Riddett, at 
East Wymering Manor, who had ten children of their own. These 
daughters were legatees under will of their grandfather Richard 
to One Hundred and Five Pounds each, one dwelling on Queen 
Street in Portsea, and one-third interest in other real estate. 


The relationship is not known of this William Dore to Mary 
Dore (1777-1860) who married John Pittis (1774-1855) and 
went to the U. S. A. in 1819. The Dores were numerous and 
prominent on the Isle of Wight, and at Lymington and elsewhere 
on the mainland. (See the Dore Family in the Appendix.) 


Richard, Sr., was legatee under will of his father, John, to the 
Wymering Farm, the Dormer Farm, a one-half share in other 
lands, chattels, money, securities for money, and other personal 
estate; also to household goods and furniture, plate, linen and 
china; also to cattle, stock, corn, implements and utensils in hus- 
bandry. He was executor, with his brother Thomas, of his 
father’s will. 

Extracts from will of Richard Pittis, Sr. Recorded in the District

Will made July 2, 1812. Codicil added Jan. 11, 1815. 

Proved April 6, 1813. 

This is the last Will and Testament of me Richard Pittis of Wimering 
in the County of Southampton, Gentleman, whereby I recommend my 
soul to God and dispose of my worldly Estate and Effects in manner 
following. 

Whereas I some ‘time, since retired from business at Wimering afore- 


. said and thereupon disposed of all my Estate and Interest in and to the 


Farm and Lands I there held with my son Richard and sold and dis- 
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posed of and settled with him for the Farming Stock my Household 
Goods, Furniture and other Moveable Effects there, and also gave and 


conveyed to my said son Richard my Island Farm and Lands called 
-Great Horsey situated in the Parish of Wimering subject to a lease 


thereof granted for Eighteen Years from Michelmas, 1804, unto my 
late son John Pittis, Now I do hereby ratify and confirm such sale and 
Gift and conveyance and hereby if needful Give devise and bequeath 
unto my said son Richard all my remaining Estate and Interest in and 
to the said Island and the Farm and Lands I rented and held with him 
or otherwise at Wimering. And I do hereby give and devise unto my 
said son Richard all those my several pieces or Parcels of Arable 
Meadow and Pasture Land situate in the Parish of Wimering which I 
lately purchased of George Kitchener and Elizabeth his Wife with the 
right of Common appertaining to such lands on Hook Heath Common 
and Bere Forest respectively. And also All that my messuage or Inn 
called The George situate on the East side of Cosham Street late in the 
occupation of Henry Mason but now of William Pearce, with the Cot- 
tages and several closes or Parcels of Land thereunto respectively be- 
longing which I lately purchasel of William Augustus Bettesworth. And 
also all that Mud Wall Cottage now used as two Tenements with the 
Gardens thereunto belonging, severally ocenpied by Arthur Marshall, 
Joseph King and Mr. Goble. And also all that small strip of land lying 
between the Ship Alehouse and the buildings of Mr. Sparkes at Cosham 
next the Turnpike Road and now in the occupation of the said Mr. Goble 
as the said Premises are now set and staked out. And I also give and 
bequeath unto my said son Richard all my Estate right and Interest in 
and to the several Lands and Premises which I hold on Lease situate in 
the Parish of Niton in the Isle of Wight, to hold the same for and dur- 
ing my estate Term and Interest therein. And I give unto my said son 
Richard my Metal Watch and my wearing apparel of all sorts. And

Also unto my said Granddaughters Mary Ann Dore 
and Julia Dore all my Messuage Tenement or Dwellinghouse with the 
outlet and appurtenances thereunto belonging which I purchased of 
George Nunn and others situate on the North side of Queen Street in 
the town of Portsea and now in the occupation of Daniel Howard to hold 
the same forever as Tenants in Common and not as joint Tenants. 
(Also unto them one-third of a trust as stated later.) 


I give and devise unto my Grandson Richard Pittis son of my late 
son John all my Messuage let as two Tenements and Gardens thereunto 
respectively belonging situate at the North end on the West side of 
Cosham Street in the Parish of Wimering in the several occupations of 
Samuel Catt and John King being part of the Estate which I lately 
purchased of Jervoise Clark Jervoise, Esquire. 


I give and devise unto my Grandson James Pittis one other of the 
sons of my said late son John all my Messuage or public house called 
the Ship Alehouse with the Garden thereunto belonging and now used 
therewith stiuate on the said West side of Cosham Street and now in 
the occupation of Mr. Goble. James Pittis chargeable with the follow- 


’ ing payments: 
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Unto my Granddaughter Sarah Pittis daughter of my said late son 
John the sum of Two Hundred Pounds sterling, and 


Unto my Granddaughter Martha Pittis one other of the daughters 
of my said late son John the sum of One Hundred Pounds sterling. 
Also unto the said Martha Pittis I give and devise my Messuage used 
as two Tenements with the Garden outlet and appurtenances thereunto 
belonging situate on the East side of Cosham Street and now occupied 
ky Thomas Marshall and William Smith. 


I give and devise unto my Granddaughter Elizabeth Pittis one other 
of the daughters of my said late son John my two Messuages or Tene- 
ments and Gardens thereunto belonging situate at the lower end of 
the West side of Cosham Street now in the oceupation of Isaac Kiln 
and William Blackman. 


I give and devise unto Mary Ann, daughter of Elizabeth Pittis my 
late son John’s widow, the sum of One Hundred Pounds sterling and 
direct the same to be paid to her by my Trustees and Executors here- 
inafter appointed on her attaining the age of twenty-one years. 


Unto my said son Richard Pittis, my soninlaw the said William Dore, 
and my friend John Stares of Copner in the Parish of Portsea, Gentle- 
men, all the rest residue and remainder of my moneys, securities for 
Money, Real and Personal Estate and Effects whatsoever and where- 
soever situate, upon Trust that they or the survivor or survivors of 
them shall after my decease sell and dispose of the said Real and such 
part or parts of my Personal Estate as shall be Vendible and get in 
such part or parts as consist of moneys and Securities for Money and 
upon Trust pay one-third part thereof equally unto all and every the 
children of my said late son John (except his eldest son John Pittis) 
on their severally attaining the age of twenty-one years to and for 
their several and respective use and benefit, applying the proceeds 
thereof in the meantime toward their respective maintenance and Edu- 
cation.

Codicil. January 11, 1813. Whereas, by an Act of Parliament passed 
in the Fiftieth year of the reign of his present majesty entitled ‘An

Great Horsey Island mentioned in the foregoing will is said to 
have been used by Richard Pittis for sheep-grazing. It comprises 
about 240 acres and is situated in Portsmouth Harbor near the 
coast at Cosham. On a map of 1781, it is given as Great Horsey 
Island and is shown as being larger and of different shape from 
that shown in a recent Atlas, where it is given as Great Horsea 
Island. It is now the site of a Torpedo Range or School which 
formerly was conducted from a battleship anchored in Portsmouth 
Port. Whale Island, a sister island of 80 acres, is the site of the 
chief Gunnery School of the British Navy.

He was b. June 1, 1807, d. Sept. 2, 1886, aged 79; m. 
Aug. 1, 1860, aged 53, Westminster, London, Emily Irish, of Lon- 
don, thirty-four years his junior, whom their gaughter said made 
him a good wife and her a good mother. She was b. 1841, d. 
July 29, 1913, aged 72, after seven years of failing health, at the 
home of her daughter near Taunton, Somerset. Both “were in- 
terred in the pretty little new cemetery of Wymering, in a spot 
which he had chosen for them some years before his death.” He 
was the last of the family to occupy East Wymering Manor and 
farms, which then were known as the Great and Small Farms 
of Wymering, and he was the last survivor of his generation at 
Wymering. He wore and used as seals the rings with crest and 
arms that had belonged to his father. He was famed for his 


hospitality and is said to have “kept open house.” He had his 
_own distillery, houses with huge brass coppers for brewing, and 


brewed celebrated old brew. He kept fast horses, fox hounds 
and hare hounds. was Master of the Portsdown Harriers for sev- 
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eral years, and for many years was a prominent member of the 
Hamledon Hunt. The following is an excerpt from an obituary 
which appeared in the local newspaper at the time of his death: 


From the high esteem in which the deceased gentleman was held, 
his. funeral partook of a public character, many of the neighboring 
gentry and personal friends being present, and many others, includ- 
ing the farm and housenold servants, some of whom had been in 
his service for a long period. The floral trioutes were numerous 
and of extreme beauty. . 

Mr. Pittis’s death, which was sudden and unexpected (he having 
been out driving the previous evening), has left a blank which 
cannot readily be filled. During a long and active life he has at 
different periods filled the offices of Overseer, Churchwarden and 
Guardian. At the time of his death he was a trustee of the original 
school-buildings under the National Society, and also one of the 
trustees of Mrs. Honor Wayte’s Almshouse Charity. Much sym- 
pathy is felt and expressed for Mrs. and Miss Pittis in their be- 
reavement.

Owing to her father’s 
Jate marriage, she was much younger than her generation on 
the Pittis side; her uncles, aunts and first cousins were all de- 
ceased many years before her death. She had many heirlooms 
of furniture, silver, portraits, relics, and a chest of family records 
and documents, which included the Bible of John, Sr., and the 
seal rings of her father and grandfather. These treasures she 
left to Wilfred R. Pittis, of Great Budridge Manor, whom she 
made her sole heir. No children. 

The author, in May, 1937, was the guest of Mrs. H. M. Baker, 
niece of Emily Irish Pittis, at her stately ancestral estate, ‘‘Lum- 
ley Mill,” at Emsworth, near Cosham. Mrs. Baker was a gracious 
and efficient guide to Wymering Manor, where Mr. Parr, the elderly 
occupant, told many reminiscent stories regarding the Pittis fam- 
ilies of Wymering; to Wymering Church, the Pittis vault, graves 
and farms, the Home for Aged Blind which occupies the site of the 
Pittis house, the Cumberland House Museum at Southsea where the 


paneled diningroom from the Pittis house is an exhibit, and other 
places of interest in Portsmouth and Cosham. 


In the Chemist Shop at Cosham, formerly owned by George and 
Charles Pittis and now owned by Mr. H. M. Baker, there is an old 


journal entry, “Miss Pittis, 1849,’ which doubtless refers to Miss 


Filiza Pittis.

Node Hill, Newport, Grocer, and Richard FPittis of Newport, Grocer, 
for their own use. 


If I should depart this life within Eighteen Months of the date of this 
my last Will and Testament then I declare the legacies to my daugh- 
ters Sarah Abraham, Jane Mearman and Elizabeth Clarke to be void 
as my property will then be but trifling. 

I give and bequeath unto Sarah Norris my servant now residing 
with me the sum of Ten Pounds to be paid within three months after 
my decease.

Excerpt from an obituary which appeared in The Isle of Wight 
County Press at the time of his death. 


Francis Pittis, J. P., died on Sunday, in his 78th year. after a brief 
illness. By his death Newport loses its foremost citizen. For the 
extent of a whole generation his name has been preéminently associated 
with the public life of the borough and he has served the town with 
ardour and devotion. When he and nis colleagues sat at the table as 
aldermen of the Corporation, that body possessed members who in point 
of business capacity could not be surpassed in any municipality in the 
country. . 

Alderman Pittis was a native of Newport and was descended of an 
ancient and honourable Isle of Wight family. He was educated at the 
Grammar School for Boys, a large private school in Newport, which 
was under the patronage of Queen Victoria’s father, Edward Auecustus, 
Duke of Kent, and was conducted for many years by the Abbe de 
Grenthe and later by Mr. Alexander Clarke, an uncle by marriage of 
Alderman Pittis. 


His connection with the Corporation of Newport extended over more 
than forty years, but he was actively identified with public matters 
before he entered the Council. He was eight times Newport’s mayor, 
during a period in which it was frequently honoured by visits from 
Queen Victoria and other members of the royal family. He was first 
elected to the mayoralty in 1852, and was re-elected in 1858. He was 
again elected in 1859, 1861 and 1862. As mayor it fell to him to receive 
and entertain the Prince Consort on tke occasion of the laying of the 
foundation stone of St. Thomas Parish Church in 1854, and the dignified 
manner in which he represented the town won unanimous admiration. 
Another notable event occurred in 1863 when the Prince of Wales, later 
Edward VII, brought his bride to Osborne for their honeymoon. The 
Mayor and the Corporation went down the Medina in gaily decorated 
state barges, and Alderman Pittis presented an address of welcome and 
congratulations to the royal couple as tney landed at Trinity Wharf, 
East Cowes. The brilliant scene was illustrated by a wood-cut in the 
national newspapers. In 1877, Alderman Pittis was elected mayor for 
the sixth time, and was again elected in 1879. At the close of his sev- 
enth term it was resolved that his great services to the town called for 
public recognition and a testimonia! fund was started. On March 14, 
1880, in the presence of a large representative assembly, a painting of 
a Hampshire scene, by George Cole, was presented to him, together 
with an address expressing the sentiments of esteem and gratitude 
which animated the donors. 


In 1886, Alderman Pittis was unanimously chosen as mayor for the 
eighth time, in order that the borough might have a worthy and ex- 
perienced leader to guide it through the festivities in celebration of the 
Queen’s jubilee in 1887. In the speech in which he acknowledged the 
honour he said: “I could have wished indeed that your choice had fallen 
on a younger man, for when one’s age has advanc¢cd beyond three score 
and ten he naturally looks for some repose, but, thank God, if I have 
not so much physical activity as I had years ago, my head, I-am glad 
to believe, is right, and my heart is still the same, inclining me to do 
all in my power to promote the well-being and the prosperity of my 
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native borough.” These words expressed that which was always his 
ruling motive—an anxious desire to do his best for the town of his birth. 
With marvelous energy and enthusiasm the Jubilee Mayor entered into 


the arrangements for fittingly celebrating the year’s event, with the 


result that the town presented a magnificent scene on the 22nd of July 
when the Queen visited Newport and received in St. James Square ad- 
dresses by Mayor Pittis, the aldermen and burgesses. In Her Majesty’s 
reply she gave utterance to words which the people of Newport treasure: 


The interest which my dear husband took in the welfare of your 
town has always been shared by me, and I pray that the prosperity 
which has attended you for the last fifty years may continue and 
that the happiness of your fellow citizens may increase for the 
remainder of my reign. 


It was the strong desire of Mayor Pittis that Newport should possess 
some permanent memorial of the Jubilee — “something which shall tell

those who come after us of the loyalty and devotion to the Throne 
which animated their ancestors in the year of the Victorian Jubilee.” 
To this end he persistently pushed forward the construction of the Jubi- 
lee Clock Tower which was added to the Guild Hall, and at length when 
he saw it accomplished he graciously cleared off a deficit on the fund. 

On the morning of August 9, 1887, the Mayor received intimation 
from the Prime Minister that the Queen had been pleased to confer on 
him the honour of knighthood. The town received this news with 
enthusiasm. The local paper stated: “As the intelligence became known 
congratulations poured in upon his worship, the bells of St. Thomas 
rang jubilant peals, flags were displayed, and the one theme of conver- 
sation was the distinction with which the Queen had been pleased to 
crown the career of one of the worthiest and most honoured citizens of 
Newport.” On the 12th of August the Mayor went to Osborne and was 
there knighted by the Queen. The distinction never had a worthier 
recipient, but Sir Francis disclaimed any personal title to it, preferring 
to regard it as an honour done, through him, to Newport. The Queen 
afterwards conferred on him the Jubilee Decoration. 


The connection of Sir Francis with the Council terminated only with 
his life. He was present at the last monthly meeting, sitting in his 
accustomed place at the right of the mayor, and he joined in the dis- 
cussion of several questions which came before the meeting. The inter- 
ests of Newport always lay very near to his heart, and whenever a voice 
has been necessary to be heard in their defense he has spoken with a 
voice that none has surpassed. Proud of its history, jealous of its 
honour, and solicitous for its welfare, he served Newport with devotion 
and its roll of citizens bears no more honoured name. 


Sir Francis filled many other public positions. He was the senior 
member of the Newport Borough Bench, where his long experience, 
added to a sound judgment, lent great weight to his opinion. Taking a 
deep interest in education, he was a member of the first Newport 
School Board and his connection with it was maintained until his death. 
By his decease the old Grammar School, to the foundation of which a 
member of his ancient and honourable family munificently contributed, 
lost one of its staunchest friends. He was chairman of the Charity

Trustees, and chairman of the Burial Board, chairman of the committee 
of the Art Class, a senior trustee of the Charity Blue School for Girls, 
and a member of the committee of the National Schools. 


In politics he was a Conservative. With him loyalty to the Throne 
and to the Constitution was a passien, and the prayer for “the safety, 
honour and welfare of our Sovereign and her dominions” was with him 
not an utterance of the lips merely but a fervent aspiration of the heart. 
Possessing a commanding voice, a marked power of utterance and a 
manly presence, he was one of the most effective political speakers in 
the Isle and had always the courage of his convictions. 


The death of Sir Francis Pittis brought deep sorrow to Newport and 
to the whole Island, for the life of a great leader had ended. He had 
been foremost in every good and noble work, notably that of building 
the St. Thomas Parish Church, where his name is among those engraved 
on the foundation stone and in which his funeral service took place. 
His funeral was attended by the civic and official dignitaries and a 
large gathering of relatives and admirers. Impressive and touching 
were the tributes of respect paid to. his memory. Throughout the town 
shutters were closed and blinds were drawn, flags were at half-mast 
and at intervals the bells of St. Thomas rang a muffled dirge. He was 
laid to rest in a grave between the graves of his wife and mother in 
the cemetery of Newport. 


Sir Francis lived for many years and died in Newport House 
on Crocker Street. His stately house was later razed. The por- 
trait of Sir Francis in his garb as mayor hangs in the Guild Hall. 
He originally had a good furniture business. He and his son con- 
ducted a business as Auctioneers, Surveyors, and Valuers. The 
firm name of Francis Pittis & Son continues to be a familiar one 
in the Island, although both he and his son have been dead for 
many years. The three children were: 


L. Il. Francis’Pittis; J- P., b. July 3, 1837, d. Jan.,; 1922 aged 
84; m. Catherine Mary Aitken, b. 1840, d. 1913, both 
bur. Newport. He was elected to the Town Council 

in 1886 and served continuously with marked ability for over 
thirty years, until failing health interrupted his period of service. 
He succeeded his father as mayor and was four times elected 
mayor of Newport, serving three terms in succession, a rare dis- 
tinction. He and his father constituted the firm of Francis Pittis 
& Son, Auctioneers, Surveyors and Realtors, a firm name well 
known throughout the Island and still continued by successors 
who were friends but not relatives. Res. Helmbrook, Newport, 
where he died after a long illness. No children.

The story is told that at first Edward courted Jane and Robert 
courted Elizabeth; that Robert proposed first to Elizabeth and 
she said, “No, go and ask Jane, she will marry you.” Edward 
and Elizabeth stood sponsors to the christening of her niece, 
Ellinor Hearn (Pittis). Robert and Jane stood sponsors to the 
christening of James Hearn, Ellincr’s brother. 


According to his mother’s will, Edward and Elizabeth lived 
cn Node Hill in Newport, when he was a none too successful 
- grocer. He was named by his mother in 1819 es one cf her 
executors, but by a codicil in 1826 was removed. He sailed in 
June, 1827, with his wife and two children and had “a pro- 
longed residence in the East Indias,” as is stated on their tomb- 
stone. They returned to London where he was a prosperous 
East India importer and exporter under the firm name _ of 
Edward Pittis.

(A). Lieut. Geoffrey A. G. Brooke, in World War II, was on board 
a ship which fought the German ship Bismarck, when a shell passed 
through his cabin, destroying the gifts of his twenty-first birthday and 
all his other possessions. In ancther ship, he was blown out of his bath. 
He was engaged in another battle in the Mediterranean. He was then 
sent out on the S. S. Prince of Wales with Prime Minister Churchill 
when the latter met President Franklin D. Roosevelt at sea for a con- 
ference. He was on the Prince of Wales when it was sunk near Sing- 
apore and was reported by the Admiralty as missing, but later was 
found to have survived. 
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After these adventures, he was put in charge of a boat carrying 
evacuees from Singapore. He then took command of the evacuated 
naval base, until ordered to save himself as best he could. He got 
aboard an old Dutch cargo boat, already over-crowded, which was tor- 
pedoed and sunk by the Japanese. He was picked up by a launch which 
was soon sunk, but was rescued by a dilapidated Malayan sampan and 
landed on an uninhabited island of the Sumatras. There were an hun- 
dred survivors in his group. They were without food for a week. A 
Dutchman with a mercy launch took fifty of them, promising to return 
for the others if his boat was not sunk. Lieut. Brooke was left in 
charge of those who remained. A Malayan dhow came to their rescue 
and took them to Sumatra. He, with five others including a doctor, 
got hold of an old Dutch lorry and after a hazardous trip through the 
Sumatran jungles reached the sea. The doctor was of great assistance 
as some needed treatment for blood-poisoning. They got a 50-foot 
Maylayan dhow with a tattered saii, much too tall and heavy, which 
nearly capsized them and split each time it was hoisted or lowered. The 
old Malayan owner insisted on going along. With a party of five Navy 


reserves and seven soldiers, they sct sail with barely enough rations for . 


a fortnight, a small amount of tea and rice, a few tins of milk, and two 
small barrels of water. They were adrift for five weeks. They divided 
their food--a piece of bully beef the size of two bits at eleven A.M. 
and a cup of water at six P.M. as long as it lasted. For some weeks 
they had only the water caught in cups when it rained. For one whole 
week there was a dead calm and they lay in tne blazing sun without 
moving. Blood-poisoning was the greatest danger. Fiven a scratch 
produced gangrene. Brooke was down for five days with a patch on 
his arm, others were in worse condition. but the doctor with his first 
aid kit saved their lives. They were constantly strafed by the Japs but 
escaped being hit. 


After thirty-seven days, they were rescued near Ceylon by a cargo 
ship. Starving and in rags, they were cared for until they reached 
Bombay a week later. Lieut. Brooke, who had been in charge, was 
ordeved to go aboard the Flag Ship. He was reluctant to appear before 
Admiral Somerville in his unkempt condition. The Admiral smiled at 
his apologies and listened for two hours to an account of his experiences. 
During a week in Bombay he was newly outfitted and recuperated from 
his ordeals. 


He returned to his family in England by way of Canada, where at 
the request of the Admiralty he broadcast the story of his experiences 
to Canada and the United States. After a short leave, he was ap- 
pointed to another ship. He was on convoy duty to Russia and had 
further strenuous experiences. Several of his men were washed over- 
board and his commander was drowned. Upon his return, he was in a 
London hospital for several weeks, but is now in active service. 

The foregoing is an excerpt from a letter written in 1942 by 
Winifred Pittis Tothill, his grandmother. Mrs. Tothill wrote on 
October 24, 1944, that Goeffrey has been hospitalized in England 
during the past year, recovering from the effects of his experi- 
ences; that he has been made a First Lieutenant and recently 
was appointed to a ship ‘which is sailing far away in a few 
days.” On February 8, 1945, he was reported to have gone to 
the East to join the “Indomitable.”

Sir George Anderson, C.S.I., C.I.E., late Educational Commis- 
sioner to the Government of India, of Spyways, Hartfield, Sussex, 
died on Saturday, his sixty-seventh birthday. 


He was educated at Winchester (Culver Lea) and at University 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1899 with honours in Mod- 
ern History. He took an assistant mastership at Mr. Wilkinson’s 
school at Eastbourne, but after four years there was offered a post 
in the Educational Department of the Transvaal, which he accepted. 
Later he transferred to India to become Professor of History at 
Elphinstone College, Bombay, and from then on was identified with 
Indian educational affairs. Among the important posts he held 
were those of assistant secretary to the Educational Department, 
Government of India; secretary to the Calcutta University Commis- 
sion; and Director of Public Instruction, Punjab, to which he was 
appointed in 1920. He also did good work as a member of the 
auxiliary committee of the Indian Statutory Commission, and _ re- 
tired 1936 after having been Educational Commissioner to the Gov- 
ernment of India. His publications include Expansion of India,

As Francis was mar- 
ried in 1803 and Edward in 1810, they probably were of the same 
generation. His marriage record reads, “Edward Pittis of Shor- 
well” — where he may have been employed at the time of his 
marriage.

Isle of Wight, London and Ports- 
mouth. He was a master blacksmith at Portsmouth. In 1857, 
during the financial depression that followed the Crimean War, 
he, his wife and four children, left Woolwich, London, for Can- 
ada, on the sailing ship Ion. The voyage was a very rough one; 
the ship was blown far out of its course and almost wrecked. 
It carried as ballast a large number of steel rails for the Grand 
Trunk Railroad that was under construction at the time. With 
the pitching and heaving of the storm-tossed vessel, these rails 
worked loose and threatened to ram a hole in its side. The cap- 
tain called for volunteers among the passengers to set things. 
right in the dangerous hold. Pittis headed the group that re- 
sponded and as leader was the first one down the hatchway. As 
the storm continued, one of the masts snapped off and was hang- 
ing over the side —a perilous situation. Mrs. Pittis, who was 
very seasick all the way, saw the captain rush by her cabin, axe 
in hand. A few well-placed blows freed the wreckage, the ship 
righted itself and disaster was averted. As the voyage length- 
ened, provisions ran low and were stringently rationed. After 
nine weeks and three days, they reached Quebec on Saturday, 
September 12th, and landed on Monday, the 14th. Before board- 
ing the train, Pittis characteristically made claim on the ship 
owners for a rebate on the passage fare because of the short 
rations, and it was granted. They lived in Belleville, Kingston 
and Toronto, and in 1892 went to Montreal, where he was black- 
smith with residence at 889 St. Catherine Street. Seven children, 
all born in England except Alfred, the youngest.

The American pioneers were men and women of independence 
and courage. They laid the foundation of this nation of oppor- 
tunity and democracy and helped to build our great republic. 
We are proud that our own ancestors had a part in this grand 
achievement. Our ancestors in Ohio left England when ocean 
travel was hazardous. They journeyed in covered wagons from 
Baltimore by way of Wheeling, when roads were mere trails 
through the perilous wilderness and bridges were almost un- 


‘known, and reached Ohio when it was frontier country. The 


heroism which this required is difficult to imagine in this day of 
excellent roads and bridges, luxurious means of travel and mod- 
ern homes. 


The thr ittis families that left the Isle of Wight, England, 
early in the nineteenth century and emigrated to America fol- 
lowed the popular westward migration. Johr and Mary. Dore 
Pittis and their eleven children who came in 1819) wer® the first 
to come. They settled near Deersville, Harrison County, Ohio. 
five vears after the county was formed, which at that time was 
land of the far west. In 1821 James and Sarah Pittis Abraam 
and their five children, and in 1831 Robert. and Jane Arnold 
Pittis with their four children, came and joined John and Mary 
at Deersville. Thus, Deersville became the family seat in Amer- 
ica and, with nearby localities, the home of eight Pittis genera- 
tions —-six generations being born in Harrison County. The 
author has known members of seven, or all except the first. ot 
these eight generations. 


Harrison County was formed January 1, 1814, from Jefferson 
and Tuscarawas counties and named in honor of the eminent 
soldier-statesman, General William Henry Harrison, ninth pres- 
ident of the United States. It is separated from the eastern bor- 
der of the state and the Ohio River by Jefferson County. The 
county is hilly —the hills and valleys, virgin forests, winding 
streams and green fields make a picture of serene beauty. In 
its most flourishing times the slopes of the hills and valleys were 
highly cultivated farm lands, with a large and varied range of 
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fruits, vegetables, grains and live stock, well-built houses and 
farm buildings. It was one of the principal sheep-raising and 
wool-growing counties in the state, and for many years Ohio 
ranked first among the states in the production of wool. Tim- 
ber, stone, bituminous coal, oil and natural gas have also con- 
tributed toward making it a rich and prosperous county. The 
banking capital was especially large and Cadiz, the county-seat, 
was said to have more wealth than any other town of its size in | 
America. It is lamentable that the land-stripping method of coal | 
mining adopted in recent years and the three dams recently built ) 
in the county as part of the Muskingum Conservancy project 
have wrought great havoc to the once fertile lands and beautiful 
farm homes, a large number of which have been completely 
destroyed.

DEERSVILLE, twelve miles northwest of Cadiz, platted No- 

vember 25, 1815, by John Cramblett, is on the old Moravian 

Trail leading from Wheeling on the east, through Cadiz, to Gna- 
| denhutten in Tuscarawas County on the west. Built on two hills 
in the southeast corner of Franklin Township, Deersville has 
one main street and is surrounded by beautiful hills and valleys. 
and rich farms. The village is incorporated, and in its most 
flourishing days had about five hundred inhabitants. It was set- 
tled largely by people from the British Isles, who gave the vil- 
lage its character and prominence as a community. Among the 
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early settlers were the Pittis families, the Edneys, Abrahams, 
and Hillyers. Robert Pittis and his son Robert were merchants 
and druggists. The Edneys kept a hotel at the corner of the 
main street and the center cross street in what was later the 
Welsh and then the McMillen home. James Abraham had the 


gr 


sawmill and a farm. The Hillyers also owned a farm. 


Deersville grew to be a busy and thriving village serving 
the surrounding farming district. The original Presbyterian 
Church, built in 1841, and the schoolhouse were on the east hill. 
The Methodist Church, built about 1840, and the graveyard were 
on the west hill. The Wesleyan Church (the remodeled Epis- 
copal Chapel) was on the south side of the main street about half 
way between the center and the west end. Across the street 
from it was the residence and store of R. Pittis & Son, which also 
contained the post office with the son as postmaster. The pro- 
duce store of George Pittis, son of Robert, Sr., was in the hill- 
side level of the John T. Clark Drygoods Store near and east of 
the Wesleyan Church. The store building burned about 1890 
and was not rebuilt. The general merchandise and grocery store 
of Robert, son of John and Mary Dore Pittis, was on the north 
side of the street in the frame building adjoining his brick res- 
idence. He was justice of the peace and was known as “Squire 
Pittis” in distinction from his cousin Robert, who was known as 
“Postmaster Pittis.’ Eleven or more marriages performed by 
Robert Pittis, J.P., are of record, one being that of his cousin 
Jane Abraham and Hezekiah Clark, M.D. 


Of the five Pittis dwellings, four were at the west end on the 
north side of the main street. Most westerly was that of John, 
Jr., D.V.M. On the next lot east of his was the brick house 
which some descendants have claimed was built by John and 
Mary Dore Pittis. Records show, however, that its first owner 
in the Pittis line was John C. Auld, husband of their daughter 
Jane. Lot 9 on which the house stands and Lot 45 which forms 
the rear of the premises passed by deed from John Cramblett 
to John Cramblett, Jr., November 28, 1828; to John Castell Sep- 
tember, 1829; to Daniel Johnson May 5, 1830; to John C. Auld 
March 12, 1831. No mention is made in the deeds of a dwelling, 
so when or by whom the brick house was built is unknown. John 
C. Auld died January 29, 1834. Jane as widow, her parents and 
her brother Edward lived there together. John bequeathed a 
farm to Jane and Edward jointly. Jane bequeathed all of her 
property to Edward. He bequeathed the brick house and lots 
to his brother Henry. John and Mary, Jane, Edward, Henry and 
his two wives lived in this house until the end of their respective 
lives. Henry’s children were born and reared there and one 
grandson was born there. It was sold in 1915, after having been 
a Pittis residence for eighty-four years. Across the side street 
from it was the house of Roberts Sr. and Jr., with their store and 
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the post office in the same building. On the east corner of the 
main street and the next side street was the brick dwelling, with 
frame storeroom attached, of Squire Robert. George’s home was 
on the south side of the main street, the third house east of the 
present Presbyterian Church. His house was later occupied by 
William Reynard after retirement from his farm.

The two Pittis brick houses were the only brick dwellings in 
the village. The Presbyterian and Methodist churches originally 
were frame structures but were replaced, the Presbyterian in 
1879 and the Methodist in 1883, by brick buildings. The lot on 
which the present Presbyterian Church stands, in the center of 
town, was donated by Albert, son of Squire Robert. Its large 
square frame dwelling was moved to Mill Street to vacate the 
lot. Albert was one of the five elders who comprised the build- 
ing committee for the new structure and with others gave gen- 
erously of his time, labor and funds. William Reynard, son of 
Julia Pittis Reynard, daughter of John and Mary Pittis, was also 
an elder at the time. Albert’s and William’s names, with the 
names of the other three elders— George McKinney, James 
Howell and R. H. Simmons, M.D. — are in a stained glass memo- 
rial window. At the rear of the building was a large hitching 
lot where each family from the country had its horseshed.

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Rev. Samuel Patterson, D.D. (1827-1906), was pastor of the 
Presbyterian congregation for fifty years (1856-1906). He also 
served the Feed Spring and Lima congregations. In fact, he 
ministered to the whole community for miles around regardless 
of church affiliations and was called “the marrying parson”’ 
because of the large number of marriage ceremonies performed 
by him. He baptized, married and buried the generations as they 
came and went. John Pittis died the year before Dr. Patterson 
came to Deersville, but John’s wife, Mary Dore Pittis, their chil- 
dren, many of their grandchildren, great-grandchildren and great- 
great-grandchildren, were among his parishioners -—— making five 
Pittis generations of his parish. Many of their great-grandchil- 
dren, including the author and her brothers and sisters, were 

aptized ‘by him and brought up under his pastorate at Deers- 
ville, and also many more at Feed Spring. He preached the fun- 
eral sermon of Mary and several of her children and grandchil- 
dren —~sermons—one hour long. The old cemetery having be- 
come nearly filled, Dr. Patterson made a cemetery of the field 
back of his residence and barn on the west hill. On April 11, 
1896, his forty years as pastcr at Deersville was fittingly ob- 
served. On August 1, 1905, his three congregations and a large 
number of friends, over two thousand people, gathered at his 
home and on his spacious lawn to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his ordination to the ministry. He died June 18, 1906, 
honored and beloved by his congregations and the community. 
At his funeral an hour was required for his assembled friends to 
pass his bier. 


Richard H. Simmons, M.D. (1818-1892), of Maryland, came 
to Deersville in 1856, the same year that Dr. Patterson came. He 
served the community as physician for thirty-six years until his 
death at the age of seventy-four. He brought many Pittis chil- 
dren into the world, the author being one of the number. His 
son Horace and John Reynard, son of Julia Pittis Reynard, 
edited and printed The Silver Arrow, Deersville’s newspaper. 
His daughter Martha Lucretia (Lou), youngest of the five Sim- 
mons children, was an artist and taught painting. She has been 
of valuable assistance to the author with reminiscences regard- 
ing people of Deersville. 


Mrs. Louisa Gilbert Clark (1807-1906) was another of Deers- 
ville’s remarkable citizens. Lacking but six months of living a 
century, she was born at Leap on the southern coast of England, 
a granddaughter of Sir Francis Gilbert of the Royal Navy who 
was knighted for bravery on the Spanish Main. The service of 
the Gilbert family as naval fighters was continued by her son, 
Captain Augustus Clark, who was in command of a British 
training ship and died in the service of his country in 1905. Dur- 
ing her girlhood Louisa lived at Newport, Isle of Wight, where 
she knew the Pittis families. She married William Clark in 
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1827 and resided in Portsmouth. In 1850 they came to Deers- 
ville, bringing three sons and one daughter. Soon after the 
death of Mr. Clark in 1865 she was appointed postmistress of 
Deersville, which post she held for twenty-five years until ill 
health caused her retirement. Her service was marked by the 
highest degree of credit and honor and she endeared herself to 
the whole community as “Grandma Clark” (Grandma _ pro- 
nounced with short a). In Newport and Deersville combined 
she knew six generations of the Pittis family, some at Newport 
overlapping some of the five Pittis generations she knew at 
Deersville. 


Before the Civil War, anti-slavery lecturers came to Deers- 
ville. Frederick Douglas and other prominent men came and 
spoke on the national blight. An “underground railway” was 
established to aid the escape of slaves. Thomas Hazlett was a 
“conductor” on that road and helped to forward fugitive slaves 
on their way to Canada. The anti-slavery sentiment ran so high 
that at one election when Franklin Township reported a Free 
Soil majority, one of the politicians of Cadiz said, “If it had not 
been for that damned abolition town of Deersville the county 
would have gone Whig.” 


Deersville has played an important role in the development 
and history of Harrison County. In proportion to its popula- 
tion, it has furnished more county officers than any other vil- 
lage. Few villages of its size can boast of having produced so 
large a number of noteworthy people — attorneys, physicians, 
soldiers, clergymen, teachers, artisans, bankers, businessmen. 
Jefferson Orr, a judge of the Supreme Bench of Chicago; Horace 
Simmons, a physician of note in Baltimore; and Major-General 
Harry Fouts Hazlett are three of her many eminent sons. Harry 
Fouts Hazlett, born in Deersville on April 17, 1884, is Harrison 


““@ounty’s highest ranking officer in World War II and its second 


native scn to reach the rank of major-general. George A. Custer 
attained the same rank during the Civil War and later became a 
general. Hazlett was major and was awarded the Belgian War 
Cross for bravery and valiant service in World War I.— 


Deersville formerly was a prominent community center. Peo- 
ple came from considerable distances in horse and wagon days to 
trade and to worship there. Its citizens were people of culture 
and a degree of wealth, with silver, china and glassware, lace 
curtains, haircloth-covered parlor sets, melodeons and parlor 
organs, and Brussels carpets — luxuries for an inland village 
of that time. Railroads came ten miles to the east and to the 
west but not to Deersville. With the coming of the automobile 
and employment in industrial plants, Deersville has declined as 
other towns and communities have done. Several of its once 
good houses have burned or fallen into decay, with none built 
to replace them. The Wesleyan Church disappeared many years 
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ago. The Presbyterian Church is closed. The Methodist Church 
has been made into a community church. Today the village is 
a shadow of its former importance, but it still serves as a center 
for the surrounding agricultural district. 


The Pittis family, once so numerous and prominent in its 
affairs, had not had a representative as resident of the village for 
several years prior to February, 1943, when Desdemona Titus 
Mallarnee, granddaughter of Julia Pittis Reynard, moved into a 
house built in 1934, the cnly new house built there in the past 
fifty years. “Dessie’’ purchased and moved into the Birney prop- 
erty in October, 1944, to the delight of the author. When the 
author goes back to Deersville and strolls through the two cem- 
eteries she is greeted by tombstones bearing names of many of 
her former relatives, neighbors and friends. The Tappan con- 
servacy reservoir has destroyed her birthplace and girlhood 
home and the other homes and farms of the once beautiful and 
fertile valley of Little Stillwater. Thus, the years have done 
their work in bringing great changes, but Deersville, “the vil- 
lage among the wooded hills,’ lives on in the hearts of those 
who dwelt there or came under its influence. As Kipling said, 


God gave all men all earth to love, 
But since our hearts are small. 
Ordained for each one spot should prove 
Beloved over all. 


BROWNSVILLE, two miles northwest of Deersville and on 
the same ridge, platted on December 20, 1815, began with good 
prospects of growth. However, the blacksmith and other crafts- 
men located at Deersville, which became the community center. 
Brownsville consisted of a few houses, a tavern, and a school- 
house which made it the center of a country school-district. 
The schoolhouse burned in February, 1921, and was not rebuilt. 


John and Mary Dore Pittis, with their eleven children and 
some of the fourteen orphan boys whom they brought from the 
Isle of Wight, settled first at Brownsville in the fall of 1819. In 
spite of their large household, they kept a wayside tavern and 
provided food and shelter to the weary traveler on the Mora- 
vian Trail until December, 1832. They sold the place then and 
moved to their farm near Brownsville. They moved finally to 
Deersville, about the year 1840. 


FEED SPRING is four miles northwest of Brownsville and 
cn the same ridge. It became so known because the Moravian 
Trail travelers stopped to “feed” at the “spring.” The settlement 
comprises a few houses, a schoolhouse, a Presbyterian Church 
(built in 1827, rebuilt in 1856 and 1908) and a graveyard, and is 
the school and church center for a large agricultural commun- 
ity. It had a post office from 1850 to 1875. Rev. Samuel Patter- 
son, D.D., served as the pastor for fifty years. Many descen-

dants of John and Mary Dore Pittis were members of the church 
and sleep in the graveyard. 


TAPPAN, four miles north of Deersville and two miles east 
of Feed Spring, was platted on March 4, 1837, by John Marshall. 
Tappan criginally was the name of the post office, the village 
being called Franklin. The name Tappan derived from Ben- 
jamin Tappan who served as president judge of the Fifth Cir- 
cuit from 1816 to 1823 and resided here. [ater he was an attor- 
ney in Steubenville and a senator. The place became a village 
of about fifty homes and had a post office, hotel, two-room school- 
house, two churches, two general stores, blacksmith shop, car- 
riage and wagon shop, tannery, saddle and harness shop, flour- 
and-feed mill, broom factory, cider press, a dentist and jeweler, 
photographer, two physicians and one resident preacher. It was 
a good produce and market center fcr the surrounding country, 
which included a large portion of the Feed Spring district. 


John Pittis owned a farm (later the Jobe farm) situated on 
the road between Tappan and Deersville. Squire Robert, his 
son, later owned it and added to it three adjoining farms, com- 
prising a section of land. Robert gave a quarter-section or 160 
acres to each of his children, Thomas, Albert, Sarah Jane (Jobe) 
and Mary (O-Donnell). Each farm had a plastered and weath- 
erboarded log house which was later replaced by a white frame 
dwelling. Here, on connecting farms, all except Mary had their 
homes and reared their children. Tappan was their nearest vil- 
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lage and post office. The author and her brothers and sisters 


(children of Albert) attended the Tappan school in the upper 
grades. The Beaver Dam District School. on the farm of 


Thomas, took its name from Beaver Dam Run close by. It was. 


attended by the children of the three families. The conservancy 
reservoir, resulting from the dam built across Little Stillwater 
a half mile below Tappan, has destroyed the farms and their 
buildings, the Beaver Dam schoolhouse and the century-old vil- 
lage of Tappan.

A WHEELING RECORD. A history cf Wheeling, West Vir- 
ginia, and a county record in the courthouse at Wheeling, give 
the following: 

The town of Canton, now Bridgeport, was laid out by Ebenezer 
Zane, of Wheeling, May 9, 1806. Among early business men of 
Canton, now Bridgeport, were: Thomas Thompson, tavern-keeper, 
the first in the place; Ezra Williams, a wheelwright; Moses Rhodes 
and Artemus Baker, boat-builders; Thomas Woods. Joh» Pittis, 
Ford Scott and John Scott opened the first stores in the same year. 


It is not known when this John Pittis, of Bridgeport, Ohio, 
across the Ohio River from Wheeling, emigrated from England, 
nor is anything known of his pheecrt history. A deed, which 
is erroneously recorded in the name of John Pettis, shows: that 
he bought, from Thomas and Hannah Evans, on March 10, 1813, 
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for the sum of $918.00, four lots numbered One, Two, Five and 
Six, with the dwellinghouse and appurtenances thereto belong- 
ing, in Square Numbered One in the Town of Wheeling — which 
would be in the center of the present city of Wheeling. This is 
the earliest known Pittis record in the United States.

29. 9. JOHN PITTIS eer MARY DORE 


He was the eldest son of Thomas and Mary Clarke 
Pittis, of Newport, Isle of Wight, and was b. June 3, 1774, bapt. 
July 8, 1774, d. June 3, 1855, aged 81 years; m. July 1, 1795, aged 
21, at Carisbrooke, Mary Dere, b. June 3, 1777, of Newport, aged 
18, a minor, with the consent of her guardian, Thomas Buckell. 
John paid £40 for her release as an apprenticed seamstress that 
they might be married before the expiration of her contract. 
She d. Oct. 18, 1860, aged 83 years, 4 mo., 15 days. Both bur. 
Deersville, Ohio, where a tall, tapering, square white marble 
shaft marks their graves and the graves of Jane and Edward, 
two of their children with whom they lived in their last years. 


John was a hop merchant and brewer at Newport. This fact 
is confirmed by an entry in the Bible of Robert J. Edney, which 
states that he “married Mary Pittis, daughter of John Pittis, 
brewer, of Newport.” A law was passed which required him to 
pay a high tax as brewer. He followed the popular trend of 
the time, disposed of his business, chartered the ship Resolution 
and set sail for America. With him came his wife, their eleven 
children, Robert Jewell Edney, husband of their eldest daugh- 
ter, and one Edney child. He also brought fourteen orphan boys 
or young men who were to work for him for their passage. Some 
of them deserted upon arrival at Baltimore and most of them 
deserted before fulfilling their contract. One, Thomas Davage, 
who fulfilled his contract, became a prosperous business man of 
Pittsburgh, where his son was residing in 1896. Another was 
Mr. Kingsbury, whose son, T. H. Kingsbury, of near Freeport, 
Ohio, was known to the author’s brother Arthur. It was re- 
corded in the Bible of Mr. Kingsbury and in the Bible of R. J. 
Edney that the Resolution left the Port of Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
May 9, 1819, and landed at Baltimore, Maryland, July 6, 1819, 
after being two months at sea. 


In The Hampshire Telegraph of Monday, May 17, 1819, the 
following item appeared: 


On Sunday morning last that fine brig’, the Resolution, of 500 tons, 
Captain S. R. Clarke, Master, sailed from Cowes for Baltimore, 
chartered by Mr. John Pittis, of Newport, for himself and family 
and fitted up with every accommodation for the voyage. She has 
on board about fifty passengers besides Mr. Pittis and family. 
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The hull of the ship was filled with salt for ballast, which with 
other cargo was sold after arrival. Mr. and Mrs. Pittis brought 
with them their best furniture, 19 horses, 2 cows and a bull, 12 
chickens, and the equivalent of $100,000 in gold. Naomi, 
Edwara’s wife, said Mary told her several times that they 
brought $100,000 in gold and that Mary had the care of it on the 
voyage. During their voyage of nearly two months they en- 
countered a storm which lasted for three days. He thought it 
would be necessary to throw the horses and cattle overboard to 
save themselves, but she objected saying that if it came to the 
worst they would all share their fate together. She prayed fer- 
vently for their safety and they reached their destination. 


Their caravan of covered wagons and laden burros left Balti- 
more and started westward over the Cumberland Trail, a prim- 
itive road through the wilderness with unbridged streams and 
high mountains. They reached Wheeling in late summer, in- 
tending to go by boat to [Illinois but found the water in the Ohio 
River too low for navigation. While waiting for a rise of water 
in the river Mr. Norris, a miller who had delivered flour to be 
shipped by boat to New Orleans, told them that Illinois was 
reputed to be lowland where malaria and ague were prevalent. 
and said he knew of a place on the Moravian Road that was high 
and free from malaria. With Mr. Norris as guide they reached 
Brownsville, Harrison County, Ohio, where they arrived “the 
same year,” as was recorded by Mr. Edney in his Bible. Unable 
to obtain a house at once, they lived for a while (one report says 
three weeks) in a tent and their covered wagons. They settled 
first in Brownsville where they kept a tavern, that being in the 
days of the stage-coach. It is supposed that the tavern was 
already there and that they did not build it but bought it and 
several town lots. The bar was in a separate building close to 
the tavern, a still and springhouse were at the rear, and the 
stables and barn were on the opposite side of the road from the 
tavern. 


On December 28, 1832, they sold “‘five acres on the north side 
of the town” and twelve town lots in Brownsville to James Col- 
lier, and on February 25, 1833, they sold to Collier three other 
lots in Brownsville. The first deed bears the signatures of John 
and Mary, with their son Robert and John C. Auld, J. P., hus- 
band of their daughter Jane, as witnesses. Their signatures are 
reproduced beneath the photographs of John, Mary and Robert 
herein. James Collier sold the property to David Gladman in 
1842. The Gladman family lived in the tavern until September, 
1865, when they moved into their newly built frame dwelling 
and later razed the tavern. They acquired additional acreage 
and Gladman descendants still occupy this farm and the frame 
house built beside the old tavern. 


The Pittis tavern was a shelter for travelers on the Moravian 
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Road and a resort for hunters. Then deer, bear, wolves, pan- 
thers, catamounts, foxes, raccoons, opossums, polecats, ground- 
hogs, squirrels, and other wild annmals were in abundance, as 
well as copperheads and rattlesnakes. A deer-hunter was ad- 
justing the flintlock on his musket when its load was acciden- 
tally discharged. The bullet passed through the door between 
the diningroom and kitchen and struck Emma, their nineteen- 
year-old daughter who was standing at a table washing dishes, 
in the abdomen. She sank to the floor and in her agony of pain 
exclaimed, “Oh, now I know how the poor little deer suffer 
when they are shot.” She died the same evening and was laid 
to rest in the Magee graveyard one mile east of Deersville. 
Her mother grieved the remainder of her life over this tragedy. 
The author visited her tombstone on July 10, 1944; it is beneath 
a large tree and is in good condition, with the inscription very 
plain. When David Gladman razed the tavern her sister, Julia 
Pittis Reynard, had the door with the bullethole removed to 
her house in Deersville and hung as a door to her kitchen. 


The Pittis family moved to their farm northwest of Browns- 
ville towards Feed Spring, later known as the McBeth farm, 
where they apparently were living in 1839 when their youngest 
son, William Dore, died, since he was buried at Feed Spring 
and was engaged to Jane Minteer of Feed Spring. John planted 
a large peach orchard on this farm. He bought several farms in 
the vicinity for the purpose of growing hops and raising sheep. 
The hops were baled and sent by- boat down the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers to New Orleans and loaded onto ships. Jacob L. 
Price (56) said that John bought a large tract known as the 
Doorman land near Feed Spring. Henry Pittis Worstell (66) 
stated that John’s farms were: 


The McBeth farm near Brownsville, 160 acres 


The Sherman Cramblett farm between Browns- 
ville and Feed Spring, which John sold for 


$1500, : 160 acres 
The Worstell farm between Feed Spring and’ 
Tappan, 160 acres 


The Jobe farm between Tappan and Deers- 
ville, previously known as the Hite farm 214 acres 


The Hedge farm was meationed in John’s will. It may have 
been the one northeast of Deersville that later was the Welling- 
ton Wagers (50) farm which Frank J. Edney Moore (52) said 


John owned and cultivated when he lived in Deersville. In. 


Deersville, John continued to operate his farms, which were 
stocked chiefly with sheep, and to be a hop merchant and wool 
buyer. He was not as successful] financially as he had been in 
England, losing in most of his undertakings. In manner he was 
quick-tempered (John, Jr., was his only son to resemble him in 
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this respect) became somewhat gruff, a bit profane and none 
too reverential, but was ever respectful to his gentle and pious 
wife. She asked the blessing at the table and conducted family 
prayers, to which he was a silent listener. They remained in 
Deersville until the end of their long lives. 


In 1821, less than two years after his arrival in America, John 
returned to England to claim a legacy reported to have been 
left to Mary by her aunt, but was unsuccessful. .He returned on 
the brig Nepos May 26 and landed in Philadelphia July 20, 1821. 
This ship was chartered by George Hearn, father of Ellinor 
Hearn who married John’s son Thomas. On the ship were his 
sister Sarah Pittis Abraham, her husband and five children. 
The Hampshire Telegraph of Monday, June 4, 1821, carried the 
following item: 


Cowes, June 2nd. The ship Nepos, Captain Jesse Collins, Master, 
sailed from this place for Philadelphia on Saturday last (May 26th) 
and took out several emigrants from the Island, among whom were 
Mr. John Pittis on his return; George Hearn, Esq., of Kern, a 


wealthy farmer, and family; Mr. Hollier of Street Place; Mr. . 


Cooper of Wellow; Mr. Abraham, miller of Blackwater, and family; 
and several others, amounting altogether to upwards of sixty indi- 
viduals, nearly the whole of whom were natives and constant res- 
idents of the Island. 

The Passenger Manifest of the brig Nepos (of Boston), Jesse 
Collins, Master, from the Port of London and bound for the Port 
of Philadelphia, is in the files of the U. S. Customs Service, Phil- 
adelphia. A certified copy was made July 30, 1896, as follows:

Mary Dore was of Newport at the time of her marriage. All 
that is known of her immediate family is that she had more than 
one brother and that her father met his death by his head strik- 
ing a stone when he was thrown from a horse and was dead 
when found by the roadside. 


For the Dore coat-of-arms and further Dore records see the 
Dore Family in the Appendix and the chapter on the Isle of 
Wight. 


Mary was said by Dr. Patterson (her pastor), “Grandma” 
Clark, Naomi (Edward’s wife), her grandchildren and others 
who knew her, to have been of a sweet and emiable disposition 
and a noble woman. She was a staunch adherent to the Church 
of and. There being no church of that denomination in “the 
Brownsville and Feed Spring community, she gathered into her 
home those of that faith and conducted services of Scripture 


reading, singing and prayer. The early settlers were chiefly 


Presbyterian. Suspicion arose regarding the meetings held in 
the Pittis home and they were sometimes disturbed by stones 
being thrown against the house. Finally, after a meeting during 
which windows were broken, it was decided to discontinue 
Church of England gatherings and join the Presbyterians. In 
the discussion one of the men said, ‘Well, I don’t see much dif- 
ference anyway, except that the Episcopalians read their prayers 
and the Presbyterians pray at random.” Mary united with the 
Presbyterian Church of Deersville June 26, 1840 (at the same 
time as her son Robert and wife), and was a devout and loyal 
member; John remained a member of the Church of England. 
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(This date further indicates that they moved to Deersville in 
the spring of 1840.) : 

Mary survived John for five years and four months. In her 
later years she endeared herself to the children of the village by 
making parties and entertaining them in various ways. At one 
party she gave each one present a pin-cushion of her own mak- 
ing. She wrote a letter to her granddaughter Elizabeth Edney 
on her wedding day, which is reproduced below in fac-simile. 
She lived with Jane and Edward in the brick house. Jane died 
' two years before her mother did. A year later and just a year 
before Mary’s death, Edward married Naomi Higley. She min- 
istered tenderly to Mary and gave some of the foregoing facts 
regarding her, the voyage and storm at sea, and other early fam- 
ily history. Naomi gave to S. Belle Pittis some of Mary’s silver 
spoons bearing the engraved initials ‘“M. P.” which are now in | 
the possession of the author. Edward died four months after the 
death of his mother (sixteen months after his marriage) .and

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Naomi returned to her people at Rutland, Meigs County, south- 
ern Ohio. She kept in touch with the family, came back to 
Deersville on visits, and corresponded with Addie Edney Guthrie 
and Lousia Reynard Titus-Smylie before and after they married. 

Naomi gave to her nephew, Rev. Adelbert P. Higley, D.D. (d. 
Feb. 17, 1944), pastor of the Calvary Presbyterian Church in 
Cleveland for the past thirty years, Edward’s beautiful gold 
watch with the name Edward Pittis engraved on the outside of 


the case. It is a large thin watch; its case and face are decorated — 


with engraved English scenes. She gave his long gold watch- 
chain, worn around the neck, to a niece who moved to Wyom- 
ing, which Dr. Higley hoped to purchase but neglected to do. 
In chatting about family history he showed the watch to the 
author, who asked if he would permit it to return to the Pittis 
family; but he prized the watch and bequeathed it to his son. 


Mary was legatee under the will of John to all of his stock and 
the possession of his lands during her lifetime. John was legatee 
to £20 under will of his grandfather, John Pittis of Wymering. 


John and Mary brought from the Isle of Wight their Bible, in 
which are recorded the births of their fourteen children and the 
deaths of three. Two died in England, eleven came with them, 
and one was born in America. This Bible passed to their eldest 
daughter, Mary Pittis Edney; to her daughter, Louisa Edney 
Moore; to her daughter, Henrietta Moore Weber; to her son, 
Robert E. Weber, who died April 24, 1943, without issue; his 
widow, Louise Burgess Weber, gave the Bible to the author. 

Thirteen children were born on the Isle of Wight and bap- 
tized in St. Thomas Church, Newport. William Dore, the young- 
est, was born at Brownsville on December Ist, 1819, not long 
after their arrival there. They called him their American boy. 


He was a fine young man of nineteen years when he was struck ~ 


in the abdomen by a rail in a rail-pitching contest and died soon 
after. He was engaged to marry Jane Minteer of Feed Spring.

Recorded in the 
Probate Court of Harrison County, Ohio. 


Will made Feb. 8, 1854, at Deersville. Probated Nov. 22, 1855. 
This my last Will and Testament made in the year of our Lord 

one thousand eight hundred and fifty-four. 

I give to my son Edward Pittis and Jane Auld my daughter the 
quarter of land as described below. 

Situated in the townsnip of Franklin in the county of Harrison 
and described as follows: Being part of the N. E. quarter of sec- 
tion 2, township No. 15, in range 7, of lands sold at Steubenville, 
containing —— acres, now rented to William Erwin, my wife to 
hold possession of same during her life. 

I give to my son Henry Pittis one hundred and fifty dollars; 
to my daughter Mary Edney fifty dollars; 

to my daughter Ann Worstell fifty dollars; 

to my daughter Julia Reynard fifty dollars; 

to my son John Pittis fifty dollars; 

to my son Thomas Pittis fifty dollars; 

to my son Robert Pittis fifty dollars. 

My wife Mary Pittis to possess all my stock etc., the sheep, etc. 
and her life interest in the Hedge Farm as per agreement at Esqr. 
William Johnston’s. 

I request my sons Robert and Edward Pittis to be executors of 
this my will.

There appears to have been considerable exchange of lots and 
lands among John and his sons and Robert, Sr., and his sons, as 
there are about seventy-five Pittis deeds on record.

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They emigrated to the United States in 1819 on ship Resolution 
with her parents, her five brothers and five sisters. They brought 
their first-born child, their second child having died in March 
prior to their sailing. They “settled in Deersville the same 
year” of their arrival, as was recorded by him in his Bible. 
There he opened a general store. The country being new and 
but little money in circulation, he did not succeed as a merchant. 
He kept a hotel until his death, called the Travelers’ Rest, at 
the northeast corner of the two main intersecting streets, that 
being stage-coach days, and for many years was postmaster. 
He served as county auditor for four years. 1845-1849. His rec- 
ords were so well kept and written in such beautiful script as 
to remain an honor to his memory and an exhibit of fine early 
records. He and his wife united with the Presbyterian Church 
May 19, 1860, four months before her death. They probably 
were members of the Episcopal Chapel earlier. She was legatee 
to $50.00 under her father’s will. 


William Edney, Robert’s father, left £9000 in bank in England 
and by the terms of his will his widow, stepmother of Robert, had 
a life income from this money and also from a farm known as 
“Edney at Herney.” The farm was of considerable extent and had 
a coal mine, William Fidney being known as the “coal merchant.”’ 
At the death of the widow the entire property was to go to Robert, 
who was given possession of the will and brought it to America. 
The date of the stepmother’s death was unknown. 

In 1844, Henry, eldest son of Robert, and a Pittis relative were 
about to go to England to claim the estate, when Henry was taken 
ill and died in 1845. Robert, by reason of naturalization compli- 
cations and the opposition of his wife to his taking a sea voyage, 
never went to England to push his claim. In 1865 he was stricken 
with paralysis and died in 1866. The will was given to Attor- 
ney Scott of Cadiz for attention, but was lost with Scott’s death. 
The case was then placed with Kinney & Billman, attorneys in 
Cleveland, who gave the family the foregoing statement of facts. 
This “Statement of Facts” was given by Mrs. R. L. Timmons of 
Cadiz to the author, who wrote to officials in England and placed 
the case with Attorney Marlatt of Cleveland who had considerable 
success in claiming old estates in England for American heirs. 
Because of the great lapse of time and lack of documentary evi- 
dence (having merely a story) tne claim could not be proven. The 
estate probably had been taken over by the Chancery long ago.

He 
and his brother Robert went to Pittsburgh where they had a 
business as engravers and stencil-cuiters, at that time a very 
good business. He was 2nd Lieut. of the Carroll Blues of Pitts- 
burgh, holding the commission under Pres. Andrew Jackson. 
He went to New York City in 1832 where he cnd Robert, newly 
married, started in business as engravers and stencil-cutters at 
293 Pearl Street. Robert and his wife returned to Deersville 
within the year and Thomas continued the business.

July 7, 1897; became one of the best-known physicians of the dis- 
trict. He was advisory surgeon for the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, the Public Service Corporation of New Jersey and the 
New York Telephone Co. in Plainfield; medical examiner for the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. after 1898 for twenty-nine years 
until his death; medical examiner for the Aetna Life, New York 
Life, Travelers and Colonial Life Insurance companies, the Sun 
Life Assurance Co. of Canada, the fraternal orders of the Sons 
and Daughters of St. George, and surgeon for several Plainfield 
industrial organizations. From 1899 he was attached to the Muh- 
lenberg Hospital of Plainfield as physician, surgeon and obstet- 
rician. In 1904 he performed a notable skin-grafting operation 
on Wilson S. Frederick, an expressman who was severely scalded 
and burned in a railroad wreck, applying successively more than 
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A200 strips of skin which were contributed by the sufferer’s 
brother Masons and expressmen. This was the only case on rec- 
ord at that time in which the patient survived when more than 
half denuded of skin, and wide publicity was given to Dr. Pittis 
and the case in medical journals and newspapers of New York, 
Philadelphia and other eastern cities. 


Dr. Pittis was active in the civic affairs of Plainfield and held 
large real estate interests there. He was a member of the Union 
County and Plainfield medical societies, Plainfield Clinical Socie- 
ly, Masons, Knights Templars, Park Club, and Y.M.C.A. Asa 
member of the Grace Episcopal Church he took an active inter- 
est in the Men’s Club and Altar Society, and presented the 
church with a carillon of twenty-three bells which were cast to 
order in Croydon, England. He also donated a bell to St. Mark’s 
P. E. Church. His biographical sketch and photograph appeared 
in the National Cyclopedia of American Biography, 1929, vol. xx, 
p. 459. He was a collector of genealogical records in each of his 
parental lines and made use of the Pittis coat-qf-arms and crest. 
This volume is dedicated to his memory. No children.

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Sarah was the ninth child of Peter, son of John George Hout, 
and Rosannah Miller, dau. of Henry Miller (Heinrich Mueller) and 
Magdalena , all Germans of Berkeley County, Virginia (now 
West Virginia), formerly of Pennsylvania. 





Johann Georg Haudt, as he signed his name on the ship list of 
the Richard and Mary (John Moore, Master, from Rotterdam, last 
from Portsmouth, arrived at Philadelphia September 26, 1752), is 
said to have come from Strassburg, Alsace. His brother, Peter 
Haudt, emigrated a year earlier on the ship Patience, Captain 
Hugh Steel, from Rotterdam, last from Cowes July 22, landed at 
Philadelphia September 9, 1751, requiring seven weeks for the voy- 
age. After remaining in Pennsylvania for a time, Peter settled in 
Hagerstown, Maryland. 


Johann Georg Haudt, a mason by trade, whose name became 
Anglicized to John George Houte and then to Hout, married and 
lived in Pennsylvania, and then in Maryland. On May 26, 1763, he 
purchased 254 acres of land on Eik Branch in the part of Fred- 


erick County, Virginia, which later became Berkeley County, from _ 


the Right Honorable Thomas Lord Fairfax, Proprietor of the 
Northern Neck of Virginia. Here he established his home, about 
midway hetween Shepherdstown and Martinsburg. His family con- 
sisted of his wife, Catherine, four sons, Jacob, Peter, George Michael 
and Rudolph, and one daughter, Mary Heim, all active members of 
the German Lutheran Church. 


Two of the sons, Jacob and Peter Hout, served in the American 
. Revolution. Peter enlisted at the age of sixteen and a half years 
“for the War” and was in the Ninth Pennsylvania Regiment, com- 
manded by Colonel Richard Butler. His record is given in the 
Pennsylvania Archives, Fifth Series, vol. iii, pp. 415, 417, 419, 421. 
This record makes his descendants eligible for membership in the 
patriotic societies of the Revolution and was accepted as credentials 
for the author’s membership in the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. 


Peter Hout, b. Feb. 12, 1762, d. June 11, 1813, nr. Richmond, Jef- 
ferson County, Ohio; m. Nov. 21, 1786, in Berkeley County, Va., 
Rosannah Miller, b. Sept. 14, 1765, d. Aug. 7, 1822. On Dec. 19, 
1790, he bought 102 acres abcut seven miles northwest of Martins- 
burg, and there most of their ten children were born. On March 
23, 1813, he sold this farm for $3060 and joined that migration from 
Virginia cf people who were seeking new homes in the rich Ohio 
valley. He and his wife and ten children (the youngest was three 
and Sarah was six years of age) and Rachel French, bride of his 
eldest son, Henry, made the perilous journey of several weeks in 
the springtime in their pioneer covered wagons. Their route was 
along the Cumberland Trail, on primitive roads through primeval 
forests, across unbridged streams and over high mountains, to 
Wheeling and on to Richmond, Jefferson County, Ohio, then frontier 
country. On October 23, 1807, Peter had obtained a grant, bearing 
the signature of Thomas Jefferson, President, for a section of land 
in Salem Township, Jefferson County. He was not privileged to 
develop this 640-acre tract in the “land of promise” for he died, 
intestate, on June 11, 1813, a short time after his arrival there. 
Rosannah survived him for nine years. His land and the nearby 
farms of his sons became known as Hout Ridge. His daughter 
Catherine married Samuel Simpson, of Richland County, Ohio, and 
their daughter Nancy was the wife of Henry Pittis. (See 47.) 


After the death af Rosannah the youngest daughters, Elizabeth 
and Sarah, lived with their eldest sister, Mary, who married William 
Albert. The Alberts kept the Lion Hotel at New Philadelphia, O., 
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which was where Robert Pittis met Sarah and where they were 
married. She became a woman of strong mind and good judgment, 


a firm friend, and of quick and helpful sympathy for the needy. 
Dr. Patterson, her pastor, said at the time of her death that no one 
woman had exerted more beneficent influence than she in the church 
of which she was a member for forty-seven years, and in the com- 
munity during her long residence of fifty-five years. 
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ROBERT PITTIS, J.P. SARAH HouT PITTIS 


Robert, at the age of fifteen and a half years, crossed the ocean 
in 1819 on the ship Resolution with his parents and family and 
with them made the journey in pioneer covered wagons from 
Baltimore, Maryland, to Brownsville, Ohio. There he lived until 
he and his brother Thomas went to Pittsburgh and set up a busi- 
ness as engravers and stencil-cutters. When he and Sarah were 
married they went to New York and he and Thomas again en- 
gaged in business as engravers and stencil-cutters, but Robert 
and Sarah returned to Deersville the same year (1832) and 
cpened a drygoods and grocery store. For a time he had the 
only store there and did well. He owned the second brick house 
in town and a frame store-room adjoining it in which he had 
his store. Sarah was his efficient helpmeet and assisted in the 
store. The author’s childhood recollection of this house follows: 
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The two-story brick house was built flush with the street, as were 
most of the houses there. A side street passed along the west side 
of the house and lot and up the hillside. The entrance was in the 
center front with stone steps on each side leading from the side 
walk to a stone landing at the dcorway of a center hall; an iron 
railing guarded the outer edge of the steps and landing. The par- 
lor was to the east of the hall and contained its Brussels carpet, 
lace curtains, melodeon, horsehaircloth-covered set, marble-top 
stand, glass oval with wax flowers, vases, stereoscope and basket of 
pictures, whatnct, bric-a-brac, family album, and portraits. The 
living room was to the west, with a large dining room and kitchen 
back of it. The exterior at the rear was L-shaped with a wide porch 
the full length both upstairs and down, which formed the west and 
south sides of a patio with a 60-feet-deep windlass well and its “old 
oaken bucket” in the center. On the north side was a stone retain- 
ing-wall with a built-in cave for refrigeration and steps which led 
to the large lot. The east side was formed by the coal and wood 
shed and a passage to the adjoining lot. The patio was paved with 
stone and overhead was a roof of dense grapevines. The lot had an 
orchard of apple, peach, plum, pear and cherry trees; through the 
center was a walk enclosed by a grape arbor which led to the gar- 
den and stable. Deersville was an excellent fruit-growing locality 
and the trees and vines of this lot were laden each year with lus- 
cious fruit, to the delight of the children and especially the grand- 
children. After the death of Sarah the property was sold to Mr. 
and Mrs. George McElroy and when remodeled became the McElroy 
Hotel. After their deaths their daughter, Vinnie McElroy, was ap- 
pointed postmistress and the post office was located in a rear corner 
room to which a walk on the east side led from the street. On Sep- 
tember 5, 1930, the post office and house burned and the lot remains 
vacant except for the old well, stone-wall and cave, 


Robert in 1859 bought a building on the Public Square in New 
Philadelphia, O., for $16,000. In part of it was the Exchange 
Hotel and in part he had his drygoods and grocery store, in which 
his son Albert was clerk. He bought a beautiful residence on 
North Broadway, also some town lots, and remained for two 
years. The damp climate of the river plains affected his health 
and in 1861 they returned to Deersville where he continued as 
merchant until his death. 


Robert prospered, acquired considerable land, and gave each 
of his five surviving children a farm of 160 acres, other property 
and money. He owned the James Howell farm near Brownsville, 
which he rented to John and Julia Pittis Reynard, and their three 
eldest children, William, Marmaduke and Mary Dore, were born 
there. He also owned a lot, bought for him by Thomas, adjoining 
the residence of Thomas, in New York, for which he paid $4000. 
He sold it to Thomas for $8000, and Thomas in turn sold it to 
Wm. B. Astor for $16,000. On the lot Mr. Astor built a large 
house, his house and lot being next to that of Thomas. 


Robert was justice of the peace and performed a number of 
marriages which are on record at Cadiz. To distinguish them, he 
was known as “Squire Pittis” and his cousin Robert as ‘“Post- 
master Pittis.”’ He and Sarah united with the Deersville Pres- 
byterian Church June 26, 1840, at the same time that his mother 
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joined. He was ordained elder January 8, 1842,-and served in 
that capacity the remainder of his life; was one of the main sup- 
porters of the church, as Sarah continued to be after his death; 
was leader of the choir for twenty-five years, which for a while 
consisted of four men. His home was the stopping-place for Rev. 
T. R. Crawford, D.D., pastor of the Nottingham Pres. Church, 
who wrote Forty Years Pastorate and Reminiscenses and who 
preached on alternate Sundays at Deersville for a time; also for 
Hon. John A. Bingham and other politica! speakers from Cadiz 
and elsewhere. Robert was a director of the First National 
Bank of Cadiz; was one of three executors appointed by will of 
his uncle, Robert Pittis, Sr.; he and Edward were executors of 
their father’s will. He was legatee under his father’s will to $50, 
which he declined and divided among his sisters; legatee under 
will of Edward to a fifth of certain land at Fort Des Moines, Iowa. 
He named Sarah and their son Thomas executors of his will, 
without bond, Sarah being the main beneficiary during her life. 


When their family consisted of four boys, the boys had scarlet 
fever. Three died within six weeks and Thomas, the eldest, was 
not expected to live but did survive, then their only child. A 
year later twins were born. Eight children, born and baptized 
at Deersville, recorded in their Bible, which passed to their son 
Thomas, and to his son Robert R.

also 40 acres of the N. side of Sec. 33, and 11244 rods adjoining 
on the E. side, being part of the N. W. quarter of Sec. 27;

adjoining the town of Deersville; also part of the same quarter Sec. 
containing 14 acre on the north side of Deersville and known as the 
Mill Lot; 

also part of lots 83 and 84 in the town of Cadiz, agreeable to a 
deed of purchase from Rezin J. Bennett;

I nominate and appoint my son Thomas (and in case he refuses 
to act, then my son Albert) and my daughter Julia to be executors 
of this my last Will and Testament, and my executors shall not be 
required to give any bond for the performance of their duties.

Thomas entered Franklin Coll.. New Athens, O., 1850, at the 
age of seventeen. He and Eliza united with the Presbyterian 
Church, Deersville, Feb. 5, 1859, but transferred to the Pres. 
Church of Feed Spring, where her people were members. He 
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was ordained elder Oct. 1, 1870, and served until 1892 when he 
retired from the farm. The present Feed Spring church has a 
stained glass window to their memory. He volunteered, with 
Rev. S. Patterson, D.D., in the U. S. Christian Commission, a 
forerunner of today’s Amer. Red Cross, and served in the Lin- 
coln Hospital, East Branch of the Potomac River (which had 
2600 patients), 1863-64, in the Civil War. One of his duties was 
to help move wounded soldiers from the battlefield to the hos- 
pital. At Eliza’s funeral service Dr. Patterson eulogized: ‘When 
the call came for her husband to serve his country this patriotic 
woman said, ‘Go with your pastor, I will take care of the chil- 
dren and the stock.’ ” 


Themas received at marriage fiom his father 160 acres and 
later 10 adjoining acres a mile south of Tappan. On the 160 
acres there had been first a log, then a brick, then a frame and 
clapboard house. A frame house was built in 1855, the year of 
his marriage, where he lived and reared his children. He rented 
the farm to Mr. Campbell and went to Canonsburg, Pa., for the 
two years 1877-79 to give his children better school advantages. 
He was legatee to other property and funds under wills of his 
father and mother, served as executor of both wills without 
bond, and was administrator of his sister Julia’s estate. He re- 
tired in December, 1892. He and Eliza went to Cleveland, 
where he engaged in missionary work at the Men’s Lodging- 
house Mission, Lakeside Hospital, Workhouse and City Jail. 
Many convicts kept in touch with him after they were sent to 
the Penitentiary. After Eliza’s death he was missionary for a 
time among the Navajo Indians in New Mexico, and then among 


. Indians in the Indian Territory, now Oklahoma, where he died

She was happy when making 
others happy, and Aunt Julia always had a supply of cookies, 
turnover pies and dainties for her little nieces and nephews — 
while Grandma had a store of shining new pennies, bags of mint 
and evergreen lozenges, raisins and other sweetmeats in the 
deep pocket of her spacious skirt. Julia was tenderly devoted 
to her mother, whe in her later years was enfeebled by an in- 
jured ankle. After the death of her twin brother she grieved, 
pined, wasted away and died in less than a year with no apparent 
disease.

She had a box of letters received from boys in the 
98th which she kept for more than half a century but regret- 
fully burned when the farm was sold in 1915. Her brother, 
Hugh A. Birney, gave his life in the 98th. Memorial Day was 
loyally observed by her and she took a leading part in having 
the Deersville Cemetery, in which many soldiers were buried, 
kept in good condition as long as she lived. She retired from the 
farm in 1903, and resided in Cleveland where she was active in 
church and social work. 


Albert att. Franklin Coll., New Athens, O.; was granted a 
teacher’s certificate in Harrison County in 1858 at the age of 17; 
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united with the Presbyterian Church, Deersville, Oct. 24, 1863; 
was ordained elder Feb. 25, 1879, and served until his death; was 
elder and member of the building committee for the present 
brick church building, donated the lot on which it stands, and 
gave freely of his time and funds in its erection.

the S.S. Queen Mary, toured independently, spent in London 
the week of the coronation of George VI and Queen Elizabeth,

The Distinguished Flying Cross was awarded March 20, 1945, 
with the following citation: 


For extraordinary achievement while serving as lead navigator 
of division and squadron formation on heavy bombardment mis- 
sions against the enemy. Lieutenant Pittis demonstrated excep- 
tional proficiency in guiding his formations to the assigned targets 
in devastating attacks against Merseburg, Germany, 25th Novem- 
ber, 1944; Hannover, Germany, 15th December, 1944; and Karls- 
ruhe, Germany, 12th January, 1945, despite the dangers of adverse 
weather conditions and heavy accurate anti-aircraft fire on each 
mission. The outstanding navigational skill displayed by Lieuten- 
ant Pittis materially contributed to the success of these important

Robert was a yeoman of Blackwater, I. W., as was stated in his 
mother’s will. He was legatee to one-fourth of her property re- 
maining after the bequests to her daughters; he and Richard 
served as executors. He was eligible to £20 under will of his 
grandiather, John Pittis of Wymering. On the flyleaf of his 
Bible (now in the possession of his granddaughter Harriet B. 
Pittis) he recorded, “Emigrated to the United States in the 
autumn of 1831.” With him came Jane and their four children. 
They stopped in eastern Pennsylvania for a visit with Mr. and 
Mrs. George Hearn (Mary Arnold, Jane’s elder sister) who 
emigrated ten years earlier. He bought a farm in Nottingham 
Township south of Deersville in 1831. soon after his arrival 
there. It was in the possession of his descendants until recently, 
when it and its buildings were destroyed because of the Clen- 
denning reservoir of the Muskingum Conservancy project.

He contin- 
ued this business and firm name until his retirement in 1887, 
when he moved to Scio, O. He was very strict in business mat- 
ters, did a strictly cash business, granted credit to no one, thereby 
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losing some trade but having no bad bock accounts. He was 
postmaster for many years, with the post office in his store, and 
was known as “Postmaster Pittis.’ He became corpulent and 
was familiarly called “Pussy Bob.” The author was in Deers- 
ville on July 10, 1944, and was surprised to hear an elderly cit- 
izen still refer to him as “Pussy Bob Pittis.” The frame house 
in which he resided and had his store burned May 10, 1913, and 
the lot remains vacant. He and Elizabeth at first were members 
of the Episcopal Chapel; later they and their daughter Harriet 
were devotedly active in the Wesleyan Church, which occupied 
the remodeled building of the former Episcopal Chapel. He kept 
a diary, was legatee under his father’s will and one of the exec- 
utors. Seven children, born at Deersville, recorded in his Bible, 
now in the possession of his daughter Harriet.

Sir Knights: With keen sorrow and poignant grief, announcement 
is made of the death of Sir Knight William Pittis, our former 
Recorder, after a long and painful illness. 

We remember him as an unusually fine specimen of perfect phys- 
ical manhood as we recall him in his familiar position in the Com- 
mandery. As Recorder, he became almost indispensable — an en- 
cyclopedia of Templar matters; a Sir Knight whose acts of charity 
and deeds of beneficence spread his fame as a man with “unwearied 
zeal in a brother’s cause”; his devotion and zeal for the Comman- 
dery were boundless -—his pen, his pocket, his time, his strength 
were never called upon in vain. 
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Sir Knight Pittis was raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason in Robinson Lodge No. 266, in the State of Kentucky, in 
1863; after moving to Washington, he was exalted to the degree of 
Royal Arch Mason in Potomac Chapter No. 8, Georgetown, D.C., 
and subsequently served as High Priest. He was knighted in Co- 
lumbia Commandery April 6, 1877, first holding office as Standard 
Bearer; in December, 1881, he was elected Recorder, faithfully 
serving until illness forced him to relinquish the office in 1896. He 
was a Noble of Almas Temple, A.A.O.N.M.S., member of Masonic 
Veteran Assn. of the District of .Columbia, Washington Masonic 
Veteran Assn., and Garfield Post No. 7, G.A.R. 


He rendered services of distinction in the Civil War; became 
private secretary to the Chief Medical Director, Dept. of the Lakes, 
U. S. Army; was appointed to the Surgeon-General’s Office July 1, 
1874, being at one time Chief of Division; was employed in the War 
Department until his retirement due to illness. His general worth 
and uniform courtesy made him conspicuously a man among men. 

His funeral was conducted by the Sir Knights of Columbia Com- 
mandery in full Templar uniform.

Dr. John W. Scott was skillful and had genius as an inventor. 
He was a watch and clock maker at Cadiz; practiced deni’stry 
and made his own dental instruments; desizned and made a 
musical instrument called the melo-phean, a forerunner of the 
piano,’ He made a number of these instruments, which were in 
-the homes of the Scott family and families of the community. 
One of the instruments was presented in 1907. to the. United 
States National Museum (Smithsonian Institute, catalogue No. 
248,305) by his children through his daughter, Julia (Mrs. G. 
W. Woodborne). The catalogue card bears the following infor- 
mation: 


Melo-phean (harmonium). John W. Scott, Cadiz, Ohio. 

Size: 60” long by 2238” wide by 33%4” total height by 10%” body 
height. 

A rectangular body standing on 4 hexagonal legs. The top is in two 
parts hinged together with a hinged flap to enclose the keyboard. 
The keyboard has 43 ivory-faced natural keys and 30 ebony sharps. 
It has a compass of 6 octaves from F, on the 4th line below the base 
clef to F on the seventh Iedger line above the tenor clef. It has 2 
pressure bellows that force the wind through the reeds; they are 
worked by pedals, one by the right foot, the other by the left. It 
has but one wind chest, each individual has an opening beneath it 
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closed by a valve that is actuated by one of the keys of the key- 
board. The lower 5 octaves has each reed enclosed in a cell, tne 
4th octave has no cells. The vibrating tongues of all the reeds 
are of steel; they are not riveted to the reed plate but each one is 
clamped to it by an individual crowbar and two screws... There 
are two reed plates, one for the lower 5 octaves, the other for the 
6th octave. 


_ On November 19, 1907, Mr. E. H. Hawley, in charge of musical 
instruments, sent a letter to Mrs. Woodborne in which he stated: 
! Coyadios I find it a more welcome addition than I at first thought, 
inasmuch as the wind is forced through the reeds with a pair of 
pressure bellows and not sucked through with an exhaust bellows. 
Another feature is that the reeds of steel are not riveted to the 
reed plate, but each is clamped to it individually. It has the char- 
acteristics of both the old harmonium and the seraphine. We have 
in this collection but one other instrument having steel reeds, the 
melophone, invented by Leclerc, a watchmaker of Paris, in 1837. 
This one is more like an accordion with a body like a large guitar. 
Inside the body is a double bellows — one furnishes the wind when 


pulled out by a handle; the other, when pushed in. See

John W. Scott was the son of James Scott, native of Sowerby 
Bridge, Yorkshire, and his first wife, Miss Howarth, who died in 
England. His second wife was Harriet Arnold, by whom he had 
children. He emigrated in 1816 with three children, John, William 
and Eliza, and settled first at York, now Toronto, Canada, then 


to Cadiz ahd carried his little daughter all the way.* He was the 


rst-watch’ and clock maker in Harrison County. Upon the death 
of the father, the care of the family fell upon John, who contin- 
ued his father’s business in a shop which was on the site of the 
courthouse. In 1842 John was appointed postmaster and served one 
year. He practiced dentistry for a number of years and was known 
as Dr. Scott. He was a calm, self-possessed man whose judgment 
commanded the highest respect, a highly esteemed and thoroughly 
honest man whose word was as good as his written bond.

Mys. Jane Pittis Scott was born on the Isle of Wight the same 
month and year and died the same year as Queen Victoria. She was 
a favorite niece of Aaron Arnold, founder of the drygoods firm of 
Arnold, Constable & Co., New York City, which is still in operation. 


“Mrs. Scott-was a noble womiait;-the compantor and-counsellor of a” 
-good man for nearly half a century, the loving mother of a daugh- 
ter and five stalwart sons, and a public spirited citizen — her sym- 
pathetic kindness and generosity were proverbial. She was a great 
reader, an excellent conversationalist and a writer of merit. As an 
active member of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals she contributed many influential articles on this subject to the 
local papers and publications throughout the country. Slavery and 
temperance also claimed her interest. Devoutly religious and char- 
itable, in her youth she joined the Episcopal Church and retained 
her membership in that church. Her husband being a devoted ad- 
herent to the Disciple Church, they were among its main suppor-

Clarke Pittis of Newport, Isle of Wight, and was b. May 4, 1787, 
bapt. Dec. 27, 1792, d. Nov. i1, 1844, aged 57; married 1810, 
James Abraham, b. 1787, d. Nov. 16, 1857, aged 70, according to 
the burial records of Deersville, where both were buried. The 
name was often shortened to Abram when spoken and some 
descendants adopted that form. He was a miller at Blackwater, 
Arreton Parish, Isle of Wight. They and their five children 
emigrated from the Isle on the brig Nepos, a sailing vessel built 
and owned in Boston.

James 
bought a farm three miles south of Deersville in Nottingham 
Townnship, near the farm of her brother Robert Pittis, Sr., and 
had a water-power sawmill there. Sarah was eligible to £20 
under will of her grandfather John Pittis of Wymering. She 
was legatee to £50 under the will! of her mother but the item was 
crossed out, presumably after Sarah went to America. By codi- 
cil Mary stated that she had sent £60 to Sarah in America; by 
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ancther codicil Sarah was left £40 at Mary’s death (p. 94).

As a young man William worked on river boats and traveled down 
the Ohio River, through the wilds of Mississippi and Arkansas, and as 


far north as Wisconsin. In after years he thrilled his children and 
grandchildren with accounts of his early life. He told them about the

fuel for the boilers, and how armed guards had to protect the wood- 
choppers from the numerous panthers. 


Soon after marriage the young couple migrated to Indiana, where her 
family lived. They bought 160 acres tern miies from Indianapolis and 
lived there for four years. Here their children Richard and Julia were 
born. Because the land was swampy and malaria prevalent they sold 
this land and bought eighty acres in the more hilly Morgan County, to 
which they moved in 1845. After three years they bought 200 additional 
aces of both hill and valley land watered by Stott’s Creek. Panthers 
absunded, reminding William of his experiences with panthers along the 
rivers. They moved to the house on the 200 acres, and in 1850 built a 
large and imposing three-gabled house on the hill. It could be seen for 
a long distance and was spoken of as the ‘Abraham home.” A beautiful 
curved walnut staircase led to the second floor. The house and farm 
are still occupied by their son William and his son Omer. Much of 
their original furniture remains in the house, and shrubs and trees which 
they planted still beautify the yard. 


William drained the lowlands by ditches into which he put oak rails, 
covered them with oak shingles, then filled in the dirt. Some of these 
early ditches are still in service. His main crop was wheat. The early 
method was to handcast wheat in corn-rows and plow it under with the 
oldfashioned shovel plow which battled with high weeds. He was the 
first man in the district to introduce thorough tillage before planting, 
and was the first to use large Finglish clover to rebuild the soil. He suc- 
ceeded in getting a yield of 32 bushels of wheat to the acre, an excellent 
yield at that time. He built a large granary in which grain was stored 
until the convoy of wagons hauled it to Indianapolis, where it was paid 
for in gold. He continued to increase his acreage and became one of 
the leading and most influential citizens of the county. 


That part of Indiana was setlled largely by people from Virginia and 
Kentucky who were Southern sympathizers. William was a staunch 
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Union man, as were his employees. The “Copperheads” and “Knights 
of the Golden Circle,” subversive Southern elements, were active. Feud- 
ing in Northern states having Confederate supporters meant neighbor 
against neighbor, resistance to draft officers, night riders, shots fired 
at loyal Unionists. The Abraham home became its own armed citadel 
as the tension grew. The men slept, ate and worked with gun at hand. 
The line of wheat wagons had armed guards, and part of the gold re- 
ceived went to pay bounties fer Union soldiers. 

About 1882, William and Maria gave each of their six children 
eighty acres and retired from extensive farming. They bought 
forty acres at Providence, Johnson County, Indiana, where they 
lived until the death of each. Their widowed daughter Sarah 
lived with them in their declining years. They were active 
members and liberal supporters of the Pleasant Grove Christian 
Church, founded in 1838. They established a family of land- 
owners, and today their descendants collectively own over 5000 
acres in Indiana. William and his brother James of Oregon vis- 
ited at Deersville in 1884, after an absence of over forty years.

Kentucky Union Vol- 
unteer Infantry and served in the Civil War for over three years. He 
was in the battles of Shiloh, Stone River, Chickamauga, Murfreesboro, 
and many other hotly contested engagements and skirmishes. At Chick- 
amauga he received a severe wound in the left arm. He grad. M.D. Miami 
Medical College, Cincinnati, Ohio, 1867; located at Providence, Indiana, 
where he gained the confidence and good will of the people as the family 
doctor; became a leading citizen in the community and a supporter of 
the public welfare. He passed through the stages of the doctor on 
horseback with saddlebags, the horse and buggy days, and finally the 
autcmobile. He was the owner of a splendid farm of 240 acres, to 
the cultivation cf which he gave his personal attention. 

He and Julia built an attractive home in Franklin in 1913, in

THE ARNOLD FAMILY 


The name Arnold is of ancient origin. It was employed by the 
Teutonic tribes to mean “Eagle Power” —a people that can soar 
and search. The pages of history are replete with the brilliant 
achievements of this family. Its members have distinguished 
themselves in literature, education, science, theology, philosophy, 
politics and various other fields. The College ot Arms estab- 
lishes the origin of the family among the early Princes of Wales. 
The Arnold lineage is traced in direct descent from Alfred the 
Great, king of England, born 847, in The Arnold Lucky Family 
Ties, published by Rev. Leonard W. A. Lucky, Ph.D., D.D., New 
York, 1931. 


The nine Arnold marriages with members of the Pittis family 
between 1664 and 1942 indicate that there has been a bond of 
affinity between the two families that has continued for almost 
three hundred years and still exists. Richard Arnold of Wayte’s

Court, a manor house at Brighstone, Isle of Wight, had two 
daughters, Elizabeth and Jane, who married Edward and Robert 
Pittis respectively; and two granddaughters, Sarah and Maria, 
who married George Pittis and William Abraham respectively. 
Sarah and Maria were the daugters of Richard’s son John. (Pp. 
Pos25 993, OTM 231, 200, 210, 213.) 


_ John Arnold (1788-1864) was a man of scholarly tastes and 
liberal education. He had an extensive knowledge of literature 
and the political theories of the French philosophers. With a 
longing to dwell in a land where these thecries were fundamen- 
tal principles of the government, he and his brother Aaron em- 
barked at the Port of Cowes on the British ship Cossack on May 
20, 1820, and after a long and tedious voyage, landed at New 
York. From there they went to Philadelphia; thence in a six- 
horse wagon cover the Alleghenies to Pittsburgh, and then in a 


_ covered boat down the Ohio River to Cincinnati. They travelea 


on to Connersville, Indiana, where they obtained a guide and 
pushed still farther into the wilderness to select a spot for settle- 
ment. From a sketch pertaining to his grandson John in the 
February 8, 1930, issue of The Prairie Farmer, published in 
Chicago, the following informaticn is culled: 


On the morning of October 20, 1820, John Arnold appeared at the 
government land office at Brookville, Indiana, to purchase land in the 
“New Purchase” tract, as it was called, which had been ceded to the 
United States government by the Delaware Indians. He selected a tract 
four miles northeast of the present site of Rushville. The heavy timber 
and springs of good water appealed to him. The price of the land was 
$1.25 per acre. A “squatter” claimed “squatter’s rights” on the 160 
acres or quarter section. Mr. Arnold promptly bought him out with 
500 silver dollars. 


Mr. Arnold had left his family on the Isle until he reconnoitered. He 
sent back glowing reports and arranged for his wife and four children 
to join him in the new “land of promise.” He built a two-story log 
house fronting on the old trail from Cincinnati to Indianapolis in read- 
iness for their coming. They made the voyage on the brig Nepos which 
landed at Philadelphia July 20, 1821. On the same ship were his 
brother Isaac, wife and four children; his sister Mary, wife of George 
Hearn, and their seven children; also James and Sarah Pittis Abraham 
and their five children. In the ship list, John’s family is listed as “Mrs. 
Mariane Arnold & Four children, with 11 trunks & boxes, 1 hamper, 2 
bags, 4 baskets and bedding, 2 saddles” (p. 148). 


The pioneer John Arnold had a dream of building in Rush County a 
house of the manorial type such as the Arnold family had lived in on 
the Isle of Wight from early times. He soon found that pioneer America 
had a long way to go before country life could attain the dignity and 
exclusiveness that had characterized the life of the Arnolds. Every- 
thing was primitive; Herculean labor was required to clear the land 
of the black walnut, oak, poplar and other trees that covered the land. 
On the farm there still remain stumps of wainut trees that were eight 
feet across. Such a tree today would easily have a value of a thousand 
dollars. These great trees were cut down and burned to make room for 
corn and wheat. Mr. Arnold opened a post office and store on the trail 
close to his home, where he supplied the settlers with hardware, primi- 
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tive tools, boots, clcthing, sugar and cther supplies, including whisky— 
a jug of which was taken to the field along with a jug of water. He 
built a log cabin for a tenant who worked on the farm. There being 
no school, he and his wife instructed their children. 

Their only son was named John. He became a physician and 
surgeon and for more than half a century ministered to the sick 
of Rush and other counties. He lived for ten years at Conners- 
ville, for thirty-four years on the farm, which he operated, and 
after 1877 in Rushville. A biographical sketch gives the follow- 
ing facts: 


Dr. John Arnold in 1841 returned to the Isle of Wight to visit the 
home of his childhood. He also visited a number of huspitals in Eng- 
land. In 1850 he began the constructicn of a house on the farm which 
was to be the fulfillment cf his and his father’s dream. It required 
three years to build—and how it was built! Every piece was hand- 
made froin timber cut and cured on the farm. The supporting beams 
across the full basement are 12 by 13 inches. The weatherboarding is 
full-inch stuff; the frcnt part of the house is finished entirely in black 
walnut 114 inches thick. The construction was so sturay that it stands 
today in perfect preservation. It is said that it cost $9000 to ‘build, 
even in thcse days. It has 15 rooms, 30 doors and 30 windows which 
fit as snugly as when built. <A cast-iron fence encloses the yard in which 
there are huge evergreen trees. The whole place is suggestive of the 
scion of landed zentry in England who dreamed of establishing the old 
English manor in America. Transplanted traditions thrived fairly well 
in the old South, but in the go-getting North it was another story. Eng- 
lish country life, with its stateliness, its leisure and its charm, was not 
to be re-created in the rugged North. 

Dr. Arnold had a son Dr. Wm. W. Arnold, who was a prom- 
inent physician and had a hospital at Colorado Springs. The lat- 
ter had a son Dr. C. R. Arnold, who also was a physician at Col- 
orado Springs — three generaiions oi Arnold physicians. When 
Dr. John Arnold died, the 336-acre farm passed to his son John 
(b. 1847), the third John Arnold to hold title to the farm. It is 
now occupied by John III’s son Harvey. The story of the Arnold 
farm in Indiana is the story of pioneer life in America in general 
— battles with Indians, with the wilderness, the wild animals, the 
elements. It tried the heart and nerve of the strongest and 


developed a sturdy, liberty-loving people. 


There is account of a hazardous journey made on horseback to 
Indiana by George Pittis; but how Sarah and Maria, daughters 
of John Arnold in Indiana, chanced to marry at Deersville, Ohio, 
two Deersville men in the days of dangerous and difficult travel 
is an untold story. Besides the families already mentioned, there 
were other Arnolds living in the Deersville vicinity. ‘ 

Dr. and Mrs. Oran Arnold Province have two cups, some sil- 
ver spoons and a necklace that the Arnolds brought from the 
Isle of Wight; also a beaded bag, a rose-backed love-seat and two 
Bibles that belonged to his grandmother, Maria Arnold Abraham. 
In one, a small Bible, is written:

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THE BIRNEY FAMILY 


Five marriages between the Pittis and the Birney family lines 
are recorded in this volume. 


» The Birney family is of Scotch-Irish extraction. By this is 
meant the native Irishmen who followed Henry VIII into the 
Church of England and colonized in Scotland, and their descen- 
dants who in turn migrated from Scotland as Protestant colonists 
of James I to the six counties in northern Ireland that are known 
as the province of Ulster. In John O’Hart’s work on Irish Pedi- 
grees, the Birneys may trace their ancestry to a remote period, 
even to father Adam, and find historical characters among their 
progenitors. A coat-of-arms was registered in 1672 for Sir An- 
drew Birney of Salin, Scotland, one of the senators of the College 
of Justice. a Tae ey an 

The Birneys were loyalists and had large land holdings, which 
were mainly in County Tyrone in Ulster. During the Crom- 
wellian rule they were to a great extent divested of their lands. 
In 1937 the author was in four Birney homes in County Tyrone 
and two in Londonderry. The old estate of “Orange George” 
Birney is near Fivemiletown in Clogher Parish and is still in the 
possession of his descendants in a female line. They treasure a 
collection of relics, old deeds and legal documents and the orange 
coat worn by George in parades and on important occasions. A 
Birney family in Omah, the county-seat, has been long resident 
there. In Londonderry, Captain Alexander Birney is chief of 
the Special Constabulary. He has an interesting lot of medals 
and silver cups awarded him by the kings since Queen Victoria 
and other notables for his efficient marshalling of parades and 
other services. He is the Lieutenant-Governor of the ‘“Appren- 
tice Boys of Derry,” an order continued since the Apprentice 
Boys of Derry closed the gates of the city against the army of 
James I in 1688. 

Ulster has furnished to the United States many strong men 
distinguished for their ability, energy, moral courage and tenac- 
ity of purpose who have helped to shape republican institutions. 
Among these was James Birney (b. 1767) of Danville, Kentucky, 
who became one of the noted men of the bluegrass state and one 
of the wealthiest. 

His son, James Gillespie Birney (1792-1857), was a significant figure 
in American history. An attorney of rare ability, a fluent and polished 
speaker, an ardent abolitionist, he was a zealous advocate of Negro 
emancipation, an eloquent, fearless and indefatigable worker in the 
cause of anti-slavery. Birney’s Liberty party, formed in 1840, ad- 
vanced an issue that triumphed twenty-five years later. A presidential 
candidate of the Liberal party in 1840 and again in 1844 (his defeat 
aided by the “Garland Forgery”), he stood for a principle which pro- 
vided the most/important issu@in American politics during the next two 
decades and ficiaed in the greatest civil war in history. The seed 
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which he sowed fell on fertile ground, the banner which he upheld was 
carried to victory, and slavery in the United States was abolished. 
Among the books written about his life are, Green’s Life of Birney, 
1844, and James G. Birney and His Times by William Birney, 1890. 


His six sons served with the Northern Army during the Civil War. 
James, the eldest, was acting governor of Michigan and afterwards was 
actively employed in sending regiments to the field. James Gillespie, Jr., 
was cavalry captain and served as staff officer for both Generals Custer 
and Sheridan. William rose tu be brevet major-general. David Bell be- 
came major-general. His statue is one of the figures on the large Penn- 
Sylavania state monument at Gettysburg battlefield; an avenue on the 
memorial battlefield is named Birney Avenue in his honor. His biogra- 
phy was written by O. M. Davis. Dion, a physician, was captain. He 
later was a physician in Philadelphia. Fitzhugh left Harvard Univer- 
sity to join the army. He served on General MeClellan’s staff and rose 
to the rank of colonel. His biography was written by Prof. Cutler. All 
except William died of wounds received or diseases contracted in the 
service. ing ara iv) 


The progenitors of the Birneys in Harrison County, Ohio, were

four brothers. They were the sons of John and Mary Birney, >“ 
and were natives of County Tyrone in North Ireland. They em- “ 


barked at the Port of Londonderry and settled on the banks of 
the historic Brandywine in Chester County, Pennsylvania. Hugh, 
William and Robert emigrated #471801 and married in Chester 
County. John, the eldest, married Rebecca Brown in Ireland, 
sailed with his wife and two children in May and landed at Bal- 
timore in August, 1804. In 1807 Hugh married Elizabeth Brown, 
sister of Rebecca. Their parents, John and Ann Brown, had also 
come from Ireland and established their home in Newlin Town- 
ship, Chester County. Hugh’s second wife was Nancy Clenden- 
ning. William in 1806 married Elizabeth Letchworth, a Quaker- 
ess of Philadelphia. Robert married Margaret Northammer. 


The four brothers and their families migrated to Harrison 
County, Ohio, William and Robert in 1812, John and Hugh in 
1814, and bought farms near Cadiz Junction. They were charter 
“members of the Bethel Methodist Church. John, Hugh and Rob- 
ert, their wives, and some of their children, were buried in two 
rows in the Bethel graveyard. William and his family moved to 
a farm adjacent to Deersville and he and Elizabeth were buried 
at Deersville. ns 


William Letchworth Birney, M.D. (1831-1911), was a grand- 
son of William. He enlisted in the 17th Regiment of the Indiana 
Volunteer Infantry when it was organized June 12, 1861, which 
became a part of the famous Wilder Brigade, later a mounted 
brigade, known also as the “Lightning Brigade.” He was known 
to his comrades as Sergeant Birney amd was In command of the 
advance Scouts. He had the complete confidence of General 
Wilder, who said that when Sergeant Birney reported to him he 
could depend on the report, for Birney was fearless and would 
investigate thoroughly before making a report. The Scouts were 
the eyes of the Brigade and it was never caught in an ambus- 
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cade, because of the faithful and fearless work of the Scouts. 
Birney served until the close of the war. He was in a number 
of the important battles, was wounded four times and carried a 
bullet in his hip the remainder of his life. He practiced medicine 
for forty-five years and was a physician of note at Hannibal, Mis- 
souri. While in the Civil War he met Captain James Gillespie 
Birney of Kentucky, and together they traced their cousinship. 


Israel P. Birney, M.D., a physician of Wheeling, was also a 
grandson of William. Bascom Hugh Birney, M.D., a noted sur- 
geon of Chicago, was a grandson of Hugh. After he retired he 
purchased “Lindenwald,” the estate and residence of President 
Martin Van Buren, built 1797, at Kinderhook, New York. 
Bishop Lauress J. Birney, D.D., and Rev. George Hugh Birney, 
D.D., ministers of the Methodist Church, were great grandsons 
of John. / Rev. Charles Wesley Birney, minister in the United

The History of the Dore Family, by Walter H. Dore, Berkeley, 
California, 1908, states: 


The name Dore is of French origin and was originally Doré. The 
accent was dropped by those who settled in America. The name 
has been changed to Dorr in some branches of the family. 


In England, two members of the Dore family, William Dore 
and Mary Dore, married into the Pittis family. This surname 
appears in records of the Isle of Wight and of the mainland. In 
addition to those mentioned in the chapter on the Isle of Wight 
the following records of Dore have been found in the sources 
indicated.

Of John Dore is recorded his repudiation of the Solemn League 
and Covenant when admitted to the burgess-ship. It appears that 
in order to keep out the friends of the once dominant party, such 
a protest was for a time imposed upon all men admitted to the free- 
dom of the town. 


Oct. 23, 1730. The record of certain proceedings at Lymington 
is signed, amongst others, by Joseph Bernard, Obadiah Newell (con- 
stable), Francis Draggett, Samuel Colborne (constable), who had 
all been so well brought up that they could write their names; 
whereas, Ralph Dore, another of the signers, did not use to write 
his name but had a mark to himself, like an honest, plain-dealing 
man. 


The King’s friends at Lymington. That there was an active 
though perhaps not strong king’s party in the town, is evident from 
notices of the part taken in the troubles of the 17th century by 
some Lymington people, and especially by the members of the Dore 
family, first on behalf of Charles I, and last in siding with the un- 
lucky Duke of Monmouth. When, in 1648, the prince, afterwards 
Charles II, appeared before Yarmouth, I. W. (opposite Lymington) 
with an army of 2000 nien and 19 sail, proposing to rescue his 
father, he was not without the aid and abetment of the mayor, one 
Barnard Knapton it would seera, and certain burgesses of Lyming- 
ton. 

Was it Barnard’s widow who entertained Monmouth’s friends on 
that famous occasion, which Lymington still cites in illustration of 
woman’s ready wit? 

The tale runs that Lymington had been thrice fired and plundered 
by the French, and that, had it not been for the wisdom of Madam 
Mary Dore, it would have been sacked the fourth time. 


At Beaulieu Abbey, in the 18th century, people’s attention used to 
be attracted by the strange monument built by John, the then Duke 
of Montague, in honor of one Mary Dore, the wise woman of Beau- 
lieu, who died about 1742. 


Charles I at Hurst Castle. The Castle is memoriable for having 
served through twenty-six days as the prison of Charles I. He was 
brought there from Newport by Colonel Cobbit on Dec. 6, 1648. 
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In the latter part of the century it was the prison of Paul Atkin- 
son, a Franciscan, whom the persecutions of the day condemned to 
perpetual imprisonment. There he died Oct. 15, 1729, aged 74. The 
rigors of his confinement were tempered as much as possible by one 
of the Lymington Dores then in command of the Castle. 


An interesting charity was founded by the will of Thomas Brown, 
of Hinton Admiral, Feb. 4, 1667, for giving bread and clothing and 
preaching sermons at Christchurch, Ringwood, Lymington, Min- 
stead, Sopley, Milton, Holdenhurst, and Lyndhurst. The sermon in 
each parish was to be preached yearly on New Year’s Day, the 
preacher at Hinton receiving 20s. and the others 10s. each, the sub- 
ject of the sermon being, ‘‘Man’s misery in his natural condition, 
his reconciliation.” The trustees of the charity were men of note— 
John Hildesley, Sheriff cf Hants., William Tulse, Berrv Tulse, 
Edward Hooper, Philip Dore, Bartholomew Bulkley, and their heirs.

THE McCULLOUGH FAMILY 


Two members of the McCullough lineage married into the 
Pittis family (pp. 160, 200). They descend from John McCul- 
loch (1753-1828) and his wife, Jane Underwood (1747-1836) , 
who were buried in Long’s Methodist Church graveyard two 
miles from Fernwood, Jefferson County, Ohio. 

John and Jane were of Scotch-Irish extraction. Their home 
was in the Parish of Inniskeel, County Donegal, Northern Ire- 
land, where the Island of Inniskeel was owned by McCullochs. 
They and their seven children — Hugh, David, John, Alexander, 

\ Andrew, Margaret (Peggy) and Richard—emigrated to the 
United States in 1792 and Janded at Philadelphia. Living first in 
Lancaster County, then in Fayette County, Pennsylvania, they 
migrated in 1802 to Jefferson County, Ohio. They and their 
sons settled on farms near Richmond and East Springfield. Hugh 
(1772-1852) married Isabel Cunningham (1782-1863). She had 
come in 1800 as one of eight children with her parents, John and 
Isabel Cochran Cunningham, from County Donegal, Ireland, to 
a farm near Fernwood in Jefferson County. Two of Hugh and 
Isabel McCullough’s daughters, Eilen and Margaret, married 
sons of Hugh Birney (p. 287). Margaret (1813-1877) married 
Wesley Birney (1812-1864). Their daughter Jane Katherine 
married Albert Pittis (p. 200), whose daughter Margaret (author 
of this volume) is the namesake of Margaret McCullough Birney, 
l.cr grandmother. 

The name was McCulloch in Ireland but became JIcCullough in Amer- 
ica. In Galloway, the southern extremity of Scotland, the McCullochs 
had four castle estates around the Bay of Luce: Myrton or Myrtoun 
(the family seat), Cardoness, Killasser and Barholm; also Glasserton 
and Torhouse estates, which had no castles. Torhouse has belonged to 
the McCullochs for over five centuries. Its stately mansion house, now 
a ruin, still shows its handsome carved stone doorframe, above which is 
carved the McCulloch coat-of-arms. It is regarded as a choice specimen 
of architecture. Nearby are the nineteen Standing Stones of Tor, which 
form a circle sixty feet in diameter and belong to the same age as well- 
known Stonehenge. They are under control of the National Monument 
Association and are visited annually by the Society of Antiquarians. 
Cardoness Castle, with walls ten feet thick, also belongs to the National 
Monument Association. The ruin and its grounds have been put in 
order and are visited by tourists and students of architecture.

The McCulloch castles have their place in literature and history. 
Barholm Castle is the ‘““Eilan Gowan” of Scott’s Guy Mannering. Major 
John McCulloch of Barholm gave shelt2r and prctection to John Knox 
in his dark days. Myrton Castle sheltered many an illustrious guest. 
The tower room is still standing in which James IV lodged when mak- 
ing his annual pilgrimage on foot from Edinburgh to Whithall Priory. 
In 1937 its Monreith mansion house was owned and occupied by Sir 
Herbert Maxwell, a McCulloch scion and a writer of note. 

In the days of the clans the McCullochs were a proud and powerful 
people. Their motto was Vi et animo (By strength and by courage). 
Their crest was, A hand throwing a dart proper. 

lo longer needed for defense, the castles fell into ruin. Each was suc- 
ceeded by its mansion house built of stones from the castle. Each man- 
sion house was still cccupied by scions cf its castle family in 1937 when 
the author visited the ruins of the castles and the successor mansion 
houses with their interesting family portraits and heirlooms. 


THE STEPHENS FAMILY 


Elizabeth Stephens was the wife of Rev. Thomas Pittis, D.D. 
(See 11). Their son William was associated in college with his 
cousin William Stephens. Both are portrayed in The Castle 
Builders or the History of William Stephens, of the Isle of Wight, 
Esq., lately deceased. Anonymous Author, London, 1759. The 
following is from this queer old book. 

Families rise and fall; they have their spring and summer, sun- 
shine and glare, wane and decline. The family of Stephens rose 
rapidly and fell almost as suddenly. Within three generations they 
had acquired and lost their estate of Bowcombe in Carisbrooke and 
Barton in Whippingham, Isle of Wight. 

William Stephens (father of Elizabeth Stephens Pittis), was 
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APPENDIX 


entered at the Middle Templc. Besides being called to the Common 
Law Bar, he was also a Civilian of Doctors’ Commons. He married 
Anne Redman, who was beautiful and proved an excellent helpmeet. 
A good wife gives power to a man’s elbow when he is pushing his 
way up in the world. Anne was well educated and was a woman 
of great capacity. 


William Stephens, LL.D., became recorder of Newport, and in 
1642 was appointed steward and bailiff of the Island. He next be- 
came member of Parliament for Newport, in 1645. During the 
Puritan ascendancy he so ingratiated himself with the ruling au- 
thorities that he was enabled to acquire receiverships and steward- 
ships of the forfeited lands of the bishops and deans and chapters. 
Besides these he purchased the Manor of Barton for £2000 and the 
Manor of Bowcombe for £8000 out of the spoils of the Church, along 
with numerous other properties. Aithough in public life he had 
always an eye to the main chance, he was in private life as husband, 
father, friend and neighbor possessed of those amiable qualities 
which marked the characters of his son and grandson, who, how- 
ever, did not inherit his businesslike qualities. Within a year after 
the death of the Lord Proctor Oliver Cromwell, whose cause he had 
taken up with so much profit to himself, Stephens died, in 1659: He 
had been created Doctor of Civil Law by the University of Oxford, 
was a Judge in the High Court of the Admirality, and one of the 
Commissioners of Forfeited Estates. The Doctor, as he was called, 
left several children, three being William, Henry and Elizabeth. 


William Stephens, his eldest son, succeeded to the estate and, be- 
ing disappointed in love, hastily married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Henry Hillery, a grazier in Dorsetshire. Her portion was £3000, 
a sum which, combined with her want of rank and position, was 
considered inadequate by the members of an ambitious family. He 
obtained a captain’s commission in the militia under Lord Cuipep- 
per, governor of the Island. He was successively promoted to the 
ranks of major, lieutenant-colonel and colonel by the next governor, 
Sir Robert Holmes, and in 1684 was knighted by Charles II. In 
the Parliament which assembled in May, 1685, Newport returned as 
one of its two representatives Sir William Stephens, Knt., of Bow- 
combe, and he was returned successively twice thereafter. He did 
not seek re-election in the following Parliament that dissolved in 
October, 1695. From long experience and persuasion of the folly 
of engaging in public affairs to the neglect and dissipation of one’s 
private fortune, he admonished his son never to have anything to 
do with the public, if he could avoid it with honour. He was 
granted the king’s commission and became the first lieutenant- 
governor of the Island. This promotion, though a lucrative one, 
was of short duration. Upon the death of the governor, Sir Robert 
Holmes, the new governor, Lord Cutts, chose a new lieutenant- 
governor. Sir William did not long survive his dismissal by Lord 
Cutts and his cessation from Parliamentary labors. In Carisbrooke 
Church a grey mural monument with the inscription on black mar- 
ble bears the following epitaph: 


Here under lyeth the body of Sir William Stephens, Knt., some 
years Lieut. Governor of this Island, who dyed Sbr 26, 1697, 
in the 57th year of his age. On one side of him lie the re- 
mains of Dame Elizabeth, his wife, who dyed Jan. 12, 1694; on 
the other, his brother, Henry, who dyed June 28, 1689. Also 
near them lie the ashes of Hilary, Mary Ann and Rachel, their 
children who dyed in their infancy. 


Sir William was survived by three children. 
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William Stephens, the eldest, spent what was left of the estate 
by his father, Sir William, who had let too much of it slip through 
his fingers. He was born at Bowcombe January 28, 1671. He was 
sent to Winchester School, Oxford, where he was a Commoner, and 
afterwards to Cambridge, “not from any dislike to Oxford, but that 
he might not be too near to William, his cousin, the son of Dr. Pittis, 
~-who was of New College, and of more wit and learning than discre- 
tion.” After leaving Cambridge, young Stephens was entered in 
The Temple, but was never called to the Bar. In his 25th year he 
married Mary, the daughter of Sir Richard Newdgate, Bart., who 
objected to the marriage on account of the smallness of William’s 
patrimony. Mary died April 1, 1740, and as her epitaph in Caris- 
brooke Church, adjacent to that of Sir Williams, recites, she was a 
faithful, affectionate wife and mother amid many cares, troubles 
and afflictions. 


About a year after their marriage, William’s father died, in 1697. 
On March 8, 1702, Anne, who was partial to the Torries, succeeded 
to the throne. Though his grandfather had been a Roundhead and 
Parliamentarian in the Civil War, William was a Tory, in common 
with most of the gentlemen of the Island. The Corporation of New- 
port pressed upon him to stand for that borough. ‘He complied, 
however, with such reluctance that, with tears in his eyes, he said 
to his wife on his return from the election, ‘I have done ill in dis- 
cbeying my father’s injunction.’ His wife, ever ready to comfort 
and willing to extenuate, asked if he ‘could avoid with honour’ (his 
father’s words) when the people were unanimous in their choice of 
him, though in her heart she wished it had been otherwise.” He 
was returned to Parliament by Newport five times. By the time of 
the death of Queen Anne and the accession to pewer of the Whig 
Party, when the Parliament of 1722 was dissolved Mr. Stephens had 
become of little importance to the Corporation of Newport. The 
dismissal by Newport of an old servant was recompensed by the 
Corporation of Newtown, which elected him for that borough. At 
the death of George I in 1727. Mr. Stephens, who had spent the last 
of his estate, “took leave of Parliament.” 


The remainder of the life of William Stephens is a sad story. He 
had muddled away an estate which had diminished by his father’s 
expenditures. He had two houses, Barton in Whippingham and 
Bowcombe in Carisbrooke. Not content with these, he built himself 
“a ecttage of gentility” at Cowes, to which he gave the name Buen 
Retiro. These houses became, in his biographer’s words, “the ren- 
dezvous of the nobility and gentry resorting to the Island, and such 
were the outgoings for so small an estate as would amaze any one.” 
He had a large family, seven sons and two daughters, who were 
expensively brought up and educated. His eldest son, the fourth 
William Stephens, after having been sent to the Grammar School 
at Newport and then to Winchester, was matriculated at Queen's 
College, Oxford, aged 17. From tnence he had the good fortune to 
be elected Fellow of All Souls’ College, where he proceeded B.C.L. 
on June 12, 1713, and D.C.L. on Oct. 23, 1728. He was called to 
the Bar at the Middle Temple in 1723, but met with meager suc- 
cess in this field. He wrote, “I never made above a hundred pounds 
in any one of the twelve years of my practice.” In 1736 he took 
holy orders, and after serving several curacies was presented by 
All Souls’ College to the vicarage of Barking in Essex in 1746. 
Here he died, much beloved, on January 27, 1750, in his 53rd year, 
and was interred in the churchyard. He was unmarried and did 
what he could to help his unfortunate father and family. 

William Stephens was fifty-seven years of age when he gave up 
his seat in Parliament and sold his estates in the Island in 1728.

He experienced the bondage which comes from borrowing money. 
After twenty-five years of Parliamentary friendships, he called to- 
gether his acquaintances to consult upon the state of his affairs. A 
boon ccmpanion boasted that he purchased the finest manor in the 
country for £2000 under its value. ‘However chiidishly sold, the 
estate was fairly bought and paid for, and the purchaser had the 
good nature to allow the poor man’s wife £20 per annum as long 
as she lived; besides, he did several good offices for some of the 
younger children.” Stephens endeavored to escape that sure-footed 
officer, the bailiff, by concealment at Longworth in Oxfordshire 
while his eldest son was soliciting in vain his father’s political 
friends for some small office or sinecure. At last his brother-in-law 
got him employment in Scotland with The York Building Company, 
and he became the manager of its timber speculations. The company 
was one of the wildest of speculations and ended in disaster. 


Mr. Stephens received an offer from his staunch friend, Col. Hor- 
sey, also a sufferer in The York Building Company, to go to South 
Carolina to survey a barony of land consisting of 10,000 acres, of 
which the Colonel had the grant. Here was repeated the familiar 
story and they found themselves deceived by promoters and specu- 
lators in American lands. After the death cf Col. Horsey, Stephens 
joined the Society headed by Gen. Oglethorpe for the settlement cf 
Georgia. He was appointed president of the cclony, and in this 
dignified position He continued for eight years. The dignity brought 
him little money, respect or influence, his small allowance being so 
ill paid that he often had to live on the hardest of fare. For six- 
teen years he wore away his life in petty squabbles, at strife with 
those above and under his authority, in the degradation of debt. At 
last, seated at a dish that was offered him, he said with great com- 
posure, “I have done with eating and drinking in this world.” He 
was led to his bed and died, in August, 1753, in his 83rd year. 

Sir William’s younger son, Richard, M.D., entered Queen’s Col- 
lege March 23, 1697, took his B.A. Oct. 14, 1701; was then made 
Fellow of All Souls’, where he proceeded M.A. June 6, 1705, B.M. 
May 19, 1710 D.M. Dec. 17, 1714. He practiced at Winchester and 
then at Dublin and died in 1735, leaving two daughters with small 
fortunes, Susannah and Anne, to whom the unknown author of 
The Castle Builders dedicated his book and whose virtues he com- 
mended. Sir William’s third child, a daughter, was married to Mr. 
Hodges and died at Bath in her 36th year without issue.

The Castle Builders, which was owned by Richard Roach Pittis, 
solicitor and town clerk of Newport. (See under 34). 
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THE PARISH OF PYTTIS IN FINLAND 
The Parish of Pyttis in Finland is of interest merely because 


of the English form of the name — it has no connection with the 


Pyttis or Pittis family. 


A book entitled Pyttis Socken is in the Royal Library in London. 
The word socken does not occur in any of the standard English dic- 
tionaries. It is doubtless a variant of soken, which in early English 
denctes “a place of local jurisdiction.” This book was examined in 
1908 by Godfrey Pittis, M.D., when he was in London. He found 
that it is by A. Enckell, bears the date 1571, and contains the “Solfs- 
katten” or silver tax list of each of the twenty-seven villages com- 
prising the Parish of Pyttis in Finland, which was founded about 
1571. Dr. Pittis obtained a man of Finland showing the Parish of 
Pyttis, in Finnish Pyhtaéa, and he states that it is in the Province 
cf Wiborg and County of Kymmene; has (1908) 3432 inhabitants, 
of which about 1600 are Finns; is 276 square kilometers in area, 
with post office of second rank. Its largest property is Stockfors 
(fishery); its industrial centers are Hastholmen, Korsnis and 
Langvik; the nearest river is the Kymmene. In the days before the 
mcdern means of communication, when the king made a proclama- 
tion it was written on a piece of wood or board with a heavy handle 
and sent to an officer in each parish, whose duty it was to notify 
all people in the scattered villages under his jurisdiction. 


LEGH RICHMOND OF BRADING, ISLE OF WIGHT 


Legh Richmond (1772-1827), M.A. Cambridge, 1799, curate of 
Brading and Yaverland 1799-1805, resided at Brading. He col- 
lected from local experiences material for his three famous tales 
of village life: The Dairyman’s Daughter, The Young Cottager 
and The Negro Servant. 


The heroine of the first tale. Elizabeth Walbridge, lies buried in 
the Arreton churchyard. In the Brading churchyard is the grave 
of “Little Jane, the Young Cottager.” Her cottage is still shown 
in a lane at the foct of the hill, a good thatched specimen. San- 
down is the scene of the third tale. The simple pathos and 
piety of the narratives won for them instant popularity and they 
were reprinted in 1814 under the general title of The Annals of the 
Poor. The book was translated into the French, Italian, Danish 
and Swedish languages; it also had a wide circulation in America. 
During the lifetime of the author, the number of copies printed in 
the English language alone amounted to two miillion. Of The 
Dairyman’s Daughter, which Richmond greatly enlarged after its 
first publication, two editions of 20,000 copies were printed in 1816. 
Richmond was present in 1822 at the erection of memorials to the 
cottagers whom he had commemorated and for whom he had written 
the long epitaphs. He did, to an extent, for the Isle of Wight in 
these stories what Sir Walter Scott did for the Scotch Highlands.

The Life of Legh Richmond was a popular book which passed 
through at least nine editions. He introduced the first organ into 
the Brading Church, which, enlarged and improved, remains a me- 
morial to him and his love for sacred music. A memorial brass was 
erected in the church by his descendants. After leaving the Isle 
he became an evangelist. He was buried in Turvey Church, Bed- 
fordshire, where an epitaph was placed to his memory. 
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Heraldry is the science that treats of blazoning or describing 
Armorial Bearings and the rules which govern their use. Arms, 
Armorial Bearings, or Coats-of-Arms are hereditary emblems of 
honor and descent, assumed or granted by authority to distin- 
guished persons, families or communities, cities or states. The 
system can be traced to the twelfth century and, with various 
modifications, has been in use in nearly every European country. 
Heraldry has been interwoven with the-life and history of our 
race for at least eight centuries. 


To the tournaments or mock battles, which originated in Germany, 
spread to France and then to the British Isles, is due the intro- 

_ duction of individual armorial bearings. In these encounters the 
combatants or knights wore some conspicuous device by which they 
could be recognized when their features were hidden by their closed 
helmets. They wore upon their person and horse the heraldic hon- 
ors conferred upon them for deeds of prowess in real battle. These 
honors were embroidered on the surcoat worn over the armor, hence 


the term “coat-of-arms.” A knight could choose his own device or 
design, provided it did not conflict with another man’s previous 
choice. 


The Crusades to the Holy Land (1096-1272 A.D.) gave impetus 
to the bearing of various devices and the practice of their being de- 
picted on shields, banners, garments, and elsewhere. The feudal 
system, tending toward military display and personal prowess, for- 
warded the growth of heraldry and the splendors of the coat-armor 
borne in the Middle Ages. At first merely a simple means of iden- 
tifying men on the field or at the tourney, within a short time the 
emblems were employed to express honor and dignity, estimable 
reward for valor, and proffered the marks of the true chivalric 
spirit of the time. They comprised emblems of personal and family 
distinction and became the possession of the nobility and gentry. 
In consequence, heraldry was held in the highest esteem and respect 
and gradually developed into a complete system. It became a sci- 
ence only when laws and rules were laid down for its guidance and 
when the symbols adopted were recognized as heraldry. This came 
about when nobles fought in armor and each noble led his body of 
retainers into the field. The use of these distinctive marks was the 
prerogative of the fighting leader in feudal times. In time, the age 
in which emblems were devised to meet a current need passed away. 
With the fall of feudalism in the War of the Roses, the use of arms 
was extended to civilian leaders in state and commerce. 


Henry V was a great patron of heraldry and during his reign 
coat-armor became hereditary and descended from father to son. 
Those who held land were gentlemen or nobles and belonged to the 
gentle or upper class, as distinct from the simple or lower class — 
distinctions that prevailed atter William the Conqueror. Origin- 
ally the word gentleman meant a man of gentle rank, a man en- 
titled to bear heraldic arms. Gentlemen or noblemen had military 
obligations and had to lead their servants and followers into battle. 
They were personally responsible for a definite number of followers 
when the king summoned them to war. Arms became necessary to 
the leader that his followers might distinguish him in battle. Arms 
were useful also in the identification of the dead. Arms are the 
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mark of the technical rank of gentility, a definite mark of heredi- 
tary nobility and rank and an integral part of warfare. 


It is a curious circumstance that the best preserved examples of 
heraldry should be due to lack of learning. In the days of general 
ignorance of the written language the ensigns of heraldry were par- 
ticularly significant. People who were unable to read or write had 
to authenticate their transactions with their seals made in the de- 
sign of their coat-of-arms. The Conqueror introduced the mode of 
sealing with wax which gradually became general. Authentication 
of documents by seals became a requirement in the reign of Edward 
the Confessor. With real property, arms became hereditary in ac- 
cordance with precedence. 


In 1483, by Royal Charter, the College of Arms or Heralds’ Col- 
lege was established in England by Richard III, and the Crown, 
the sole Fount of Honor, assumed supreme control of arms borne. 
Similar charters were given in Scotland by the Court of the Lord 
Lyon, and in Ireland by the Office of Arms in Dublin. Arms 
granted were recorded by -the heralds in one of the three official 
Colleges of Arms. A drawing of the arms was followed by a de- 
scription in Norman-French. The honorable titles of Scutifer and 
Escuyr (Esquire) were used to distinguish those who were entitled 
to bear their arms on a shield. Esquire also was the rank next 
below that of knight. Besides those esquires who were personal 
attendants of knights, this title was held by all attendants on the 
person of the Sovereign, and all persons holding the Sovereign’s 
commission that were of military rank not below captain; also, by 
general concession, by Barristers-at-Law, Masters of Arts, and 
Bachelors of Law and Physic. 


Among the most valuable records of arms now extant are the 
Heralds’ Visitations made throughout Engiand by heralds ap- 
pointed by the king for the survey, during a period beginning 
1530 and ending May 13, 1686. The Rolls of Arms of those 
entitled to bear arms have been copied from the original records 
and printed in book form. The volumes are in the Heralds’ Col- 
lege in London and not only contain hundreds of arms and the 
descriptions of armorial bearings but give detailed pedigrees of 
families that bore them. Though the Crown is the Fountain of 
Honor, having supreme control of coat-armor, much of the actual 
control has been deiegated to the Heralds and Kings-of-Arms. 


Heraldry arose with feudalism, attained its full growth in mediae- 
valism, and continues to be prized in the twentieth century. Her- 
aldry and Armory are not a dead science, but the science is still de- 
veloping and changing as it is suited to the altered manners and 
customs of the present day. In England, the Inland Revenue re- 
quires a payment of cne or two guineas for the issuance of arms 
when granted. From this voluntary taxation the yearly revenue 
exceeds £70,000. This affords evidence that armory is still popular 
and that its use and display are extensive, though it would be foolish 
to suppose that the estimation in which armory is held is equal to 
or approaches the romantic value which in former days was at- 
tached to the granting and inheritance of arms. 


A knowledge of heraldry terms and emblems is essential to an 
understanding of coat-armor. The oldest descriptions of arms 
are in French. During the reign of Edward IV the heraldic 
language emerged from the French and took an English form 
except for the technical words. The French names for the col- 
ors are still used. The following explanation of terms and em- 
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blems will be helpful in understanding the coats-of-arms pre- 
sented in this voluine. 


The shield, or escutcheon, is the principal object whereon the em- 
blems or charges of heraldry are depicted. It varies in shape. The 
oe or space within the bounding tines of the shield is called the 
teld... 

_ The helmet is an appendage of the shield. The helmet assigned to 
kings and princes of the Royal Blcod is full-faced, composed of gold, 
with the beauvoir divided by six projecting bars, and lined with crim- 
son. The helmet of the nobility is of steel, with five bars of gold; it is 
placed on the shield inciining to a profile. The helmet of knights and 
baronets is the full-faced steel helmet, with the visor thrown back, with- 
cut bars. The helmet of esquires, always depicted in profile, is of steel, 
with the visor closed. Each of these helmets is placed immediately 
above the shield or escutcheon, and supports the wreath on which is the 
crest. 

The crest, for the purpose of a helmet ornament, a mark of dignity 
and estate, is on the upper part of the helmet, and yields in honor to 
none of the heraldic insignia. The crest is heraldic, definitely hereditary. 

The motto in England is not hereditary, consequently it is not a 
part of the “estate” created by the Letters Patent. No authority is 
needed for the adoption of a motto; it may be taken, changed or relin- 
quished when and as often as the bearer desires, and may be the same 
as that of other persons. However, pride in ancestry induces most men 
to retain unaltered the time-honored memorial of some noble deed of 
chivalry, some memorable war-cry, or a record of some ancient family 
descent, handed down from sire to son. If a person elects to use a 
mctto the officers of arms will add it to the record of his arms. In Scot- 
land, the motto is included within the terms of the Patent, also the 
position in which it is to be carried, which is usually an escroll over the 
crest. The use of mottoes in England did not become general until the 
eighteenth century, the majority had no motto even toward the end of 
that century, and many patents are still issued without such an addition. 

The shield is divided into parts: the chief, or top; the dexter, or 
right side, the sinister, or left side of the wearer (the reverse of the 
spectator); the collar, or hcnor point; the heart, or fess point; and the 
base, or bottom point. The shield is distinguished by certain heraldic 
colors called tinctures, separated by the division lines, and charged or 
decorated with a variety of. animals, real or fabulous, serpents, birds, 
the hand and arm, tools and weapons, the cross in many forms, flowers: 
and other objects, which themselves bear the designation of charges. 
A blazon or description of arms begins with the tincture of the field. 
The tinctures used on arms are metals, colors, and furs. 


The metals are: . 
Argent, silver or white, expressed by the shield being plain. _ 
Or, gold or yellow, known in uncolored drawings and engravings 

by dots or points. 

The colors are: 

Azure, blue, depicted by horizontal lines. 

Gules, red, depicted by perpendicular lines. 

Sable, black, depicted by cross lines horizontal and perpendicular. 

Purpule, purple, depicted by lines from the sinister chief to tue 
dexter base. Sine 

Vert, green, depicted by lines from the dexter chief to the sinister 
base. 


The furs are: 
Ermine, a white field with black spots. 
Ermines, a black field with white spots 
Erminois, a gold field with black spots. 
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Ordinary is a term used to denote the simple forms which were first 


Chief, or head, is the whole upper part of the field. 
Pale (Pale-wise, or In Pale), disposed after the manner of a pale, 
that is, set vertically, formed by two perpendicular lines. 
Bend, is formed by two lines drawn diagonally from the dexter chief 
to the sinister base. It represents a shoulder belt or scarf. 
Fess, or Fesse, (Fesse-wise, or In Fesse), is formed by two horizon- 
tal lines drawn across the field above and below the center of the 
shield. It is emblematic of the military girdle worn around the 
body over the armor. 

Pile, issues from the chief and tapers to a point, like a wedge, tow- 


ards the base. It represents a pile used in the erection of mili- 


tary bridges. 


Chevron, is formed by two parallel lines drawn from the dexter base, | 


meeting pyramidically, about the fess point, two other parallel 

lines drawn from the sinister base. This ordinary is supposed 

to represent the rafters of tne gable of a house; it is also sup- 
posed to have been adopted from the bow of a war saddle, which 
rose high in front. 

Attitudes or positions of animals, birds and fishes are: 

Rampant, when a lion or other beast of prey stands upright on 
the hind legs, with tail elevated, with only one ear and one 
eye seen, with the head in profile. 

Passant, when walking forward, looking forward, with one eye 
and ear seen, with one forepaw off the ground. 

Sejant, when sitting. 

Couchant, when lying down. 

Guardant, when looking full face, so that both eyes and ears are 
seen. 

Reguardant, when looking back. 


Guardant and reguardant may be annexed to any of the four preced- 


ing positions thus, passant-guardant is walking and looking full face; 
passant-reguardant is walking and looking back. 


Other heraldic terms which appear in this volume are: —~ 

Addorsed, animals set back to back. 

Beaked, the beak being of different color from the body. 

Bezant, a golden disc, flat like a coin. 

Bezantée, studded with bizants. 

Border, bourdve, a border around the edge of the shield. The inner 
edge may be varied. Formerly used to distinguish different 
branches of the same family. 

Caboshed, the full-faced head of an animal without any part of the 
neck. 

Cinquefoil, a flower or leaf of five foils or leaves. 

Counterchanged, the field divided into metal and color and the 
charges placed in opposition as to metal and color. 

Couped, cut off smoothly by an even line —the reverse of erased. 

Courant, running. 

Demi, the half; the upper front half, unless the contrary is specified. 

Ducal coronet or crest coronet, is composed of four leaves, of equal 
height, above the rim.

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Embattled, a partition line, formed like the battlements on towers 
and churches. 

Engrailed, a partition line of inverted curves, used to divide the field 
or charge. 

Erased, torn with a ragged edge — the contrary to couped. 

Escallop, a sea shell, often used as a charge. 


Gobony, composed of one row of sma!l rectangular pieces alternately 
of different colors. ae 


Gorged, encircled around the neck. 

Habited, clothed. 

In Her Piety, applied to the pelican when in her nest and feeding her 
young by vulning or wounding her own breast. 

Mullet, the rowel of a spur, of five straight points. 

Per, by means of, or after the manner of. 

Pheon, the head of a spear or arrow, borne with the point in base. 

Proper, a charge being of its natural color or nature. 

Quarterfoil, a flower or figure having four foils. 

Slipped, the stalk depicted as torn from the original stem. 


Vulning, wounding, particularly applied to the pelican, which is 
always depicted wounding her breast. 


Writers on Symbols of Heraldry assign meanings to symbols 
on coat-armor. Many of the figures and svmbols were derived 
from remote ages—from Asia Minor, Egypt, and the early 
Church. Many came from the Crusades and the military and 
civil life of that period, and from the perscnal insignia of the 
victors of successful wars. After these came certain merchants’ 
ietias and figures emblematic of the arts, agriculture and the 
chase. 


Symbols on the Pittis arms have these interpretations: The 
gryphon or griffin, of Greek origin, is a symbel of strength and 
vigilancy, or a powerful guardian and vigilant, sacred to the sun. 
It is an emblem of the sun-guarding solar light and brightness, 
which receives into its care or guardianship the golden solar-egg 
sent up in the morning from the earth. The compound of bird 
and beast (eagle and lion) combines the potencies of the heaven- 
soaring king of birds, always connected like his master with the 
upper expanse, and the majestic king of beasts, himself ever a 
type of and closely connected with the sun, which with keen eye 
and pricked ear sees and hears all things. The gryphon or griffin 
is obedient to the gods and against the powers of evil, while the 
dragon is the exact opposite, wicked and malevolent. the two 
representing respectively light and darkness. The union of bird 
and beast indicates the union of intellectual and physical strength 
—abstract ideas which belong to a developed and established 
civilization. 

The swan, Apollo’s bird, is connected with Zeus. It is the en- 
sign of the poets, and the hieroglyphic of a musical person be- 
cause of its anciently supposed habit of singing sweetly in the 
hour of death. Its heraldic meaning is, a lover of poetry and

harmony, or a learned person. The swan’s head and neck, 
gorged with a crown around the latter, is a bearing of high dig- 
nity and has the same signification as the swan itself. 

The peacock is the most beautiful and proudest of birds. It 
is used in heraldry because of its beauty and pride of carriage. 
Its blue signifies loyalty and truth.
